TUGS CONTINUE TO USE SOFT COAL. 


They Persist in Violating the Smoke Ordi- 
nance—Heavy Fines in Prospect. 

Another fight will be made on the owners of 
tugs this week by the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Smoke. Only one of the towing com- 
panies which entered into the egreement to 
burn hard coal has lived up to the promise. 
Three judgments have been obtained against 
the Vessel-Owners’ Towing company, and ex- 
ecutions amounting to $850 have been served. 
Judgments to the amount of $150 have been 
obtained against the Chicago Towing com- 
pany and executions served. In three suite 
against the Independent Tug line judgments 
to the amount of $250 have been obtained and 
executions served. 

It is the intention of the society if these 
companies do not pay their fines to tie up the 
tugs, or take other steps that will compel 
them to regard the law. 

Judgments have also been obtained and exe- 
cutions issued against the Fitz-Simons & Con- 
nell company, the Chicago Dredging and Dock 
company, the Titley Sand company, and the 
Illindis Stone company for using soft coal on 
their tugs. 

The society entered into an agreement with 
the owners of tugs the first week in October 
to the effect that it would not enforce the col- 
lection of judgments that had been obtained 
if they would use hard coal the remainder of 
the year.

Taken with a Congestive Chill Friday

The Cleveland Rolling Mill com took a 
hand in the Joliet Enterprise — yester- 
day afternoon by filing a bill in the Federal 
Court. The Joliet: Enterprise company 
Heary Fish & Sons, and all those holding 
judgments, attachments, and mortgages are 

made defendants. 

The bill was filed in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court by Cratty Bros., MacLaren & 
J arvis, attorneys, acting for the Cleveland 
Rolling Mill company. The main question 
rajsed by the complainant 1s as to the right 
of officers or directors of an insolvent cor- 
poration to prefer one creditor over another, 
the complainant contending that when a cor- 
poration becomes insolvent its officers or 
directurs immediately become trustees for 
the benefit of all the creditors. 

The claim of the Cleveland Rolling Mill 
company is about $175,000, and the point of 
attack will be the confession of judgment by 
the Enterprise company to the Stone City 
Bank. This was made early the morning of 
the failure and seemed to be a last attempt to 
save the bank at the expense of the manufact- 
uring comvany. As the Fish Bros. were the 
practical owners of both concerns they pre- 
ferred to have the manufacturing com bany go 
under rather than the bank to be short in as- 


sets.

ADDITIONAL PROTECTION FOR BERWYN. 


Police Force Increased by One — Cicero 
Saloon Licenses Not to Be Revoked. 

A committee of citizens from Berwyn pre- 
sented a petition tothe Cicero Town Board 
last night asking for better police protection 
in Berwyn and Lavergne. The petition recites 
that the two villages have lately been the 
scene of a series of highway robberies and 
burglaries, and that the police force is re- 
quired to cover a territory three miles long by 
one anda half miles broad, and consists of 
only two men. They want another policeman 
appointed. 

On motion of Trustee Moore the petition 
for another policeman was allowed, and it was 
also ordered that the four men who have been 
appointed special officers by the Berwyn citi- 
zens should report to the Town Hall at 
Cicero and be sworn in as special officers.

on his arrival, found Mr. Cregier suffering 
from congestion of the lungs, with symptoms 
tending to pneumonia. 

His Busy Life. 

DeWitt C. Cregier was born in the City of 
New York June 1, 1829. He was the son of 
John L. and Ann E. (Le Fort) Cregier, his 
mother being the daughter of a well-known 
French shipmaster. When Cregier was 4 
years old his fatherdied. His mother’s death 
followed nine years later. Up to the age of 
16 he attended the public schools in New 
York, living with relatives. After a brief 
experience as a clerk in a mercantile estab- 
lishment he secured a position in the engineer- 
ing department of the steamship Oregon ply- 
ing on Long Island Sound. He remained 
there until 1847, 

Engineering and mechanical pursuits proved 
to be his true vocation, and when later he en- 
tered the mechanical department of the Mor- 
gan iron works he was known as an apt pupil. 
In 1851 he entered the engineer corps of the 
United States mail steamers running between 
New York, Havana, and New Orleans. 

Two years later, in 1853, Mr. Cregier came 
to Chicago to superintend the erection of the 
first puming machinery for the water-works. 
In 1860 a plan of drawing water through 
a tunnel running a considerable dis- 
tance out in Lake Michigan began to 
be agitated. Three years later the 
tunnel plan was adopted. Ground 
was broken with imposing ceremonies in 
1864. The crib was launched in the presence 
of Gov. Oglesby and a large number of citi- 
zens in July, 1865, and safely towed to its 
moorings two miles and a half from shore. 
In March, 1867, water was let in. 

Enlarging the Water- Works. 

While the tunnel was building the operation 
of enlarging the water-works at Chicago ave. 
nue and the lake was in progress. On Mr. 
Cregier, who had meantime been appointed 
Chief Engineer, fell a large share of superin- 
tendence of the work. Plans for the new 
boilers and engines were drafted. The 
contract was let to the Morgan iron works of 
New York, but the machinery was put in 
place under the supervision of Mr. Cre- 
gier. The capacity of the new 
engine was 18,000,000 gallons daily, but before 
it was completed it was seen that this would 
proye toc small and new engines.were ordered. 
They, like the first, were erected under the su- 
perintendence of Mr. Cregier. The city in 1867 
began the erection of e machine shop for the 
manufacture of hydrants and stop valves. 
Mr. Cregier designed the city hydrants, tak- 
ing out patents on them, but granting the city 
their use free of charge. He took a prominent 
part in designing the huge engines at the 
water-works, and in other directions his me- 
chanical skill was displayed for the benefit of 
Chicago. 

The great fire of 1871 swept away most of 
the buildings connected with the water-works, 
damaging the machinery so badly that the 
water supply was cut off. The full capacity 
of the works was restored by Nov. 
30. In the succeeding twenty years 
new pumping stations were designed and 
built in different sections of the city, addi- 
tional tunnels were driven, and many hundred 
miles of new mains were laid. A deal of the 
work as well as other extensive improve nents 
fell to the supervision of Mr. Cregier. He was 
continued in office by each new administra- 
tion, becoming in the course of time City En- 
gineer and Commissioner of Public Works. 

When the Carter H. Harrison administra. 
tion went out of office Mr. Creiger retired. 
He then became Superintendent of the West 
Chicago City railway company, remaining 
there until shortly before the labor troubles 


of 1888.

ADOLPH WEBER, THE MUSICIAN, MISSING. 


He Writes Letters to Frignds Saying He 
Will Commit Seide. 

Adolph Weber, President $f the Weber Con- 
cert Agency. Room 812 Chi¢ago Opera-House 
Building, has been missing from his residence, 
No. 357 La Salle avenue, Friday after- 
noon. Several of his e ws received 
letters from him Friday evening, in which he 
stated that he would end his life. 

Henry Erdtmann, No. 357 State street, re- 
ceived one of these letters. It was written in 
German and in substance read as follows: 

DEAREST FRIEND Henry: There is nothing for 
me in this world to live for. My last hopes have 
vanished and 1 have decided to make an end of 
my trials. Before7 o'clock tonight I will be no 
more. Inclosed you will find the key to my 
trunk, Goto the house and dispose of ‘my be- 
longings according to your pleasure. I have de- 
stroyed all important papers. Hoping that the 
good God will forgive mel remain your sincere 
friend, ADOLPH WEBER. 

Two years ago Weber was the dramatic 
critic of the Milwaukee Seebote. He was a 
brilliant writer. He moved in good society 
and became acquainted with the daughter of a 
Milwaukee millionaire, and, it is said, his af- 
fection was returned. The young people 
were secretly engaged, but when the young 
woman’s father heard of the engagement he 
objected to his daughter’s choice. The father 
removed with his family to Mexico, and they 
have been living there since. 

Weber has never been thesame. He often 
talked of the young woman, and when a few 
days ago he received a letter saying that 
owing to her father’s objection she would 
never marry him, Weber became despond- 
ent. Last week he was confined to his room. 
To a friend who nursed him he said that he 
would take a boat out into the lake and jump 
overboard. The young man laughed at him 
and paid no attention to the threat. One of 
the boarders in the house said last night: 

„Mr. Weber has been here only four weeks. 
He was recommended by Mr. Erdtmann, who 
said that Weber wished to learn the English 
language and desired to live in an American 
family. We found him. intelligent, and tried 
to help him as much as possible. He left the 
house Friday afternoon, and that is the last we 
heard of him until Mr. Erdtmann came here 
today and told of his probable suicide.“ 

Mr. Erdtmann, who is a life-insurance 
agent for several Eastern companies, sau: 

„J have known Weber only a short time. 
He has been in Chicago about a year. He 
often talked of committing suicide, but I 
always laughed at him. I was much surprised 
to receive his letter last night. At’ 6 o’clock 
last night I was on board of a North Side car 
and while rounding the corner of La Salle 
avenue and Illinois street I thought I saw 
Weber walking down the street without his 
overcoat. When I arrived at bome I received 
his letter.“ 

The police are working on the caso, 

Weber is said to be well connected. He was 
born and educated in Munich, Bavaria, where 
his parents lived. He had a collegiate educa 
tion and was an excellent musician. 


GERMANY BUYS THE GATHMANN GUN. 


It Is Said to Be Capable of Destroying 
Any Ironclad, 

Germany has purchased the first of* the new 
torpedo guns invented by Louis Gathmann, 
and it was yesterday shipped from the factory 
at Lake and Peoria streets. It is claimed for 
the gun that it may be used to arm merchant 
vessels to resist men-of-war, as it is said to be 
capable of destroying any ironclad. The in- 
vention may be used on any large smooth bore 
gun. When the torpedo is inserted in the 
gun the steering gear 18 moved toward the 
front of the charge. When the torpedo is 
discharged this assumes a position in the rear 
and directs the course of the missile, as well 
as supplying the propelling power. It is 
claimed that the torpedo, though it strikes 
water, will not sink much below the surface 
and that it may be propelled under water as 
well as in the air. 


Thrown Upon the Pilot of an Engine. 

Charles Gray had a remarkable escape from 
death yesterday afternoon. He was found lying 
upon the pilot of a Chicago and Northwestern 
engine at South Evan8ton badly cut about the 
head and body. but not seriously injured. Train- 
men thought he had been struck at Kavenswood. 
The train passed through that village at a high 
rate of speed. Gray said he was employed in 
Taylor's drug store at Ravenswood.

The bill 
sets forth that the capital stock of 
the Joliet Enterprise company was 
originally $12,000, and that the company 
was authorized to increase is capital 
stoek to $250,000 Feb. 17, 1890, and that 
whether the capital stock was ever actually 
increased is unknown to -the complainant. 
The bill further sets forth that the Enterprise 
company owes the Cleveland Rolling Mill 
company $17,464, for which it recovered judg- 
ment Dec. 1, 1892, at Joliet. It is also al- 
leged that the judgments and claims covered 
by the trust deed given to Chaurcey J. Blair 
are unlawful peformances. 

Made Themselves Preferred Creditors. 

Another point raised by the complainant 1s 
that as the directors of the Euterprise com- 
pany and the Stone City Bank were practically 
the same the directurs of the company by con- 
fessing judgment in favor of the Stone City 
Bank virtually made themselves preferred 
creditors. The bill seeks to secure a pro rata 
distribution of the Enterprise company’s as- 
sets among all its creditors. 

If the case is decided in favor of the com- 
plainant the Chicago banks named in the trust 
deed given to Chauncey J. Blair will not re- 
ceive their claims in their entirety. Those 
banks are the Merchants’ National, of which 
C. J. Blair is. President, and which claims 
$48,000; the American Trust and Savings 
Bank, $33,000; the National Bank of the Re- 
public, $48,000, 

At any rate the litigation will tie up the set- 
tlement of the Enterprise company’s affairs 
fora long time. This means that the cred- 
itors of the Stone City Bank must also wait, 
for the settlement of tne bank’s affairs depend 
on the outcome of the Enterprise company’s 
affairs. Judge Gresham said last night that 
the bill contained the ordinary clauses regard- 
ing waste of the property by the defunct com- 
pany, and that the receiver would take charge 
of affairs as soon as possitle.

SECRET OF JAY GOULD’S ILLNESS, 


Faithfully Kept by Dr. Mund for Years— 
His Reward for Services, 

New York, Dec. 3.—[{Special. }—The mys- 
tery as to the nature of he ailment which 
wrecked Mr. Gould’s health was one of the 
feat ares of his last illness. It my be stated 
as a peculiar fact that his most trusted friends 
and even the members of his family were not 
aware of the disease from which he was suffer- 
ing until it became evident that he could only 
a little longer withstand its ravages. Mr. 
Gould was variously reported as a victim of 
neuralgia, of nervous dyspepsia, and of severe 
bilious attacks. and the announcement that 
what caused his death was consuinption will 
be received with a great deal of surprise, but 
the statement is true. It is further said that 
the disease was of several years’ standing; that 
Mr. Gould was aware that he had it and that 
his instructions to his physician, Dr. Munn, 
were that it should be kept a seeret between 
them as long as possible. When, therefore, 
inquiries, no matter by whom made, of 
Dr. Munn as to Mr. Gould’s ailment, he re- 
plied that it was nervous dyspepsia, and truth- 
fully, for all consumptives suffer more or less 
from that complaint. To aid his physician in 
concealing all signs of the disease the some- 
what extravagant assertion is made that Mr. 
Gould was able to prevent himself by an ef- 
fort from coughing. 

The secret was well kept, and until a couple 
of weeks ago Mr. Gould is said to have had 
confidence that Dr. Munn’s efforts to delay 
the progress of the disease would be attended 
with some measure of success and that he 
would be abie to keep up and get around for 
some years. But when he came down from 
Irvington some weeks ago he was not so con- 
fident.

New York, Dec, 3.—[ Special. —A popular 
error about Jay Gould is the notion that he 
was invincible. In 1866 a promissory note for 
$500 with his name went a-begging round Wall 


street at a heavy discount, yet he left a fort- 


une estimated at 5100, 000,000. If Gould had 
died poor what would have been the general 
verdict on his career? And yet, only eight 
years ago he was on the verge of failure. This 
was after the panic of May, 1884, one of the 
few times that he was tempted into the stock 
market as a speculator in order to hold up the 
price of stocks with which he was burdened, 

The late Charles F. Woerishoffer, Henry N. 
Smith, and other operators were united in a 
combined effort to bear the securities which 
Gould was carrying. He had supported them 
for a time by obtaining sterling bills, giving 
his securities as collateral and then convert- 
ing the bills into cash. But sterling loans, 
like all others, come to maturity; the bears 
were as unscrupulous as himself, bold and 
skillful and persistent. Gould’s Western 
Union fell to 49 and his Missouri Pacitic to 
62. He was beaten. One morning he had his 
lawyers execute an assignment of his prop- 
erty, and on the follow: day—a beautiful 
Sunday morning—his yacht went down to 
Long Branch, where the bear operators were 
summering. Gould’s emissaries landed and 
held a conference with his foes. They bore 
his ultimatum—a copy of the assignment and 
the statement that unless the bears made 
terms with him he would on the following 
morning file the assignment and give public 
notice that he was unable to meet his engage- 
ments. 

At that time he was supposed to be borrow- 
ing some $20,000,000 and his failure would 
create a bigger panic than the one the street 
had just passed through. Many of the firms 
with which the bear combine had short 
contracts outstanding would doubtless fail 
and in the general crash the successful bears 
themselves might be heavy losers. After a 
protracted conference the bears agreed to 

‘let up on Gould on condition that he 
should turn over to them 50,000 shares of 
Western Union atthe current market price, 
$0 per share. This enabled them to make 
delivery of the shares they had sold at 
high prices. In speaking of this deal“ 
the followmg day one of the bears expressed 
his confidence that Gould would have to fail 


any how—the help he received would be 


transient in its effect as a glass of brandy 
given to a dying man. 

He was wrong. He underestimated the fer- 
tility of resource in Gould and his assoviates.

IN MEMORIAM. 
_Jay Gould died at his residence in the City of 
a York Friday, Dec. 2, 1892, in the Sith year of 
is age. 

He had been a director of this company for 
twelve years and was such at tho time of his 
death. It is. fitting, therefore, that it shall place 
upon its records its estimate of Mr. Gould’s char- 
acter and services, aud its sorrowful sense of its 
great lossin his death.

acific, Manhattan railway, and Western Union. 
He boldly -risked all on the soundness of his 
judgment. His judgment concerning the values 
of corporate properties singly, and of their possi- 
bilities for profitable combination, amounted to 
positive genius—genius in these lines probably 
never surpassed if equaled. Acgquir these 
— 6 gave his energies to their develop- 
ment. 

This was not the hast 
slow work of years, as 
of the large inte 


try, which until his health gave way never tired. 
He did not — receive the praise to which he 
was entitled. e did not invest his wealth 
in lands or buildings or government 
bonds’ or established securities and content 
himself with idly receiving their income. His in- 
dustries gave daily employment to more than 
100,000 men and support to their families. His 
enterprise contributed more largely to the open 
ing and development of the Western and South- 
western parts of the country than that of any 
other man. 

At his death probably no men in the United 
States more power. His word was law 
throughout the vast interests in his control estab- 
lished in .many States and Territories almost

REMINISCENCES OF GOULD, 


More About His Book—A Letter from Gen. 
Grant. 

The History of Delaware County,” Jay 
Gould’s first and only book, is dedicated to 
Judge Amasa Junius Parker, Justice of the 
Supreme Court, a steel engraving of whom is 
to be found on the first page. Copies of this 
book are now extremely rare owing to its 
author’s energy after he became wealthy in

searching out owners of copies and buying 
them at the owner’s price. The book was 
published by Kenny & Gould, Roxbury, and 
came from the press of Robb, Pile & 
McElroy, Lodge street, Philadelphia. A copy 
of the work is owned by John H. Prentisa of 
this city, who inherited it from his father, R. 
A. Prentiss. The rarity of the work and the 
fame afterwards gained by its author in whol- 
ly different lines make it a valuable piece of 
property froin a pecuniary standpoint. 

C. F. Gunther bought an old document ia 
New York and brought it home with him a 
few days ago. Mr. Gunther purchased it for 
a letter vhat precipitated the “ Black Friday 
panic. It is written in peatil, though signed 
in ink, on a large sheet of letter paper, 
over the top of which is printed in script, in 
large letters. Executive Mansion, Washing- 
ton, D. C., 186.“ The handwriting through- 
out 1s that of Gen. Grant. The address is 
Hon. O. P. Morton, Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
New York City,“ and is written obliquely 
across the upper left corner by another hand. 
There is no date, except that the figure 9 has 
been added to the 186 by the same hand 
that wrote the address. The document reads 
as follows: 

Your dispatch of this date received. To pur- 
chase exchange beyond the amount government 
must have abroad to pay Navy and State Depart- 
ment demands if whol y inadmissable and illegal. 
To purchase bonds with the $44,000,000 reserve is 
of doubtful expediency, and is certainly imprw- 
dent. All assistance of the government seems to 
go to people who do not need it, but who avail 
themselves of the present depressed state of the 
stock market to buy dividend paying securities, 
thus absorbing all assistance without meetin 
the real wants of the country at large. This will 
necessarily go on until balances are settled in all 
former stock gambling operatione either by set- 
tlement or the breaking of operators. Money 
will then begin to resume channels of legitimate 
trade. The convening of Congress at this time 
would, in my judgment, have a most depressing 
effect upon the country. It would unquestionably 
extend the panic and increase its violence. 

U. S. GRANT. 

It is evident that the document is nota 
rough draft of a letter, as Mr. Gunther sup- 
poses, but a telegraphic dispatch, because it 
is in reply to oue, and because it has no for- 
mal commentement or close. The fact that 
it isa part of a telegraphic correspondence, 
and that it goes into such matters as an extra 
session of Congress, shows that it relates toa 
momentous financial emergency, such as ex- 
isted at no other time than Sept. 24, 1869, the 
date of the Black Friday. But whether it 
was written before, or on, or after that day 
does not appear. That it precipitated the 
panic of Sept. 24 there is no reason to believe. 

Mizwavuxeg, Wis., Dec. 3%.—|Special.]— 
Henry Villard, who is in Milwaukee lookin 
over his extensive street-railway interests, sai 
tonight that the death of Jay Gould, in his 
opinion, will have no effect on the stock mar- 
ket, for the reason that Mr. Gould had been 
practically retired from active business for 
some years. He was under the impression 
that Mr. Gould’s will provides that his estate 
should remain intact and practically under 
control of George Gould, who will hereafter 
be a man of particular interest in Wall street. 
Gould’s estate, Mr. Villard believes, is not 
over $100,000,000. 


NITINAT INDIANS INAUGURATE A WAR. 


They Fill Up on Whisky and Commence 
Wholesale Slaughter, 

Vicororia, B. C., Dec. 3.—Supt. Hussey of the 
provincial police has been notified of what is 
feared is a serious disturbance among the 
British Columbia Indians. Information from 
the lighthousekeeper at Cape Beale says the 
Nitinat Indians have been freely supplied 
with whisky, and armed with revolvers and 
knives have begun a war of one tribe upon 
another. It is not known how many have been 
killed or wounded. The telegraph wire at Cape 
Beal is still working, but the operator is 
afraid to leave the lighthouse, fearing it may 
be attacked by the Indians. Old Chief Nitinat 
has sought rehuge in the lighthouse and is 
afraid tu go out, as he has Jost control of the 
braves and fears they would murder him. 
The Merchant Marine Department immedi- 
ately wired particulars to Ottawa and asked 
for iustructions. In the meantime a number 
of special constables were sworn in, who, un- 
der charge of Sergt, Langley and Provincial 
Officers McNeil! and Hunter, left today for the 
West coast to seize the whisky and arrest the 
Indi * Nitinat is an Indian village seventy 
miles frdbm here, containing 400 Indians, all 
armed. The full extent of the trouble will 
not be known until the return of the officers 
Monday.

WHILE IN MID-OOEAN. 


The Shaft Broke and Several Plates Were 
Pounded Off, Causing a Compartment 
to Fill with Water—One Passenger in 
His Fright Jumped Overboard and Was 
Drowned—Loss of the Steamer Lune- 
dale—For a Week the Crew Worked 
Day and Night. 


Lonvon, Dec. 3.—The North German Lloyd 
steamship Spree, several days overdue at New 
York, was tuwed into Queenstown today by 
the British steamship Lake Huron. The Spree’s 
shaft had broken when 1,000 miles from 
Queenstown and several piates had been 
pounded out of its bottom, causing one of the 
compartments to fill with water. The first 
intimation of the disaster was a dispatch to the 
Lloyd’s from the signal station at Kinsale, on 
the south coast of Ireland. It stated: 

A large three-masted steamer passed here at 
11 :20 o’ el this morning having in tow a large 
three-masted German steamer. The vessels were 
twenty miles off shore and the signals displayed 
were indistinct. It is presumed that the vessel in 
tow is the North German Lloyd steamer Sprve, 
which sailed from Bremen Nov. 22 via Sovthamp- 
tou for New York, and which has been reported 


by cable as being overdue at its port of destina- 
tion. The weather is fine and the wind moderate. 

Later this dispatch was received : 

The vessel which passed here in tow this morn- 
ne was the Spree. The vessel towing it was the 
British steamer Lake Huron, Capt. Carey, from 
Montreal Nov. 19 for Liverpool. [he signals dis- 
played read: “Shaft broken“ Two Queens- 
town tugs have gone to assist the Spree. 


Panic on Board, 


The Spree’'s shaft broke down Nov. 26. Part 
of the machinery went through its bottom 
under the second cabin, which immediately 
The accident occurred at 
6:30 o’clock in the morning. At that hour few 
of the passengers had arisen, and when the 
noise made by the pounding ot the broken 
shaft aroused them they rushed on deck in 


their night clothing, mothers clasping their ‘ 


babies in their arms, and husbands half carry- 
ing their wives, The scene is described as 
being one that the passengers will never for- 
get. A second-class passenger named Paul 
Kelson was so frightened that he jumped over- 
board and was drowned, 

For a time the officers were helpless to calm 
the fears prevailing. The water could be 
heard rushing through the hole in the bottom, 
and in a short time tne vessel began to settle. 
The passengers ran hither and thither in the 
wildest c nfusion, but when they saw that tne 
vessel was not immediately going to the bot- 
tom, the counsels of the officers and the more 
cool-headed among their own numbef pre- 
vailed, and a semblance of order was re- 
stored. Life-preservers were in great request, 
and many of the passengers kept them close 
at hand, even when it became known that 
there was no immediate danger. 

As soon as the accident occurred the boat’s 
crews were piped to their stations and every- 
thing was placed in readiness for the abandon- 
went of the vessel should such a course be 
deemed necessary. The stewards busied them- 
selves in getting provisions to the boats, and 
everything that prudent seamanship could 
dictate was done. 


Saved by the Compartments.> 


It was shortly seen, however, that the water- 
tight bulkheads were answering the purpose 
for which they were constructed, and that, 
though the water was pouring into the com- 
partment beneath the second cabin, 
little was getting into the other 
compartments. With only one compart- 
ment filled the steamer lost little 
of its buoyancy, and when it was stated by the 
officers that all danger of sinking was past the 
passengers became calm, and joked with each 
other about the fears they bad so shortly be- 
fore entertained. 

When the accident occurred the Spree was 
1,000 miles from Queenstown. .The Lake 
Huron took it in tow Nov. 28 and towed it the 
entire distance back. The Spree leaked so 
badly that it was impossible for the pumps to 
gain on the water, which is still thirty feet 
deep in the after compartment. 

There is no doubt that the steamship was in 
great peril. Capt. Willigorode, in an inter- 
view, said that never before had he had so 
eventful a voyage. The weather was favcra- 
ble and splendid progress was made until the 
vessel was 1,100 miles from Southampton. A 
terrific crash from the after part of the steam- 
ship was heard at 6:15 o'clock on the morning 
of Nov. 26, The noise awakened the passen- 
gers, who rushed up to the deck in a state of 
great excitement. The cause of the 
crash was soon discovered and 
the Captain and crew tock immediate 
measures to prevent the water from entering 
the other compartments. After strenuous ef- 
torts these measures were crowned with suc- 
cess, and at 1 o’clock im the afternoon the 
Captain was able to announce to the passen- 
gers that the water was under control and un- 
doubtedly would be confined to the damaged 
compartment. 

The ship had settled considerably astern 
however, owing to the quantity o 
water in the two after compart- 
ments, and grave fears atill existed of 
more serious consequences should bad weath- 
er be experienced. The crew worked energet- 
ically throughout Saturday and Sunday, and 
so secured the bu'kheads of the third com part- 
ment that it was considered the vessel 
we safe. The passengers in the meantime 
anxiously watched the progress of the work, 
and at the same time kept continuous lookout 
for a friendly sail The second-class 
passengers were forced out of their 
cabin and had to seek accommoda- 
tions iu the saloon. The behavior 
of the women was excellent. The suicide of 
Kelson, of course, cast a gloom over the pas- 
sengers. The vessel drifted southward for 
many hours, but there was a change in the 
wind on Sunday and the vessel then took the 
back track. 


Signals of Distress. 


The steamer’s flares were kept continuously 
burning at night. Mr. Moody presided ata 
prayer-meeting at noon Sunday, and all the 
passengers devoutly petitioned the Almighty 
to preserve them, to keep the water smooth, 
and to send aid to them. Mr. Moody now re- 
marks how fine the weather became and con- 
tinued until the harbor was reached. Great 
joy was expressed by the passengers when 
the Lake Huron eas sighted at 1:30 
o’clock Monday morning. A heavy sea was 
running and it was necessary to wait for day- 
light before a hawser could be run between 
the two vessels. It was successfully accom- 
plished then, amid rousing cheers from the 
passengers. The two ships were under way at 
9 o’clock for Queenstown, 729 miles distant. 
Port was reached without further event. A 
thanksgiving service was held aboard after 
the Spree arrived there. Mr: Moody presided. 
Gen. Howard also called a meeting of the 
passengers, and the address to the Captain 
which he had prepared was unanimously ap- 
proved, The address says: 

The passengers desire to express to the Captain, 
the officers, and crew the great satisfaction and 
sincere gratitude of all on board for your work, 
performed under circumstances of unusual trial 
and responsibility. Gemanding decision, discre 
tion, patience, courage, and fortitude. While we 
feel extremely grateful to the Heavenly Father 
for bis innumerable mercies our hearts turn to 
our noble Captain and his brave men. . 

The sum of $600 was collected in the saioon, 
and Gen. Howard distributed it among the 
distressed passengers and crew. 

In an interview Mr. Moody said that an act 
of divine providence saved the vessel, Gen. 
Howard and Gen. King speak warmly of the 
bravery of the crew.

LOSS OF THE STEAMER LUNEDALE, 


For Seven Days and Nights the Men Baled 
Out Water, Eating as They Worked. 

Nxw York, Dec. 3.— Special. — The steam- 
ship Cynthia, which rescued in midocean the 
captain and crew of the British steamship 
Lunedale, left quarantine early this morning 
and landed the twenty-four shipwrecked mari- 
ners at Watson’s store, Brooklyn. The sail- 
ors went to the British Consul, who sent them 
to the Sailors’ Home. They will be sent to 
England next week. 

“We left Philadelphia on the morning of 
Oct. 31.“ said Skipper Lorimer. ‘“* We were 
heavily laden with a cargo of wheat in buik, 
and were bound for Copenhagen. Disagree- 
able weather was met a few miles out from 
the Delaware Capes. The storm seemed to 
increase in violence every day. On the morn- 
ing of Nov. 14 we were about in midocean. 
We were maki moderate speed, with all 
sailset. A hurricane struck us, sails were 
torn into tatters, decks were swept of 
everything movable, t tossing 
of the ship gave me considerable anxicty. 
Late that afternoon the steamer’s machinery 
gave out. With all our sails gone we were 
left to the mercy of the wind and sea. Every 
effort was made to keep the vessel out of the 
tai of the sea, but it was almost impossi- 


e. 

“The following day another danger menaced 
us. The ship was leaking at an alarming 
rate and there was no abatement ia the storm. 
On the night of Nov. 16 the pumps refused to 
work. It is thought the grain got into them 
and rendered them worthless. We could not 
launch a boat, for it would not live a moment 
in the sea that was running. My men real- 
ized that their lives depended on keeping the 
steamer afloat. y went below, and waist 


deep in water began to bail the ship out. They 


had to use ash buckets. It was a terrible 
undertaking, but there was no alternative 
There was no time for either eating or sleep- 
ing. Night and day all hands worked to keep 
the steamer afloat. .

The Yield This Year Excellent—Improve- 
provement in Havana’s Trade. 
Havana, Dec. 3.—As the end of the year 
approaches the stock of sugar in the ware- 
houses is reduced to 40,005 sacks of centrif- 
ugal and 100 hogsheads of muscovado, say 
7,000,tons of sugar, which will be required for 
home consumption before the next crop comes 
in December. The weather continue fine, with 
occasional showers, and great activity prevails 
throughout the sugar zone, preparing for the 
harvesting of one of the largest crops of sugar 
which Cuba ever produced. From carefully 
gathered statistics the crop of 1892 amounted 
to 976,789 tons, exceeding that of 1891 by 157,090 
tons. Several large central sugar estates are 
Projected on lands near the Bay of Nisse, in the 
Rortheastern part of the island, and another at 
south side. A large molasses boil- 
ing factory is being erected at East Regle, 
just across the harbor of Havana, which with the 
factories of Matanzas and Cardenas will use 
all the molasses coming into these ports, here- 
tofore shipped to New York and Philadelphia 
for boiling there. The cultivation of to- 
bacco in Cuba is 1 l every 
Wear and the exports h ar- 
ticle in bales for 1892 exceeds that of 


1991. 10 per cent. In the same time the export

SCANDALS IN JAPANESE CABINET. 


Count Oki Resigns Because of Educational 
Department Disclosures. 

San Fractisco, Cal., Dec. 3.—The steamship 

Belgic arrived today from China and Japan. 

Japanese advices to Nov, 19say that Count 


Oki has tendered his resignation to the Em- 


perot because of a scandal affecting the Edu- 
cational Department growing out of the dis- 
closure of secret information to publishers re- 
garding text-books officially selected by the 
department. 

Dr. Gottfried von Wagener died at Tokio 
Nov. 3. He went to Japan from Germany in 
1870 and was appointed Professor of Chemis- 
try and Physics in the College of Medicine. 
He was one of the Commissioners for Japan to 
the Vienna Exposition and subsequently to 
the Philadelphia Exposition in 1876. At the 
time of his death he was Professor in the 
University of Tokio, He improved and in- 
vented methods of coloring Japanese porce- 
lain, and for these and other services to the 

overnment had received several decorations 
He was 62 — of age. 

A proposition is before the Japanese Gov- 
ernment to subsidize a line of steamers to run 
from Yokohama to London via China and 
India and another to Australia.

Commandant Courot 
thinks Chinese Mandarins at Tonghin 
must have taken action against them 
and caused them to leave that part. 
The Chinese authorities have had three pirate 
chiefs beheaded, amongst whom was Luon- 
Phuc-Li, Chief of the band withawhich Com. 
mandant Tournier had an affair at Dougtrien 
last year. 

News has been received at Yokohama of a 
collision at Woosung between the Shanghai 
steamer Feima and the Hangchow, resulting 
in the sinking of the former vessel. Feima 
was a British steamer owned by H. J. Such, 
a merchant of Shanghai. It left Shanghai 
Oct. 22 for Chefoo, The Hangchow was 
owned by the Chiua Navigation company.

WHAT THE MINORITY PROPOSE, 


De Rothschild’s Plan Modified to Be Urged 
Upon the Monetary Conference, 

Brussers, Pec. 3.—The rejection of the 
Rothschild plan by the committee of the Inter- 
national Monetary Conference does not finally 
di of Mr. Rothschild’s proposals. The 
niffority of the committee, who supported the 
plan, are feeling their way to taking a vote of 
the conference on the scheme, with the 
amendments offered in the committee that 
no limitation be made on the price 
of the proposed annual European purchase of 
thirty million ounces of silver; that the pur- 
chase be over and above the ordinary pur- 
chases for token coinage and metal, and that 
the purchase be employed as money either by 
coinage or metallic basis of notes to be issued. 
These modifications increased the value of the 
plan in the eyes of the bimetallists. When 
the conference resumes its session Tuesday 
Sir William Houldsworth, one of the 
British delegates, will bring forward further 
amendments to Mr. Rothschild’s proposals, as 
the committee recom mended ‘a discussion of 
the plan with amendments by the full confer- 
ence. The proceedings Tuesday will proba- 
bly continue on the lines of yesterday’s meet- 
ing unless the American delegates decide to 
ask the conference to proceed without delay 
to discuss the question of international 
bimetallism. It has tranapired that tne del- 
egates of the countries belonging to the Latin 

nion voted against the Rothschild 
proposals on the ground that théy were not 
able to. recommend their governments to in- 
crease their stocks of silver under the limited 
purchase scheme, and because the countries 
in the Latin Union could not. increase their 
present silver currency without international 
free coinage being established. With regard 
to the plan of Moritz Levy, which includes 
the eubarawel of all gold coins under the 
value of 20 francs, Sir C. Fremantle, Deputy 
Master of the British Mint, declared that he 
could not promise the consent of 
the British Government to the withdrawal of 
its half sovereign pieces. The British and In- 
ternational Currency Asssociation will send a 
memorial to Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, asking him to 
instruct the British delegates to inter- 
national monetary conference to entertain 
any reasonable proposals for the establish- 
ment of an international currency.

FOR RADICAL ACTION. 


SENATOR OOLQUITT SAYS THERE 
MUST BE AN EXTRA SESSION, 


He Says the People Will Taunt the Demo- 
eratic Party Unless the McKinley Law 
Is at Once Wiped Off the Statute Books 
and a Tariff for Revenue Substituted— 
Latest Figuring in Kansas Gives Four 
Democratic Legislaters the Balance of 
Power in That State. 

Artanta, Ga., Dec. 3~—The Constitution 
will print tomorrow an interview with Senator 
Colquitt in favor of an extra session. He says: 

We promised the people relief from the burdens 
of tariff taxation, and they are entitled to it at 
the earliest possible moment. I consider an extra 
session of Congress not only advisable but abso- 
lutely necessary. 

The Senator then quoted from the Demo- 
cratic platform the clauses denouncing the 
McKinley law and demanding its repeal, and 
continued: 

Upon this platform of emphatic denunciation 
and direct promise Mr. Cleveland was nominated, 
because of his close identification with this pro- 
found issue. Democratic speakers aroused the 
people everywhere to a hearty realization of the 
enormous excesses of this protective legislation. 
We were taunted by our opponents with the 
charge that for thirty years we had done nothing, 
but we told the people that for more than thirty 
years we had not been able to make a new law or 
repeal anold one, and we promised them if they 
would give us absolute power we would offer 
them immediate relief. They believed it, and are 
we now to wait a year before we begin? Such a 
course will disgrace ourselves and destroy our 
party. 

This McKinley law, which was atrocious class 
legislation last June, will not be so innocent and 
harmless next March that we may safely leave it 
alone until December. From March 4 to the first 
Monday in December is just nine months to a 
day, all of which time will be absolutely wasted 
2 there shall be an extra session of Congress. 

As to the ebjection that an extra session 
will jeopardize business interests he said that 
it is the same old cry raised at every attempt 
to reform taxation. and that these sensitive 
„business interests are the protected inter- 
ests which will receive no more special favors, 
and that, as there must be a change, it is bet- 
ter for all that it should be made at once. To 
the question of how far tariff reform ought to 
go he said: 

To the extent of total repeal of the McKinley 
law and the substitution of a tariff for revenue 
only.

They 
have dealt a blow not only at the McKinley law 
but at the unconstitutional system of whieh it is 
the exponent. >

OPPOSE MURPHY FOR SENATOR. 
New York Business Men Believe the Me- 

tropolis Should Be Represented. 


New Yorx, Dec. 3.—The selection of Ed- 
ward Murphy Jr. of Troy, Chairman of the 
Lemocratic State committee, as the successor 
of United States Senator Frank Hiscock, is 
opposed by the business men of New York 
City. At a meeting of the Executive ‘commit- 
tee of the Produce ana Maritime Exchange 
Cleveland and Stevenson Club today a state- 
ment wasread setting forth that a deal had 
been arranged among the politicians 
who will control the Legislature to send Mr. 
Murphy to Washington and that the claims of 
New York City would be ignored. Thereupon 
the committee decided to continue the organ- 
ization and to seek the codperation of other 
business men’s clubs, comprising 50,000 
members, to the end New 
York City shall not be overlooked 
in the Senatorial coatest. The Murphy 
men claim that only the backsliding of the 
Long Island Assembly delegation can com- 
pass his defeat, and they do not anticipate 
this. On the other hand, it is believed that as 
Tammany Hall expects considerate treatment 
at the hands of Mr. Cleveland in the distribu- 
tion of local Federal patron its leaders 
will not disregard his wishes in the matter of 
choosing a United States Senator. 


BALANCE OF POWER IN KANSAS, 


Claims That Official Returns Show It Is 
Held by Four Democrats. 

Torexa, Kas,, Dec. 3—John Richardson, 
editor of the Wichita Beacon, said this morn- 
ing that the result of the official count gives 
the Democrats a balance of power which is 
absolute. He claims that the Senators-elect, 
O’Brien of Sedgwick County and Dillon of 
Bourbon, would stand with the two 
Democrats in the Lower House. Ac- 
cording to the official count this 
makes the political complexion of 
the Legislature on joint ballot as 
follows: Republican, 79; Populists, 82; 
Democrats, 4. Eighty-three votes are necessar 
to elect, and the four Democrats could go wit 
the Republicans and have the exact number 
required. O’Brien is a Fusion Democrat and 
has always affiliated with the Populists. It is 
claimed by the Populists that he is pledged to 
the support of the Populist caucus nominees, 
but the Democrats contend that he will only 
give the Populists the State Frinter on a com- 
promise. Dillon is of the same political faith 
as ©’Brién. Richardson is authority for the 
statement that neither of these Senators will 
vote under any circumstances for a recalcit- 
rant Democrat, and without them the Repub- 
lican-Democratic combine is an impossibility. 


SAYS OSBORNE ACTED ILLEGALLY, 


Acting Governor of Wyoming Issues a 
Proclamation Against the Governor, 
Cueyenne, Wyo., Dec. 3.—[Special. }—By 
some means Governor-elect Osborne has se- 
cured a key to a door leading to the executive 
apartments at the State Capitol and now 
comes and goes at will, but always leav- 
ing a force in the rooms sufficient 
to hold possession. There are all 
sorts of rumors as to what is going to be done 
in a political way, but forthe most part the 
talk is confined to the Democrats, the Repub- 
licans saying as little as possible. Gov. Os- 
borne’s friends claim that they have reason to 
fear assassination and that the Republicans 
will stop at nothing to secure the United 
States Senatorship. 
Prominent Republicans say that these 
charges are made for the purpose of getting 
up and keeping up an excitement, under 
cover of which they expect to organize a 
rump Legislature and by its means send a 
Deinocrat to the United States Senate. There 
is a large amount of bitter feeling on both 
sides, and while it is possible that the present 
trouble may culminate in bloodshed there 
is strong hope among the better classes 
that this will be avoided. The Secre-

In 
the defeat of Hood at Nashville he success- 
fully covered the retreat, and in Canby's cam- 
paign against Mobile Gibson was detached with 
3,500 men to Spanish Fort, where he held the na- 
tional forces at bay for two weeks and then with- 
drew his entire command under tne cover of 
darkness, treading a pethwey only eighteen inches 
wide through a marsh. He lost his fortune dur- 
ing the war, but has made it up by practicing law 
at New rleans. He is now a rich man.

Two Old Soldiers Relate Some of Their In- 
teresting Experiences. 

Col, John L. Burleigh, who served in the 
Army of the Potomac, and who is said to have 
been the youngest commissioned officer in the 
service of the Union, was introduced yester 
day to Col. John S. Chiles, who fought for the 
South in Forrest’s cavalry. Reminiscences 
were in order immediately, says the Brooklyn 
Eagle. 

J was at the Grand Army reunion the 
other evening,” said Col. Burleigh, and a 
man who was a private in my company and 
whom I had not seen since the war heard me 
called by name. ‘Is that Burleigh that was 
Captain of my company?’ he asked. He was 
assured that I was the man in question. ‘I 
swore that if lcaught him after thewar was 
over I would give him the most all-fired lick- 
ing he ever got in his life.. Well, goin and 
do it,’ said one of his companions. ‘No, I 
guess not. I’m getting a bit old now, and 
Lord! how he has grown. When I last saw 
him he was a little slip of a fellow only about 
five feet high, weighing 110 pounds. I guess 
I'll let him off.. 

Then Col. Burleigh told about an encounter 
he had with a Southern woman who had just 
routed the Major of his regiment who had ap- 
proached her house with a petition for food. 

„Why. sonny, she said. you ought to be 
with your mammy.

While the woman, who was a Southern 
sympathizer, was preparing the meal, a pri- 
vate of a Virginia regiment came along and 
asked for food, continued Col. Chiles. He 
was informed that the meal was being pre- 
pared forthe General and his staff. ‘If 
there’s anything for you after they finish you 
are welcome to it,’ said the hostess. The Vir- 
ginian, who was a man of good family, waited 
humbly till the expected guests arrived and 
then crowded in beside the General and began 
to eat. Magruder turned to him a little sharp- 
ly and said: ‘Do you know with whom you 
are eating, sir?“ ‘No,’ said the private, I 
don’t. Before the war, sir, I was very care- 
ful with whom I associated, but now I don’t 
give a——.’”’

| GOLD FIELD FOUND NEAR KANSAS CITY.

ay Coming. 
Kaas Crry, Mo., Dec. 3.—[ Special. }—The 
gold excitement in the Sni hills in this county 
continues, and many strangers are now 
camped on the ground. Sni Mills is the name 
of the settlement and postoffloe fur the Sui 
hills diggings, as they will in future be called. 
The settlement attracts attention as one drives 
through to the scene of this gold fever. The 
fine residence is scarce, in fact but one is in 
sight,and around about it you see grouped 
less than a dozen cottages and a few huts. 
Two general merchandise stores and the 
Sni Mills form the town, nestling in the 
valley between immense hills on either side. 
It is just six miles from the City of Oak 
Grove, which is located on the Chicago and 
Alton railroad. 

Leaving Sni Mills, the traveler for the dig- 
gings, cliinbs a long, steep, rocky hill, and 
turning to the West, a vast expanse of smaller 
hills can be seen in the distance. In a cabin 
the smelting is carried on. This work is done 
by hand and Harry Brown of Joplin has charge 
of it. Brown went among these peo- 
ple to aid them. He has no means, 
bat has knowledge of mineral and 
smelting. No elaborate machi is to be 
seen, but a few land-owners, led by D. S. Lord 
and Mat Rich, who own, adjoining lands, have 
made with their own hands the present plant. 
This consists of a stone furnace or forge, into 
the grate of which air is pumped by a fan in- 
closed in a box. This fan is propelled by a 
fly-wheel turned by hand. Charcoal is made 
close by ana is used as fuel. A few crucibles 
have been gathered, and together with the 
necessary ingredients used as flux to cause the 
grains of metal to assimilate compose the 
outfit. 

These men were in ap ce revolting, 
with clothes in rags. half starved, cheeks 
pinched and hollow, with desperation written 
in their eyes. With them it is gold or death. 
Mr. Lord was accosted by the correspondent 
of Tun Tripunz and said: “I know you and 
your business, We need no newspaper’s help.

Two different ones were 
shown. That from the place of Mr. Rich was 
a trough soapstone of a grayish color. This 
ore, he said, had been proved by a number of 
tests to yield 13% percent of gold, 20 per 
cent of s ver, and 25 per cent of copper. As- 
says of this ore, he also stated, show gold 
present at the rate of $1,200 and to the 
ton. The gold is not found in ggets, but 
appears in fine flakes and in therucible runs 

ther at the bottom of the Vessel. 

he ore from the Lord farm, Mr. Brown de- 
clared, is much richer. in quality than the 
other, assaying from $1,800to $2,400 a ton. 
This ore is a soft yellow sandstone, which 
crumbles easily and yields 8 per cent gold, 30 
per cent silver, and 35 per cent copper, either 
one of which would pay big money. Speci- 
mens were shown, one weighing twenty pen- 
nyweights and being the result of smelting 
eight pounds of ore. Another weighed two 
and a quarter ounces and came from nine 

— Many smaller pieces were on exhi- 

ition. 

To show the ap arently genuineness of the 
find Messrs. Rich, Brown, and Lord decided 
to get up a speeial exhibition for the benefit 
of Tun BUNE. The representative, with 
Messrs. Lord and Brown, went to a secret place 
where the ore is mined and then a chunk, 
weighing eight and one-half. pounds, was 
taken out, weighed and dropped into a cruci- 
bie. This crucible was placed in the furnace 
and for three hours was watched. At the end 
of this time it was emptied and pieces of 
metal resembling gold were removed and 
weighed. The weight was three and one- 
quarter ounces. A small piece of this metal 
was tested with nitric and muriatic acids and 
it stood the test.

THE SENSATIONS OF THE BRAIN. 


The Effect Which Taste Produces Upon 


the Memory. 

Popular Science Monthly: All the motions 
and sensations of the various parts of the body 
are represented in the surface of the brain as 
onamap. Thus there is a separate brain 
area necessary for sight, another for hearing, 
another for the motions of the fingers, and so 
on. Each of these areas is called a center. 
Fcur of these are especially concerned 
in the use of language, and may 
therefore. be called language centers 
the auditory center, by which words are 

ard; the motor speech center, which 
excites the vocal organs in speaking; the vis- 
ual center, by which written words are seen, 
and the writing center, which guides the mo- 
tion of the hand in writing. These centers 
are capable of individual development by 

ractice, and in order that each may receive 
its due share of cultivation it is necessary to 
know its relative importance in the different 
ways of using language. ww 

Disease ingtructs us on this point by mak- 
ing sume interesting through ruthless experi- 
ments. Inflammation, or the growth of a 
tumor, or the rupture or plugging of a blood 
vessel, may destroy any of these centers, in- 
volving, of éourse, a loss of the corresponding 
function. Consequently, the various defects 
in the use of language are the subject of a 
large and very important chapter in the 
treatise on brain disease. So far as Iam 
aware, no practical-use has been made of this 
knowledge outside the domain of medicine. 

Yet it would be very strange if, from the 
ways in which the use of language is lost, or 
sutfers varying degrees and kinds of impair- 
ment, we could learn nothing as to how it 
may best be acquired. loss occasioned 
by the destruction of any language center is 
an indication of the defect that must result 
from neglecting to cultivate thesame center 
by practice; and, as disease selects now one 
and now another center for attack, we learn 
the extent to which each is necessary in bear- 
ing. speaking, reading, or writing. The audi- 
tory center receives the nervous im 
started by sound. 

When it is aroused by impulses coming 
from the ears the sensation of sound occurs; 
but. when it is aroused by nerve currents, not 
from the ears, but from other parts of the 
brain, we have only the memory of sound. 
For a word to be understood the audito 
center alone is not sufficient. The soun 
must awaken the memories of other sensa- 
tions. 

The word orange, for instance has, a 
meaning, because the auditory center, when 
the word is heard, arouses in the visual cen- 
ter the memory of the color and form of an 
orange; in the centers for touch, tempera- 
ture, posture, and muscular sense the memory 
of the sensations which occur when the fruit 
is grasped by the hand; in the centers for 
smell and taste the memory of its peculiar 
odor, flavor, and tartness. These sensations 
are said to be associated with the sound of tne 
word, and together bw! it they preven oon the 
concept orange. nerve curren 
ing — one center to another are called as- 
sociation impulses. 

If we have often eaten oranges, and at the 
same time heard the name, the auditory cen- 
ter, whenever it perceives or remembers the 
sound will send vigorous impulses to the 
other centers, and the idea will be vivid. But 
if our experience of oranges has been very 
limited, or if, instead of the correct name, a 
merely similar sound has been heard the asso- 
ciation impulses will be sent slowly, feebly, 
and uncertainly so that the idea will be vague.

THE NOTED TEMPERANOE LEADER 
PASSES AWAY IN TOKIO. 


She Left Chicage Jan. 1 as Round the 

World Delegate” of the W. d. T. U.— 
Friends Express the Belief That Over- 
work. Killed Her—Her Brother De- 
sires to Have the Burial at Home—A. 
R. Baker of Indianapolis, Ind., Dies at 
Boston—John C, Maxey Dead. 


A cablegram received yesterday from Tokio, 
Japan, announced the death there of Miss 
Mary Allen West, editor of the white ribbon 
temperance organ, the Union Signal, and one 
of the brightest and most prominent leaders 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. 
The dispatch was addressed to Miss Frances 
Willard and was signed by United States Con- 
sul Coombs, ‘ 

Miss West has beea prominent in temper- 
ance and other reform movements for years, 
and did no small part in the moulding of pub- 
lic opinion on the subject to which she had de- 
voted her life. As one of her friends wrote of 
her she was a large woman physically, men- 
tally, and spiritually.” 

Miss West was born in Galesburg, III., July 
31, 1837, her parents having moved there trom 
New York State in pioneer days, She was 
reared and educated in her native viilage and 
feit through life the influence of her early sur- 
roundings. At that time Galesburg was a 
synonym for intense religious vitality, prohi- 
bition earnestness, and anti-slavery agitation. 
Before reaching the age of womanhood Miss 
West had assisted more than one poor slave 
flying from bondage to Canada. As a girl she 
was studious, and long before she was eligible 
by age for admission to college she was ready 
to pass the necessary examination. At the 
age of 17 she graduated and immediately en- 
gaged in teaching. So successful was she that 
she was twice elected County Superintendent 
of Schools, being one of the first women in 
the State to occupy that position. 

During the war she was active with her 
heart and hands in aiding the men in the field, 
and was Secretary of one of the most active 
Soldiers’ Aid societies in the West. 

Miss West’s First Editorial Work, 

Her first editorial work was in connection 
with the Home Magazine, i in Phila- 
eg — which sbe edited from her own home 
in Galesburg. After a while she guve up writ- 
ing and teaching and ergaged with all the 
earnestness of her nature in the crusade 
against the saloon. When the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union was organized it 
found no more active worker in its ranks. 
Her ability and devotion became so marked 
that later she was elected President of the or- 
ganization. But her pen all this time was not 
entirely idle. She assisted editorially Mrs. 
Mary B Willard, who conducted a temper- 
ance paper called the Signal, which was after- 
wards joined with Our Union, another tem- 

rance paper, forming the present Union 

ignal. When Mrs. Willard went to Germany 
Miss West became its editor and moved to 
Chicago from Galesburg. This was seven 
years ago. 

On the organization of the Illinois Woman's 
Press Association Miss West was made its 
President and was reélected four successive 
terms. She was also an active member of the 
Chicago Woman's Club, known as The 
Sorosis of the West, and was a director of 
the Protective Agency for Women and 
Children. 

Her capacity for work seemed to be un- 
limited, and wherever there was a forward 
movement or educational purpose in view she 

ave to it every possible energy and effort. 

ggressive in her methods and views, those 
who knew her intimately say she was full of 
sympathy and tenderness and ever aiming to 
lighten ‘the burdens of others. She felt the 
woes of the unfortunate and injustice and 
cruelty wrung her heart. 
Active Labors in Japan. 

Miss West left this city Jan. 1 last as a 
„round the world delegate” of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union. She was 
assigned to the duty with the hope that 
it would give her rest and relieve her 
in part from the continual mental strain 
under which she labored. But it seems she 
allowed herself no rest even abroad and the 
belief of ner friends is that the true cause oi 
her death was overwork. In Japan she spoke 
sometimes four and fivetimes aday in the 
interest of the temperance movement among 
the women of Japan. Recently at a meeting 
of the Red Cross Society in Tokio she was 
made an honotary life member, and the Em- 
preas of Japan presented her a silver medal as 
a token of the esteem of Japanese women for 
her fruitful work. With the exception of the 
Crown Princess of Russia she is the only 
foreigner thus honored. In a letter lately re- 
ceived from her she wrote: 

I find it much more profitable to sow in ground 
already plow than to grub around on stony 
ground. The American missionaries do much 

. The natives are so eager to accept the 
teach that it enables me to do much more 
work. It has been estimated that, in the thou- 
sands I have addressed, a very large percentage 
has been won over. 

The only members of her family left are 
two brothers living at Oneida, Knox County, 
this State. One of them, Byron West, has 
telegraphed his desire to have the remains 
brought home, and Mrs. Matilda B. Carse has 
sent a cablegram to Tokio to have them for- 
warded to Chicago. Cablegrams have also 
been sent to Miss Frances Willard and Lady 
Henry Somerset in England announcing the 
sad event. 

Miss West made her home in this city with 
her old friend and schoolmate, Miss Emilie 
Kellogg, at No. 1626 Fulton street. 


Jacob E. Esher, St. Louis, Mo. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Dec. 3.—[{Special.}—Jacob E. 
Esher, the oldest manager in the city and the 
oldést manager of a variety theater in the United 
States, died at his home, No. 941 Lécust street, 
this morning from the effects of a surgical opera- 
tion performed two weeks ago. He was 64 years 
old. Mr. Esher came to St. Louis in 1857 and was 
for years proprietor of the Bowery, a resort on 
Upper Broadway, where he made $150,000 in ten 
years. He became interested in Chicago at one 
time and opened the first variety theater in that 
city. Later he became interested in a similar 
place in Cincinnati, but it did not pay and its 
doors were closed. Since 1880 Mr. Esher has been 
Nee. and manager of the Alhambra here.

STATEMENT BY THE PINKERTONS. 


Men Who Had Been Tried Sent to Home- 
stead—Should Have been Deputized. 
Nuw York, Dec. 3.—At the request of the 
United States Senate Investigating commit- 
tee Robert A. and William A. Pinkerton have 
prepared a statement in connection with their 
testimony before the committee as to the 
nature of their business and the occurrences 
at Homestead July 6, 1d. The statement 
was given to the press tonight, and contains 
12,000 words, and begins by reviewing the 
trouble at the Carnegie milis in Homestead 
and the causes which led to the battle between 
S men and the strikers July 6 
Continumg, the statement says that before 
the Pinkerton watchmen had started from 
New York or Chicago the Carnegie company 
applied to the High Sheriff of Allegheny 
ounty. He conceded that he would be prac- 
tically powerless to handle such a large strike 
and to protect the lives of non-union employés 
if any attempt should be made to any 
such workmen to Ho and even then 
the refused to send men unless the 
Sheriff would promise to deputize them.

The 
Advisory committee virtually declared martial 
law and took possession and control of the prop- 
erty of the company. 

In substantiation of this it quotes at length 
from Chief-Justice Paxton’s instructions to 
the grand jury. : :

y us as watchmen in similar work. We felt that 
these men could be thoroughly trusted for in- 
tegrity and sobriety. The remainder were men 
recommended tous and their written applica- 
tions and references are on file in our office. 

Mr. Powderly, who is at the head of the Knights 
of Labor, charged that we employ men of bad 
charactor, although he admitted that none of our 
men have ever been convicted of acrime. His 
testimpny before the —— committee of the 
House of Representatives would have resulted in 
his conviction for perjury if given in a court of 
justice, and its falsity would have been easily 
shown had he cross-examined by any one fa- 
miliar with the facts. 

The balance of the statement ia devoted to 
refuting assertions made by Mr. Powderly 
and to the history of the Pinkerton Agency 
so far as it has dealt with labor etrikes, begin- 
ning with the mimmers’ strike at Braidwood, 
III., in 1866, 

In all the agency has dealt with seventy 
strikes, and in nearly every instance its men 
have been assaulted and stoned. But m all 
that time its men have killed only two men— 
one accidentally and the other in self-defense. 


PAINTS A GLOOMY CANADIAN OUTLOOK. 


David Mills Discusses Business Stagnation 
in a Speech at Highgate. 

Toronto, Ont., Dec. 3.—The Hon. David 
Milis, a leading Liberal politician and for- 
merly Minister of Justice in Alexander Mo- 
Kenzie'e Government, in a speech at Highgate 
last night gave a lengthy résumé of the 
political situation. He said: a 

The state of trade is greatly depressed, business 
is stagnant, farming lands are depreciated in 
value and are a drug on the market. Our rela- 
tions with the United States are highly unsatis- 
factory. This government has by its mischievous 
policy united the people and press of the United 
States against Canada in its defense of the claims 
of the Gloucester fisherman. The vindictiveness 
shuwn led to the McKinley tariff and alien labor 
law. Congress has taken these steps simply to 
protect the interests of their country. 

He then touched on the canal tolls difficulty, 
blaming both the Canadian and American 
Governments for the trouble, and said it was 
to the interest of both couatries that friendly 
relations should exist between them, so that 
international trade might be carried on. 
Canada purchases as much from the United 
States as it sells them. He was pleased at the 
Democratic victory, because he thought it 
points to early emancipation both of capital 
and of labor on the Continent of North 
America.

Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop Williams of Bos- 
ton, Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia, Arch- 
bishop Elder of Uincinnati, and Archbishop Cor- 
rigan of New York met Dec. 17, 1886, At their re- 
quest Archbishop Corrigan prepared a letter in 
their name and in his own addressed to the Holy 
See protesting against such projects as have since 
become known by the name of Cahenslyism. 
Archbishop Ireland, who was then in Rome, con- 
sidered the letter so valuable that he cabled to 
Archbishop Corrigan for a copy of it, and 
gave it the first place in the printed memorial 
drawn up dy him and Bishop Keane 
on the subject and presented to the Holy See. 
Last year at the meeting of the Archbishops in 
St. Louis a committee composed of Cardinal Gib- 
bons and Archbishops Irelaud and Corrigan was 
appointed to write again on this subject. The 
letter was drafted under the direction of Arch- 
bishop Corrigan and presented to the Sovereign 
Pontiff. 

From this it is easy to see that there is no an- 
thority whatever for the statement that Cahens- 
lyism had ever divided Cardinal Gibbons, Arch- 
bishop Ireland, Bishop Wigger, and Archbishop 
Corrigan. They have always been of one mind on 
the subject, nor is the Epi-copate of the United 
States in any sense divided. The spirit of unity 
and charity happily prevails among all the Bish- 
ops throughout the country.

Deserted by Actor Whiting and a Proba-

Whiting, it is charged, said nothing to Miss 
Mather, but quietly bided his opportunity. 
Late last night the Mather company 
arrived at the depot in Hastings, Neb., 
from Denver.

PANIO GAUSED IN A MILWAUKEE 
AVENUE TRAILER. 


A Gang of Pickpockets Break a Bottle of 
the Anmsthetic in the Vehicle as It Is 
Going Through the Washington Street 
Tunnel, and Then a Fight Begins 
Women Grew Sick and Faint Away—-A 
Rush for the Door—Prostrate Forms 
Trampled ‘Upen—Record of Kobberies. 

A bottle of chloroform broken in a street 
car while going through the Washington street 
tunnel, a car full of sickened and fainting 
passengers, and a fight, probably between 
pickpockets and their would-be victims, are 
the features of a story which has thus far ap- 
parently escaped the notice of the police. The 

Car in question was a Division street trailer 

on a Milwaukee avenue cable train. The 

trouble occurred Thursday afternoon late. 

Mrs. M. H. Mollan, living at No. 140 Potomac 

avenue, thus describes it: 

“ T was down-town Thursday afternoon and 
boarded a Division street car to return home 


[The policeman who had a tassle with burglars. } 


at La Salle and Madison streets about 5:30 
o'clock. The car was crowded at the 
time. While in the Washington street 
tunnel I smelled somethmg peculiar which I 
afterwards learned was chloroform. Dy the 
time we had got through the tunnel a woman 
was taken sick. She was carried to the rear 
platform. Ina few minutes another woman 
was curried out in 4 fainting condition and 
then we all began to feel queer. A doctor 
was sitting by my side at the time and told me 
someone had broken a bottle full of chloro- 
form in the car. 

“While this was going on some men began 
a disturbanre in the front end of the car. 
They came to blows and one of them had his 
face all covered with blood in a short time. 
All that I heard was the remarks: 

Curse you, I'll whip you! I'll put you 
out of this car if I have to break every window 
to do it!’ 

As soon asthe fight commenced the car 
full of people became panic-stricken and 
rushed towards the rear door. All were more 
or less under the influence of chloroform and 
could not handle themselves very well. Sev- 
eral women fell upon the bottom of the car 
and others walked right over them. One 
woman was hurt pretty severely, I after- 
wards heard. , 

“The doctor sitting beside me made me 
keep stiil and took my baby so he could run 
with it if necessary.

THE POOR MOUNTAIN WHITES. 


Poverty-Stricken People of the Southern 
Atlantic and Border States. 

New York Times: The home mission de- 
partment of the Presbyterian Church of 
America has undertaken in earnest during the 
last two years the regeneration of the 
„mountain whites of the Southern Atlantic 
and border States. In an address delivered 
in the Seventh Presbyterian Church, No. 134 
Broome street, Miss M. Morrison, one of the 
charch’s missionaries, gave a graphic account 
of the ignorance and degradation prevailing 
among the “mountain whites” of Virginia, 
the Carolinas, Georgia, Tennessee, and Ken- 
tucky. 

According to Miss Morrison the great ma- 
jority of the 4,000,000 people known as “ mount- 
ain whites” in the States mentioned are of 
Scotch-Irish descent. They fled from the 
British Isles during the Presbyterian persecu- 
tion of 1740. From these have descended some 
of the best families and some of the most dis- 
tinguished Presbyterian divines of the South. 
A large number of the original settiers were 
poor, however, and not being able to hold plan- 
tations and slaves—they were generally averse 
to the institution of négro slavery—were pushed 
back by the more wealthy and powerful until 
they were hedged in by the mountains. The 
fact that most of the mountaineers of the 
South were loyal during the War of the Re. 
bellion indicates their hostility to slavery as it 
existed in the South and something of their 
sturdy Scotch character. 

Their poverty becaine so abject and their 
ignorance 80 dense in the absence of schools 


‘that they gradually fell into their present pitt 


ful and less state. All their productive 
land consists of little garden patches. As soon 
as the timber has been cut off from a mount- 
ain side the rains begin to wash down the soil 
and it is only a few years before the great red 
gullies proclaim the poverty of the owner. 
A man can get little or no work to do ex- 
cept such as his unprofitabie farm affords 
During the days of slavery the colored 
work that would have 
the start

products of slavery, alth they never 
owned a negro. It is hardly to be wondered 
at that after generations of — poverty 
they have lost almost everything of their bet- 
ter natures, and have betaken themselves to 
the illicit distillation of whisky as a means of 
relief from starvation. 


three years since the first pubiti@ school was 
opened in Asheville, N. C., a city which boasts 
of 9,000 inhabitants. 

During slavery times the wealthy planters 
either had their private tutors or sent their 
sone and daughters to the North or abroad to 
be educated. They desired no e schools 
for the colored people, and did not think it 
worth while to establish them for the whites. 
The ideas of acertain class of these peo- 
ple do not materially differ today from 
the former situation. About the time 
of the opening of the first 
pubiic school at Asheville, Mise Morrison de- 
clared, a Southern college President opposed 
it somewhat bitterly, assertmg that the com- 
mon ple were better without an education. 
And he added: “ That 1s what is the matter 
with the North.“ : 

The mountains of the Southern States have 
not only been a refuge for the poor and the 
oppressed, but for the refugees of the law. 
In the mountains of Kentucky especialiy 
there is a large percen of people de- 
scended from outlaws, hen once they 
settle in a section or “cove” there 
they stay for generations. A man, 
for example, seldom goes over two or 
three miles to get a wife, and it is not neces- 
sary to say that neighborhood and family 
quarrels are many and furious. In many 
places it is impossible to carry on a school 
with success on account of these family feuds 
and brawls. 

Almost as little religion as schoo is to 
be found among “mountain whites.“ 
What littie there is is of the ‘‘ Hardshell” 
Baptist variety. An incident is related of one 
of these churches which illustrated their lack 
of knowledge of the outside world: Their 
minister having died, the congregation 
held a meeting decide about 
callimg another pastor. After deliberating 
for some time, they decided to “ax

well as for good. Whisky is distilled in abun- 
dance and tobacco is in general use, not only 
by the men, but by the women and children. 
The women are devoted to snuff-dipping, even 
during church service. 

One of thediscouragements of the education- 
al work of the Presbyterian Home Missions 
is the early marriage. It ie a common occur- 
rence for girls of 12 and 14 to be wives and 
mothers. Such marriages are productive of 
unfaithfulness and wretchedness. As a conse- 
quence the country is full of children adrift, 
who are knocked about from one place to an- 
other. 

But the encouragements far outweigh the 
discouragements met within the work, ac- 
cording to Miss Morrison and others. The in- 
nate character of the people is the chief 
source of encouragement. They are 
neither stupid nor stolid, as some 
think and say. That which impresses the 
casual observer as stupidity is Scotch stanch- 
nesé—the determination to stick to old ideas 
and customs until see good reason for 
changing. 

Under the influences of the schools now be- 
ing establiehed among them, with the reading 
matter on current events distributed to them, 
the you peopie among the mountaineers 
are rapidly getting rid of their old. ideas, and the 
day is probably not far distant when the bar-

CHARGED WITH INTIMIDATION, 


Supervisors Lewis and Mingia Before the 

Board of Election Commissioners. 

A partial investigation of an alleged at- 
tempt to intimidate voters was begun by the 
Board of Election Commissioners yesterday. 
The complaint came from the Twenty-seventh 
Ward and was preferred by the. Judges 
against Supervisors Lewis and Mingia.

The Rossow Bros.’ Manufacturing Com- 
pany Doesn’t Know How It Stands.

‘The 
safe, containing the books, insurance policies, 
and other important records of the firm, is 
still in the ruins. The members of the com- 
pany gathered in my office this morning and 
authorized the bookkeeper of the concern to 
take a gang of workmen to the ruins and en- 
deavor to get the books, but it was int possi- 
ble to get them. Hence we know not the ex- 
act financial condition of the firm. I can say 
this, however, that the amount of insurance 
carried by the company was ridiculously low. 
The fact that so many confessions of judgment 
have been entered simply means that the par- 
ties in whose favor they are issued are taking 
the proper steps to protect their interests. 


HURT BY A RUNAWAY TEAM. 


Three Policemen Dragged 100 Feet on 
Michigan Avenue Friday Night.

QUARANTINE LAWS ARE DISCUSSED. 


Dr. Hamilton Says the Government Is Re- 
sponsible for the Country’s Health. 

“The United States Quarantine Laws and 
Their Scope was the title of a paper read by 
Dr. John B. Hamilton at a meeting of the 
Medico-Legal Society held at the Great North- 
ern Hotel last night. The question propounded 
by the doctor was how far are our quarantine 
laws effective in preventing the inroads 
of disease. He argued that the National 
Government alone can protect the whole 
country. ‘Of what avail,” he asked, is a 
well equipped quarantine at New York while 
one at Philadelphia is inefficient?’’ The Na- 
tional Government was bound to protect the 
interior of the country, he said, if it were to 
be protected and if protection were demanded. 

An interesting paper on the injustice shown 
to women in certain cases where men were 
equally guilty at least was read by Dr. E. J. 
Doering. He declared emphatically that the 
law which awards to a woman a petty mone- 
tary recompense after her social ruin should 
be changed and that the man against whom 
the award is made should be sent to the pen- 
itentiary.

MISS REHAN AND THE SILVER STATUE. 


sion of the Story. 

Regarding the Montana silver statue, F. D. 
Higbee says there is a misunderstanding re- 
garding Miss Ada Rehan’s position as the 
model. Reports have gone forth that when 
Miss Rehan was chosen as the model the 
people of Montana were indignant that one 
of their daughters had not been chosen, and 
an idea unfortunately became current that 
Miss Rehan had been forced by some unac- 
countable process upon the people of that 
State. F. D. Higbee, who is one of the men 
who have the matter in charge, said last even- 


ing: 

“The idea that Miss Rehan was chosen as 
the model for Montana’s silver statue in the 
face of a vigorous protest by the citizens of 
that State is erroneous. The true facts 
are that several months ago | spoke to the 
representatives of another silver State about 
having such a statue to represent their mining 
industry, and although they thought well of 
the scheme they had not the money to carry 
it out. Some time later I was talking to 
Walter H. Bickford, the Commissioner from 
Montana, and he was pleased with the idea 
and presented it to some of the prominent 
miners in his State. They agreed to loan the 
silver, but there were some obstacles in the 
way of raising the $10,000 necessary to make 
the statue. At this point two other men and 
myself agreed to furnish half this sum if the 
other half would be raised and we given the 
permission to exhibit the statue in Europe for 
acertain length of time. We were also to 
have the privilege of choosing the scluptor and 
naming the foundry at which it should be cast. 
This was to, and in order to simplify 
matters the seventeen mines furnishing the 
silver turned the bullion over to the First 
National Bank of Helena, to whom we gave a 
bond for the same. That is all the interest 
the bank has in the matter. The question of 
having a Montana gir! pose for the model was 
never raised except by some of the ea in 
the small towns of that State. nder our 
contract we had the right to select whom we 
chose, and Miss Rehan was the unanimous 
choice. The idea that Miss Rehan is distaste- 
ful to the people of Montana and was forced 
upon them is not only untrue but absurd. 

“The American Bronze company of this 
city has the contract for casting the statue. 
This 1s the largest silver statue ever cast, and 
this company has given bonds for the $35,000 
worth of silver — $15,000 as a guarantee of 
success in the casting. It is a great undertak- 
ing, and only men confident of their ability to 
carry out their contract successfully would 
have entered into such an agreement.

Plenty of Horses on the Ground and Many 
Improvements Made. 

New ORLEANS, La., Dec. 3.—| Special. Only a 
week more and the post bell will ring at the track 
for the opening of the winter meeting.

HIGH-HEELED SHOES. 


The Custom Carried to Remarkable Ex- 
tremes in Venice. 

The streets of the City of Venice were often 
extremely thick in mud, in spite of the great 
sewers which dated from the tenth century. 
It is easily conceivable. Even now, with but 
60,000 or 70,000 inhabitants, the thoroughfares 
between the Piazza and the Rialto are some- 
times sufficiently bad. We are writing of the 
time when the population was nearly five 
times what it now is, and when Venetian 
trade was at its zenith.

Alfred de 
Rothschild’s plan, which was nearly framed 
by Carl Mayer, was inspired dy, a friendlier 
feeling toward America than seems to be 
realized, but it has pleased none, least of all 
those whom its ‘promulgation was expected to 
placate. A London banker, who has been 
in Brussels a fortnight and returned yester- 
day, tells me that he imagines the conference 
will end with the Aitierican delegates making 
a proposition considerably modified by what 
they have heard, and returning a report to 
Washington that there was some chince that 
this modified scheme may secure the adhesion 
of England and Germany if it is proposed in 
official form. My informant, however, is in- 
credulous that either of these countries will 
really accede to anything of the kind. England, 
he thinks, would even sacrifice India rather 
than commit itself to silver, while Germany 
sees in bimetallism merely a device by which 
its hostile neighbors will strengthen them- 
selves at its expense, and will fight it at ay 
hazards on that ground. From the same 
source I hear that the American agents of tho 
Nicaragua Canal company have succeeded in 
getting a group of Belgian capitalists to- 
gether and expect fad sign contracts for a big 
sum of ready money at Brussels nex! week to 
cover the first expenses for active works, 

Have Translated the Greek Gospel, 

The news of the discovery of the 
Greek text of the Gospel and Apoca- 
lypse of St. Peter, mentioned in those dis- 
patches a few weeks back, nas created such an 
interest here that some Cambridge scholars 
have hurried through an Eaglish translation, 
which is published today with commentaries 
by Robbinson, a fellow of Christ's and James, 
who is Dean of King’s. This is sharp work, 
since the Greek text only arrived in Cam- 
bridge Nov. 17. There are also the first thirty 
chapters of the pre- Christian Book of Enoch” 
in this find; but they are being 
elited in Oxford, a slower task 
because versions exist in Ethiopic and 
Slavonic with which they are being coin- 
pared. St. Peter’s Apocalypse is only a frag- 
ment of the original work, which has been 
known so long, and is said to have been in cir- 
culation as late as Dante’s time and to have 
given him the ideas of the “Inferno.” James 
describes it as being quite the earliest Chris- 
tian description of hell in the Gospels. A some- 
what larger fraginent begins abruptly after the 
account (given alone-in St. Matthew) of 
Pilate washing his hands. The first sentence 
says that none of the Jews washed their hands, 
and gives vivid archaic pictures of the ensu- 
ing scenes with the end much like that of St. 
Mark. It differs curiously from the other 
gospels in the account of the crucifixion. 
It relates that darkness fell oa the 
city, 60 that many went about 
with lamps, supposing it night. 
Christ is described as crying out: My power, 
my power, thou hast forsiken me.“ This con- 
tirms what was previously understood from 
the allusion in Serapron’s Epistle to Rhossos, 
that St. Peter’s Guspel was written in the in- 
terest of the early sect of the Docetz, who 
held that Christ only seem ed to suffer on the 
cross. The tale of the resurrection also 
differs widely from, accepted versions. It 
ends with a personal statement that I, 
Simon Peter, aud Andrew, my brother, took 
our nets and went away to the sea. These 
altoge her new discoveries afford a weird kind 
of pabulum for seriptural scholars, of which 
the world will hear a great deal for months to

NEW YORK PRESS ORIPPLES AMERI- 
OAN SILVER DELEGATES. 


If No Definite Result Is Reached It Will 
Be Due te Unfriendly Comments of 
United States Journale — The English 
and Continental Members Surprised at 
What They Read — Views ‘of Mr. de 
Rothschild and Senator Jones on the 
Probabilities of the Session,

Brussets, Dec. 3,—[Copyrighted, 1892, 
by the Associated Press Publishing company, 
New York World)—If 
Monetary Congress adjourns without arriving 
at a definite result its failure will, ina great 
measure, be due to the attitude ot the American 
press, or, rather, to that portion of it with which 
Europe is acquainted, To Europeans New York 
represents the United States far more 
fully than London represents England to 
Americans. Such press comments as have 
reached Europe are from New York. These 
have been most damaging to the cause which 
the American delegates are championing. 
Europeaus do not understand the wide dif- 
ference in the ‘character of the press 
of the two continents, Every utter- 
ance of the English and continental 
press on the work of the congress is 
of the miost consefvative character. Foreign 
delegates to the congress, after reading their 
own press, are staggered by the comments of 
the American press. What is the natural re- 
sult? They can only ask. If the United States 
is dissatisfied with the action of its 
own . delegates, why should other 
countries be satisfied? There 1s no doubt 
but for the unmistakable worth of some of 
the American delegates the American delega- 
tion would be utterly discredited. Yet most 
of its members have nothing to regret. They 
have won the respect of the congress, and 
even in the procedure have acted like life-long 
divlomatists. It is impossible to say 
now if the coogress will take de- 
cisive action or when it will 
adjourn, but its life will be short. Yesterday’s 
report by the committee, on which Henry 
W. Cannon represented the United States, 
was most unsatisfactory to the American dele- 
gates. The latter, it is said, did nut want Mr. 
Cannon on the committee, but the foreign- 
ers did, as they understood he was 
a New York banker. Again the report was 
printed in French and most of the American 
delegates do nut understand French, Vice- 
President Torsell read the report, but when 
he came to translate it was in difficulties, at 
which the continentals laughed and the 
Americans blushed. In the speeches that 
followed Americans took little or no part. 
They could not well speak on a report 
that they did not understand. As Senator 
Jones explained: My French was neglected 
in my youth, but I have known fools to speak 
in eight languages. Somebody cries out, 
»Why did not the Americans speak to the 
question How could they until they under- 
stood the question? Todo so next day was a 
trifle late. 

Rothschild Views of the Situation. 

Rothschild is a marked man. Wherever he 
goes he is pointed out by those who know him 
to those who do not know him, and is then 
stared at more or less openly. There is 
nothing extravagant about his personal ap- 
pearance—quite the other way. He is of 
medium height, rather slight build, looks 
about 45 (he was born in 1842), has 
an olive complexion, gray side whiskers and 
a mustache, and dresses like an En- 
glishman, but might be taken for one or halt 
a dozen nationalities, His manner is most 
attractive. He takes regular walking exercise 
every day. It was raining this morning as 1 
stood in front of the hotel. The first man I 
saw was Rothschild, who carried an umbrella 
or a walking-stick. He wore a top hat and 
paid no attention to the rain, which seemed 
not to know Rothschild. I joined him, as 
though I could stand rain if he could. He 
smiled and said: : 

“The American press does not seem to like 
my proposal. Do you know why?“ 

The only comments seen on this side of 
the Atlantic are from the New York press and 
New York is but a small part of the United 
States. 

Rothschild smiled again, and said: 
body does not consider that. 

I answered: The New York press is not 
more dissatisfied witn your plan than with the 
action of the American delegates. 

“You surprise me.“ he said. What do 
they want? The procedure of the American 
delegation has been admirable. Other dele- 
gations present their plans first, and the con- 
gress is duly bound to consider all plans. The 
last plan is certain to.meet with much more 
consideration than the first plan. Men on the 
spot must be the judges of the best mode of 
procedure.“ 

But will the congress have any definite 
results?

“The English press may not have liked 
Rothschild’s plan, but its comments have 
been conservative and ‘thoughtful. Some 
continental newspapers May not have liked 


it, but they have not been abusive. The only 


newspapers that have attacked the delegates 
are American, ana with the exception of Roths- 
child, the only delegates attacked are Ameri- 
can, We are not here to tell the deleyages of 
the European nations what they want. They 
know their governments wants better than 
we do., We do not presume to teach them. 
We want international bimetallism, They 
may not wantit; but if mot there may be 
something approaching it to which they may 
not object. But while we aré doing our best for 
our country the American press steps in and de- 
rides our efforts. What can you expect other 
delegates, acquainted with the comments of 
the American press will think? The result is 
mevitable, They must say to each other that 
we do not seem to be of the same mind as the 
country which we represent. They do not 
understand that the few comments they 
have seen do not represent’ the sentiment 
of the majority of the American people.

Here are my provfs,”’ replied Ahlwardt, 
taking the papers from his pocket and hold- 
ing them up. 

The public prosecutor suggested they should 
be read atonce. Ahlwardt,in a low, clear 
voice, said: I have been accused of being 
unpatriotic without reason. The documents 
I bold, if read publicly, would be damaging to 
my country, therefore I ask that the court be 
cleared and the reading be private, If the 
President will glance over them I am _ confi- 
dent he will agree with me.“ 

Amid a dead silence the papers were handed 
to the President. Ashe read them his face 
became serious and he finally said: The 
papers laid befure me are important to the 
State. They should not be read in open 
court.“ The room was then cleared. 

What the Papers Show. 

The documents show that out of 960 Loewe 
guns used at Wesel 590 were unserviceable, 
twenty of the chambers burst, and ten broke 
entirely. 

There were three general officers in court 
representing the Minister of War, who at 
once sent the news to War Minister Kalten- 
berg, Chief of Staff Schlieffen, and Caprivi. 
The revelations hit Loewe and his director, 
Col. Kuhne, really seemed quite overcome at 
the unexpected blow. 

Another witness, a Hamburg merchant, said 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs had sent a con- 
signment of Loewe guns to East Africa. The 
witness haa just received a letter from the 
leader of the expedition saying: Send at 
once more guns, but not like Loewe’s, They 
break like glass“ 

Loewe protested it was not proven they were 
his guns. Mechanician Kramer, who had 
worked in Loewe’s factory, said he conld, if 
wished, pvint out the defects in the model gun 
lymg on the table. He said 4,000 out of 5,000 
guns were defective and that Kuhne tech- 
nically knew it. 

Dresden Editor Gloes testified Ahlwardt 
made no money out of the Loewe brochure; 
also that 146 witnesses, pfficers and soldiers 
from Saxony, come to testify to the worth- 
lessness of the guns. 

It must be remembered that 425,000 Loewe 
guns are in use in the German army. This is 
terribly awkward for the government, which 
is bound by necessity to do everything to 
hush up the scandal. Caprivi certainly has 
had no luck at the trial during the last three 
days. More witnesses are coming in masses 
to testify to the worthlessness of the guns. 

Raises Doubts of All Ordnance. 

The Ahiwardt trial raised doubts in the 
minds of a large section of the German na- 
tion, not particularly as regards Loewe’s 
guns, but about all guns manufactured for 
the army. Ahlwardt himeelf is nobody, is in- 
deed an unsympathetic character, but the 
enormous machinery of law being brought to 
bear against him and the fact that the electors 
believe in him and his cause and will un- 
doubtedly return him by an enormous ma- 
jority tomorrow makes everybody thoughtful.

Immigration and Cholera. 

New York Times: It was the unanimous opin- 
ion of the physicians and sanitary experts exam- 
ined by the Senate Committee on Immigration 
yesterday that there is not only an apprehension 
of a visitation of cholera in this country next 
spring or summer, but actual danger of it. They 
were equally agreed that the danger of its coming 
and the difficulty of keeping it out will be due 
chiefly to immigration, and that if there was no 
immigrati6n of che class known as steerage pas- 
sengers the danger and the difficulty would be 
very slight. The only difference of opinion re- 
lated to the expediency or practicability of sus- 
pending immigration as a measure of protection, 
but that is hardly a question for the doctors to 
decide. The alternative will bea rigid and costly 
system of quarantine which will interfere seriously 
with commerce, and which may not be effectual 
after all. The Senate committee seems to be 
strongly impressed with the belief that the danger 
of cholera is a sufficient ground for suspending 
immigration and that the suspension of immigra- 
tion is the only sure safeguard against the cholera.

| FIXED BY THECAMERA 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR UNSANITARY 
OONDITION OF ALLEYS. 


Citizens of the Thirty-second Ward Who 
Deny That They Maintain Nuisances 
Are Confronted in Court by Photo- 
graphs—Many Complaints from That 
District Received by the Health De- 
partment—Inspectors Say Residents Are 
Themselves Largely to Blame. 

The photographic camera has been brought 


into use to settle’ questions of veracity be- 


tween residents of the Thirty-second Ward 
and officers of the City Health Department. 
Persons living in the ward claim that the 
garbage has not been removed in three weeks, 
and that in consequence the condition of the 
alleys is indesoribably filthy. On the other 
hand, the Health Inspectors claim that the 
inhabitants of the ward are themselves largely 
to blame for the unsanitary state of affairs. 

The Health Department has adopted a new 
scheme within the last few days. It has 
found that when property-owners were 
brought into court and char by an gee 
wou 
sweur themselves out of it and laugh at the 
officer. To obviate this difficulty Officers 
Congdon and. have been detailed as 
general — 74 / They go togetner so one 
can support the testimony of the other. They 
carry a kodak and press the button on all bad 
spots in alleys, They claim that when a man 
begins to swear against them and is shown a 
picture of the place complained against he 
always comes totime, The derelict contract- 
ors are also treated the same way. 

The unsanitary condition of the ward is 
such that complaints have been made to the 
officers of the Health Department, and it is 
said no attention is paid to them. 


Disgraceful Sights, 


A citizen of that ward writing to Taz Ta- 
UNE uses the following language: 

Garbage and ashes ho ve not been removed from 
portions of the Thirty-second Ward in three 
weeks, The Inspector rides through, as usual, 
on his old white horse, but he does not seem to 
notice the ash-boxes sofull the lids cannot be 
elos Some residents are dumping their ashes 
in heaps in the alley in rear of their houses, end 
the sight of many of our side alloys is disgraceful. 
I "phoned the Health Department today, but 
after stating my case the answer was, Good- 
by, and that was all. 

Officer L. B, Congdon of the department 
has been inspector for that ward until the last 
three days, when he was relieved by Inspector 
Wallace ‘ese. Yesterday Congdon conducted 
a reporter for Tun Trisune through the worst 
parts of the ward, and his explanation of the 
present condition of affairs does not reflect 
much credit upon the people who fill the over- 
flowing garbage boxes and manure recepta- 
clea, e says the Thirty-second Ward is the 
hardest one in the city to keep clean, This 1s 
an aristocratic ward, where the waste is enor- 
mous. More buildings have been erected the 
last summer than in any other part of town 
and the demand for garbage work has far gut- 
stripped the estimates of the Health Depart- 
ment. At present the contractor is working 
at a loss, and cannot keep up with the calls on 
his eighteen teams. 

One source of delay is that the refuse has to 
be hauled to Thirty-first street and Ashland 
avenue and much time is thus wasted which 


could be used to advantage if a crematory . 


were handy. 

Another problem is the flat buildings with 
their large amounts of refuse. Some flats 
such as the Knickerbocker, at Forty-secon 
street and Ellis avenue, and the Green wood, 
at Forty-third street and Greenwood avenue, 
have from furty to seventy families living in 
them. Partsof the ward are crowded with 
these flat buildings and the refuse is some- 
thing enormous. Some of these make two 
large loads of garbage a week exclusive of 
ashes. ; 

The eighteen teams of the contractor were 
augmented by four from the city during No- 
vember, but at present the two visita a week 
required by contract are not made. Iu many 
places no evidence is found that a visit by the 
wagons has been made in ten days. The con- 
tracts run out Jan. 1, and all money that can 
be saved by the contractor up to that time is 
80 much gained. 

Alleys Are Impassable. 

The alleys in that part of the ward bounded 
by Lake avenue and Drexel boulevard and 
Forty-third and Forty-fifth streets are nearly 
impassable in many places. The boxes are 
filled to overflowing and the alieys choked 
with the overflow. A dead cow.was found at 
one place within sight of all whodrive along 
Drexel boulevard, 

The present condition is due partly to the 
people themselves. Half the contents of the 
boxes is old paper, which could be burned in 
the houses. All the alleys need raising to 
grade, and the inspectors have asked the peo- 
ple to dump the ashes in the low places. This 
1s not done to any great extent. The @onJi- 
tion would be vastly improved should this 
paper be burned and the ashes properly dis- 
tributed in the alleys. 

There has been added to the ward since 
Jan. 1, 6,000 wood and 100 steel garbage 
boxes. Since June 1, 106 suits have been 
commenced and twelve arrests made in that 
ward alone by the department. 

The Thirty-second Ward is the home of the 
Municipal Order League, the Lake Avenue 
Improvement Association, the Oakenwald 
Aveuue Improvement Association, and the 
Bowen Avenue Improvement Association, all 
with practically the same end in view—of 
keeping the alleys and streets in order. The 
Municipal Order League is said to live up to 
its principles, but Officer Congdon says that 
members of the other orders have been sued 
repeatedly for not keeping their own premises 
clean. ä 

The streets of the ward are being placed in 
condition for the heavy traffic of next year. 
They are said to be in better condition now 
than ever before. Some people wonder why 
the mud is not cleaned off the macadain 
roads. The reason given is that when the 
mud driesit is as hard as rock, while if 
scraped off the pavement would not last six 
months. 

Not a Happy Lot. 

The life of a Health Department officer is 
far from a pleasant one according to Officer 
1 who says: 

1 held the position of Inspector in the 
Thirty-second Ward for eleven inonths, leav- 
ing only three days ago. In the morning we 
have to report at the office and receive the 
complaints sentin the previous day. en 
we have to post notices and fumigate houses 
where contagious disease is present. After 
that we look after the condition of the ward. 
When a man violates the law we notify him. 
This is only a courtesy to him, as the law does 
not require it, but they generally get angry. 
Then we have suit brought against them and 
then they repair their boxes or put in new 
ones. Some of them tear up the notifications 
and throw them in your face, but we are paid 
for that and get used to it. 

„Of course, every suit means a deadly en- 
emy. They are moneyed men and think 
they have something of 4 pull“ at the 
City Hall. They swear by all that is 

ood and bad they will have our stars, and I 
— known whole delegations of Thirty-sec- 
ond Ward residents to call at headquarters 
to have me removed. If they could succeed

One woman out there, a doctress at that, 
has been sued twice dy the department and 
now has judgments of $80 against her for not 
cleaning her premises. It has not been done 
yet. I think all the officers will tell you it is 
no ‘snap’ to work for the department. 

Warren Dunn, the recently appointed 
Health — ay og of the Thirty-second Ward, 
eaid yesterday in acswer to the complaints 
made by the residents of that ward regarding 
the filthy condition of the alleys: 

“The trouble is largely due to the 
carelessness of the servants em- 
ployed by tbe residents. They fill the 
garbage boxes with old papers and baskets 
and boxes, so that is no room for the 
garbage proper. The result is that the »ox 
overflows into the alley. I have spoken to 
many of the residents and they promised to 
remedy the evil, but have not done 80. 

Another feature is thé large number of 
people who have moved into the ward since 
the contract for clearing away the garbage 
was let. There are fully 8,000 more persons 
in the ward now than then. yet the cun- 
tractor no more for his work. But he is 
doing all he can so am I, and if the people 
in the ward would only look after their ser-

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PLANS FOR GRADING UP STOCK. 


The Short Cut te Progress Is Through the 
: Thoroughbred. 

Philadelphia Record: The most successful 
breeders are those who have given their great- 
est attention to the use of not only the best 
stock for the purposes required, but also to 
the selection of the best individuals of the 
breed. This is easily noticeable, as all who 
can read of events that are transpiring are 
familiar with the names of the noted record 
breakers, not only of horses but of cows. 
While some phenomenal trotter may get 
down close to the two-minute line, and the 
runner gallop overa mile close to a minute 
and a half, the milk ge mg show 100 pounds 
of milk in a day, while six pounds of butter 
in twenty-four hours is known to be the work 
of some other famous animals. 

The animals that surpass others until them- 
selves overtaken are not really phenomenal, 
though so denominated. In fact, it may be 
stated that they were produced long before 
they were born, so far as the work of produc- 
ing excellent animals is concerned, as a long 
line of continuous breeding, 2 over 
quite a pesiod of time, is necessary to fix cer- 
tain required characteristics. in a breed, and 
the pedigtees of all the noted animals will 


easily sha that, with few exceptions, they 


can be traced back to the same ancestry. 
When attempts have been made to introduce 
a new strain of some particular breed it re- 
quires the same period of time before the 
animals of that family attain the desired pro- 
ficiency, or inherent characteristics, and they 
remain behind in the race, with the same 
space of time intervening in progress unless 
recourse is had to an infusion of blood from 
the fi-st strain. 
_ Grading up the stock on the part of a farmer 
is commendable, as it is evidence that he is 
oa the road to progress and improvement, but 
the grade will never rival the thoroughbred, 
whether of horses, cattle, sheep, swine, or 
poultry, as has been demonstrated over and 
over in all sections of this country, and the 
choicest bred thoroughbreds will always assert 
their superiority. One of the strongest 
evidences of this fact is in the case of the 
white shotthorn steer, Clarence Kirklev- 
ington,” which was exhibited and slaugh- 
tered as the sweepstakes prize steer 
at one of the Chicago fat stock shows. 
This celebrated steer was splendidly bred, his 
pedigree being what is termed royal,“ but, 
being white in color, he was deemed unsuita- 
ble for breeding purposes (a foolish color 
prejudice), and was raised as a steer. Al- 
though he entered into competition with ani- 
mals of all breeds, pure breeds and grades, he 
won every prize, not only on the hoof but as 
a carcass, being pronounced the grandest 
steer ever produced, The success was due to 
the fact that he was a choice, well-bred ani- 
mal of a beef-producing breed, and was spe- 
cially suitabie for the purposes desired. 

It is cheaper to use that which is adapted to 
a certain purpose than to attempt to create an 
animal by breeding for it, as the breeds in use 
are already established, and it is much cheap- 
er to improve by going at ance to the fountain 
sovrce than to turn into bypaths. If farmers 
would determine to use ouly the pure breeds 
and secure the best they would find in a few 
seasons that the cost will be amply repaid. 


ELECTRIC RAILWAY PATENT SUITS. 


The Underside Spring Trolley and Licht- 
ing from a Power Circuit Points at Issue. U 
Torsepo, O., Dec. 3.—Suits were brought 

here today involving every electric street rail- 
way in the United States. Two suits were 
filed in the United States Circuit Court by the 
Hon. Frank H. Hurd and O. S. Brumback, at- 
torneys representing Bensun Bidwell of Roch- 
ester, Iud., against the Toledo Consolidated 
street railway. It is claimed that this com- 
pany has infringed Bidwell’s fundamental 
original patents for running electric cars and 
the principle involved in the use of underside 
spring contact; also that the patents for the 
running and lighting of cars with the same 
current of electricity and the lighting of 
streets and houses along the line from the cur- 
rent which propels the cars have been in- 
fringed upon. 

Charles F. Bidwell of this city is interested 
in the patents of his father, Benson Bidweil, 
and has been working for the past three years 
with a view to bringing suit against the street 
railway companies which, he ‘claims, have 
been infringing. This is to be atest suit. If 
the plaintiffs should happen to be successful 
over 600 different roads throughout the United 
States, alleged by Mr. Bidwell as having in- 
fringed upon his father’s patent rights, will 
come in for their share of the trouble. Mr. 
Charles Bidwell claims that the prospect for 
winning tne suit is good, inasmuch as the at- 
torneys, Messrs. Hurd and Brumback, have 
been investigating their claims for over two 
— and have now decided to commence the 

ght. 

The two suits filed, one for the lighting, the 
other for the underside trolley patent, are in 
the name of Benson Bidwell, trustee, but back 
of him is a long list of parties interested, in- 
cluding C. E. Bidwell of Rochester, Iud., 
Charies F. Bidwell of Toledo, Frank H. Hurd 
of Toledo, O. 8.

ALI STOCKS ADVANCE. 


GOULD'S DEATH HAS A BULL EFFECT 
ON THE EASTERN MARKET. 


This Is Contrary to What Nearly Every- 
body Expected and Causes Considerable 


Surprise—It Testifies to the Esteem in 


Which George Gould Is Held, and the 
Street Generally Admits That He Is the 
Coming Financia] Power—Probabilities 
for Western Stecks This Week, 

New Yorx, Dec. 3.—[Special.]—Wall street 
was sincerely surprised when yesterday morn- 
ing came the formal announcement of the 
death of Jay Gould. For a dozen years re- 
ports of his impending death have been fash- 
ionable. Again and again and over again 
bear speculators have started that tale and 
raided stock quotations on account of it. Thus 
it came to pass, and not unnaturally, that 
when Mr. Gould did fall gravely sick and was 
in danger Wall street was skeptical, con- 
sidering the new tale only an echo of the old 
ones and refused utterly to put any faith what- 
ever in the current rumors. But, as in the 
case of William H. Vanderbilt when finally 
death did come, the street was surprised and 
confounded. A most remarkable result fol- 
lowed. Instead of going down, as there were 
free and easy predictions that the market 
must, quotations rose. ‘ine Gould stocks were 
strong. All the rest of the market has ad- 
vanced also, 

Mr. Gould’s death found a short interest in 
Wall street.tremen@ous in its size and ex- 
ceedingly unwieldy. Nearly every stock on 
the list has been oversold for a fortnight past. 
The fact that Mr. Gould’s own sons have been 
popularly credited with large transactions on 
the short side of the market has naturally in- 
duced the great crowd of lesser financial stars 
to go plunging on that side too. The death of 
Mr. Gould was counted upou by this widely 
extended bear interest as a certain factor for 
depression. When, however, the annvuunce- 
ment of his death did not effect what the bear 
oracles had been foreshadowing, there was 
naturally a rally to cover. Half a dozen most 
important bear leaders are believed to have 
completely eliminated their short interests 
yesterday and today. But there is still a tre- 
mendous short line extending throughout the 
whole list. There is haraly a stock dealt in in 
Wallstreet which is not heavily oversold. This 
is true alike of railway shares and the indus- 
tri 

Wall Street’s Reflections, 

Mr. Gould’s death is likely to prove a dif- 
ferent influence than fashionable forecrsts 
have fixed it for. Most of the newspapers of 
the city refer to the dead financier this morn- 
ing with uncomplimentary references to his 
career. Mr. Gould has not left a great con- 
gregation of personal friends to celebrate his 
memory. he newspaper reflections are 
largely reflective of Wall street’s own esti- 
mates. It is not to be denied, however de- 
fiant in sentiment the fact may be, that Mr. 
Gould alive was rather a bear than 
a dull influence, The speculators of 


Wall street are simply taking cognizance 


of this. Two or three theories are at hand to 
account for the advance which immediately 
followed the announcement of the millionaire 
leader’s demise. One is that the removal of 
Mr. Gould from. the financial world must 
necessarily be a tonic to the extent that it 
disposes of plans believed to have been ar- 
ranged by him furan aggressive bear cain- 
paign. In this country there has been, more- 
over, and it would be fyolish to disguise the fact, 
a well established belief that Mr. Gould has 
been something else than a help to public 
credit or au upbuilder or preserver of cor- 
poration values. 

Abroad it is certain that Mr. Gould’s name 
has been for years adetcrrent. Foreign in- 
vestors have hesitated to go into anything on 
this side because of reports (of course grossly 
exaggerated) of how wicked Mr. Gould was 
and how far his influence was extending into 
general American affairs. It is significant 
that fur years efforts have been made to ob- 
tain a quotation for Western Union upon the 
London Stock Exchange, efforts which have 
pever made ang pr gress whatever for the 
reason chiefly, almost wholly, that Western 
Union quotations were largely the creatures 
of Mr. Gould’s caprice or rapacity. Mr. 
Gould passing away this svock argument 

ainst the American securities is disposed 
of. Mr. Gould’s stock interests pass now 
largely into the hands of a trusteeship. It is 
likely to be found, however, that this means 
much less than on the surface it secms. 

George Gould’s Opportunity. 

Mr. Gould’s eidest son, George J. Gould, is 
to be in a strict sense his father’s successor. 
Co-trustees may help him to manage certain 
properties, but none the less George Gould 
becomes masterful. He is likely, too to grow 
upon Wall street. Men of affairs who have 
been close to him respect his ability. Con- 
servative opinion upon this score was refleet- 
ed yesterday in a dispatch which Henry Allen 
of the stock exchange firm of Allen & Co. sent 
2 Chicago bank President. The dispatch 
said: | 

George Gould has the opportunity to make a 
great business record for himself, and business- 
men who know him best believe that he will 
speedily make it. He is already an experienced 
man of affairs. He is usedto handling big ques- 
tions. He is an intelligent worker and he works 
all the time, All the Gould stocksi n being strong 
today testify to the public faith that George 
Gould’s management will be able and safe, prud- 
ent and progressive, 

This reflection of Wall street’s disposition to 
consider George J. Gould as a competent 
man of affairs is undoubtedly exerting an im- 
portant influence in shaping investment plans 
in the Gould quarter. The trusteeship will 
probably not amcunt to anything like what 
has generally been expected. But, under the 
contro] as it will be of George Gould, it will 
probably be an impurtant factor upon the 
side of conservatism. People make a mistake 
who think George Gould isn’t strong. 

Exports of Gold. 

More gold went out today, but there are in- 
dications that this export movement has about 
culminated, The New York bank statement 
shows a loss of less than a quarter of a mill- 
ion in surplus reserve, which, in view of the 
fact that it covers the period of last week’s 
shipment of nearly a million gold, is not de- 

ressing. Europe has been buying stocks 

ere on a pretty large scale yesterduy and to- 
day. The members of the bull pool in Burl- 


ington, Rock Island, and other Western stocks | 


have gone enefgetically at work. 

If promises referring to the Granger stocks 
are fulfilled we ought to have a handsome 
rally next week in most of the shares of roads 
beyond Chicago, The Chicago gas pool is 
still liquidating, but the inside tip is that it 
will not be broken. The believers in the in- 
dustrial stocks are still rallying around 
whisky trust, which having been lifted twenty 
points, is just as tempting a morsel to the 
speculative crew now as it was before the ad- 
vance began. The whisky trust prophets are 
cheerfully talking about par for the stock. The 
industrial fad is becoming more popular every 
day. During the coming week the bulls on 
these industrial stocks are likely to exert 
themselves to the utmost. Such results as they 
can show a week hence may be fairly con- 
sidered a test of their strength and their 
purposes.

THE ATMOSPHERE OF THE MOON. 


Recent Observations at the American Sta- 
tion in Peru. 

Boston Advertiser: During his observations 
at Arequipa, Peru, Prof. W. E. Pickering has 
frequently seen the ed “lunar twi- 
light.“ which prolongs the cusps of the cres. 
cent moon. This phenumenon has been 
noted by other scientists, among whom are 
Schroeter, We ob, and Gruitheisen, and Prot. 
Pickering's observations of that exhibition of 
the existence of a lunar atmosphere 
have led him to speak more at length in re- 
gard to the thin aerial cloak which encom. 
passes the earth's satellite. Are- 
quipa observations were made with a high- 
power telescope, and the lunar twilight was 
traced across the stellar surface to a distance 
corresponding to sixty seconds of arc, or in 
lunar latitude to about 4 degrees, as against 
the 18 degrees of latitude in a terrestrial twi- 
light. As the atmosphere refraction caused 
by the moon’s atmosphere is equal to a 
divergence of about two seconds from the 
direct ray, it has been generally accepted as a 
matter of common belief that the density of 
the lunar atmosphere is about three one-hun- 
dredths or four one-hundredths of that of the. 
terrestrial atmosphere. 

According to Prof. Pickering’s observations 
these figures are much too large. On Aug. 12, 
1892, during the occultation of Jupiter, he re- 
peated some experiments that he had made in 
California during asimilar occultation, and he 
now reiterates his belief that the density of 
the lunar atmosphere is surely not above 1-4000 
and may not be 1-8000 of that of the earth, 
The basis for this conclusion is that immedi- 
ately before and after the occultation of Jupiter 
the refraction produced by the lunar atmos- 
phere did not exceed one second of arc. This ob- 
servation was carefully made, and will prob- 
ably be confirmed. by future photographs of 
lunar refraction, The fact that the lunar at- 
mosphere is even much less dense than it has 
been believed to be may be accepted as at 
least partially proven. For all practical pur- 
poses this would render the lunar atmosphere 
at the surface of the moon of the same den- 
sity as the terrestrial atmosphere at about 
forty-five miles from the surface of the earth. 
It is known that the latter density is suf- 
ficient to cause refraction, so that there seems 


nothing unréasonable in Prof. Pickering's. 


conclusions. 

Why the moon’s air should be so rarefied is 
still an open questior. It may be taken for 
granted that, if the moon were once a part of 
the earth, the original Junar atmosphere was 
at least one-fortieth as dense as the present 
terrestrial atmosphere. That it has grown at 
least 100 times as rarefied is a strange circum- 
stance, but one that admits of a plausible ex- 
planation. According to Prof. Pickering’s 
theory, given in the present number of As- 
tronomy, with an account of his Arequipa ob- 
servations, the loss of density in the lunar at- 
mosphere has not only been going on since 
the moon was born into space, but it is being 
continued today. ; 

According to the researches of Profs. 
La.gley and Very, the temperature of the 
moon’s surface may be taken at about 0° 
centigrade, There is no reason to supposs 
that any particle situated in the immediate 
vicinity of the earth’s orbit would possess a 
much lower temperature than this jf exposed 
to the sun’s rays. At this température the 
molecules of nitrogen composing .our 
atmosphere have a mean velocity of 
rather less than one-third of a 
mile per second, and the molecules of oxy- 
gen a mean velocity of rather more than one- 
quarter of a mile, These are their mean 
velocities, but some of these particles are un- 
doubtedly moving at a very much slower rate 
than this, and some a great deal faster. When 
there are many of them they are changing 
their velocities millions of times every sec- 
ond, owing to natural collisions. But where 
there are only comparatively few of them, as 
would be the case, for instance, near the out- 
skirts of the lunar atmosphere, it would fre- 
quently happen that one of these molecules 
possessing tive or six tinves the average veloc- 
ity of the rest would not meet any other mole- 
cule in its path to stop it, and it would then 
be carried away from the moon never to re- 
turn to it again unless brought back by the 
attraction of some other outside body, such as 
the earth or the sun. Wethus see that even 
now the moon must be constantly losing what- 
ever atmosphere it possesses, while it has no 
means whatever of recovering it.“ , 

Fortunately if the same thing be taking 
place in the terrestrial atmosphere it must be 
doing so ata very slow rate indeed. If in 
some earlier period hydrogen gas was more 
abundant in the terrestrial atmosphere than 
it now is, it may be that much of that gas es- 
caped, but the oxygen and nitrogen are not 
likely to be lost very easily. For a long time 
to come, therefore, the earth seems safe 
enough as a breathing. place for mankind, and 
it is probable that the density of tne terrestrial 
— will last as long as the human race 

oes.

The order had been issued to Parisin 1871 
by the new republican authorities that com- 
munist insurgents who were taken with arms 
in their hands should be put to death imme- 
diately. So writesa French correspondent. 
The order was being relentlessly executed, 
when, in the garden pf the Elysée Palace, a 
detachment of republican troops came upon 
asmall band of insurgents. Among them 
was a boy of 15 years, still in short trousers. 

The band was conducted toa larger party 
of communists destmed for execution. On 
the way the 15-year-old broke out from 
among his companions and placed himself in 
front of the Colonel who commanded the 
escort.

CRIMINALS COME IN. 


EX-PRESIDENT HAYES ON GROWTH 
OF ORIME BY IMMIGRANTS. 


— 


In Opening the Annual Meeting of the 
National Prison Congress He Talks of 
the New Method of Treating Convicts 
and the Increase in Their Numbers— 
Shipments by Steamship Companies and 
for Contract Labor Employers—Cardinal 
Gibbons Makes the Opening Prayer. 


Battimonrg, Md., Dec. 3.~—The concent hall 
of the Academy of Music was well filled to- 
night when Dr. John Morris, Chairman of the 
local committee, called to order the first ses- 
sion of the National Prison Congress, and 
announced that his eminence, Cardinal Gib- 
bons, would make the Opening prayer, which 
was as follows: 


We are assembled, O God, in thy n to take 
counsel together in behalf of the . risoners, 
the most unfortunate and abandoned of thy serv- 
ants, and therefore the most deserving of our 
compassion. Every sympathy of the prisoners is 
guickened by the reflection that thou, O Innocent 

amb, wert once a prisoner thyself. Thy hands 
were manacled, thy head wned with thorns 
thy body was bound to a column, and sacr 
flesh was torn with the scourge. And if the treat- 
ment of prisoners is now more humane and merci- 
ful, it is due to the diffusion of thy gospel. For 
thou hast identified thyself with him and hast 
2 as done for thyself what is done for 

Thy servant Peter, the blessed apostie, was cast 
into prison for preaching thy 1 Thy angel 
was sent to him who illuminated the darkness of 
the prison. The manacies fell from his hands and 
the prison door flew open’ at his approach and 
when be breathed the air of liberty he exclaimed: 
Now I know that the d sent angel to de- 
liver from the hands of Herod and from all the ex- 
pectations of tne people of the Jews. . 

May thy servants assembled here tonight be as 
ministering angels to thy prisoners. May they be 
angels of tight, illuminating his cell by their gen- 
ial countenance and cheer words. May they 
be angels of consolation by their kind and broth. 
erly acts. Above all, may thy angels of recuncil- 
iation help, by their prayers and exhortations, to 
have him delivered, through God’s infinite mercy, 
from the chains of sin to the enjoyment of the 
glorious liberty of the children of God. 


Address of Ex-President Hayes. 
Attorney-General Poe, on behalf of the 
State, and Mayor Latrobe for the city, made 
addresses of welcome, To these the Presi- 


dent of the National Prison Association, ex- 
President Rutherford B, Hayes, responded. 
He opened his address in a graceful tribute to 
the City of Baltimore, stating that perhaps no 
other city treats with more tender regard its 
children of misfortune of all conditions. 
Twenty years ago, he said, the second annual 
meeting of the National Prison Association 
was held in this city, Horatio Seymour of 
New York presiding. He continued: 

From the time of John Howard down to the 
present day prison reformers have never enjoyed 
a large measure of popular favor. They have 
never been gladdened by any sudden, rapid, 
sweeping success of any part of their work in any 
country. if we limit our viewto any one place 
and to any single point of time we shall not be 
2 encouraged 7 what we see before us. 

ut with a juster and broader prospect we shall 
be stirred and cheered as we discover the benefi- 
cent changes which a few decades have wrought. 
The greatest improvements have been in the com- 
mon jails. The old-time jails have been aptly 
described time and again as compulsory 
schools of crime at the public ex- 
pense. In essence and in fact they are 
public crimes committed by society against it- 
self. This monstrous evil by which thousands 
are trained for crime still exists. But the war 
upon it plainly begins to tell. Within a few 
years—since we met in Baltimore twenty years 
ago—more jails have been built in the United 
States of such construction as to provide for the 
separation and classification of the inmates than 
were to be found in all the world before that 

ime. 

Another example is still more cogent, because 
the improvement is wider in its spread. Cruel 
punishments not long ago were deemed essential 
to maintain discipline in prisons. They are 
almost gone. The man who would inflict them 
would be shunned as more deeply guilty than the 
convict he had tortured. Iustead of relying on 
brutish fear the able and successful. wardens of 
the famous prisons of our country make it their 
first aim to awaken and excite in the convicts 
under their charge a maaly, elevating, and in- 
spiring hope. The prime object of the true 

rison reformer is the protection of society and 
individuals by the prevention of crime. The 
means by which we seek to attain this end are: 

1. The speedy and certain arrest, conviction, 
and imprisonment of the guilty. 

2. The reformation of convicts by the valid re- 
claiming forces—religion, education, and product- 
ive labor. 

3. The permanent incarceration of all prisoners 
who are not reformed. 

4. The moat effectual means to prevent crime is 
an unceasing, conscientious, and wise care in the 
training of the young. 

In all of these paths the progress at any given 
period seems difficult and slow, but in a genera- 
tion it is unmistakable and encouraging. 

An able man of large experience has said nine- 
tenths of our convicts have been made criminals 
in character or intention, if not in overt acts, be- 
fore they were 20 years of age. . Therefore, the 
training of the young is the most indispensable 
duty and chief business of every generation, But 
— 2 immigration, as it exists today, is the 

ion in the path of the progress of America. A 
high authority places the number of the criminal 
and defective classes in the United States at one 
in a hundred of the total population. 


Effect of Criminal Immigration. 


Consider the awful significance of an increase 
of our criminal population in a single decade of 
many thousands by emigration from Europe 
alone. Formerly the love of liberty and the laud- 
able desire to better the condition were the lead- 
ing motives of emigration from Europe to Ameri- 
ca. Now employers of large bodies of men want 
ing cheaper labor, the agents of steamship com- 
panies, speculators in land in the thiniy-settled 
States, stimulated by their greed for gain, and, 
worse than all, the increasing efforts of the 
European communities to send to America their 
chronic paupers, lunatics, and criminals have 
given to this question a gravity that has not be- 
fore belonged to it. 

The full intent and meaningof republican— 
of free institutions—seems not to be yet fully 
understood by a great many good people even in 
this country. The Old World ideas still prevail 
amongus. Itis thought that gevernment here 
as in the despotisms abroad, ought to perform all 
the duties, ora large share of the duties, which 
society owes to itself or to its members. The 
tendency in power is alwaysin tne hands of the 
few to irresponsibility and despotism, The indi- 
vidual member of the organization is gradually 
superseded and suppressed in the supposed in- 
terest of the organization itself. This is tanta- 
mount to saying that the arbitrary will of des- 
potic leaders has taken the place of the legiti- 
mate aim of the organization. One remedy for 
this evil is found in voluntary 
zens interested in the welfare of their less fortunate 
fellow men where intelligent discussions are open, 
free, and public—where the press and its repre- 
sentatives are always welcome—and where the ef- 
fort and the tendency are to counteract that in- 
difference to the condition of the poor and needy 
which is at last the enemy most to be dreaded in 
a free country—namely: The apathy of good cit- 
izens with respect to the evils which do not seem 
directly to concern themselves. With a vivid 
sense of responsibility to the unseen, and a con- 
stant and living purpose to aid our fellow beings, 
especially those who most need our aid, we shall 
surely find the largest measure of gratificetion 
and happiness that belongs to this stage of exlst- 
ence. 

A large number of the wardens of the coun- 
try are delegates to the congress.

WOMEN CRIMINALS ARE CUNNING. 


They Are More Cruel and Deliberate Than 
Men in Their Crimes, : 

“While man is undoubtedly as a rule the 
more prominent in crime, women, on the 
other band, is at once more cruel and cunning 
m what she does,” says Detective Theodore 
C. Metzler in the San Francisco Post. 

From the circumstance that à ‘considera- 
ble less number of women than men are con- 
victed of crime the inference is drawn that in 
women the criminal propensities are weaker 
or under better control, Such a conclusion 
is, however, not borne out by the facts, for 
when crimes have been traced to women it 
has been found, in the majority of that 
the guilty deeds have been commit not 
only with systematic cunning, but also with 
a coolness and cruelty which have seldom 
been attributed to men. 

There are several reasons, continued Mr. 
Metzler, why so few women pee been con- 
victed of crime. Man's natural sympathy for 
her often causes him to overlook important 
points against her. If there are men in this 
profession who are not susceptible to a woman’s 
— I. in my experience of twenty-six years, 

ve failed to find them, 

Auother thing: It is seldom considered 
that girls are watched more carefully than 
boys, and are under greater festraint. 
Neither ia it taken into account that older 
femaies spend more of their time at home, 
while maies of their own age are on the 
street or mingling with persons whose 
habits are not always of the best. Many of 
the temptations to crime come from business 
complications in which women have little or 
no share, as they spend must of their time at 
home with their children and female compah - 
ions. Most homicides, you know, are the re- 
sults of anger excited when persons are away 
from their homes and families, as violent 
quarrels generally take place in the street or 


par- room, and not in the parlor or sitting- 


room. 

No as to the cruelty and deliberation of 
the female criminal. The history of crime 
shows that most of the murders committed by 
Women ure those perpetrated by the adminis 
tration of poison. They show careful prepara- 
tion and great deliberation. In almost every 
instance treachery is employed, the victim 
being invited to partake of refreshments sup- 
‘plied by one who is presumed to be a friend. 
Murder by the administration of poison is 

‘eonsidered the must foul and the darkest of 
all crimes, but it is the one that women have 
been addicted to more generally than men in 
all ages and countries. 

**Another very remarkable fact,“ continued 
the detective, has recently been mentioned 
in a London paper by the Chaplain of Clerk- 
enweill Jail. It is that some criminals are 
practically incurable. From a table prepared 
by him it was shown that during last year 
there were committed to the prisons und jails 
ot England and Wales 65,686“ men and 9,764 
women who had been convicted no less than 
ten times previously. You see the force of the 
comparison. 

A partial explanation of this strange state 
of things may be found in the fact that women 
are more thorough-going in all things—good, 
bad, or inaifferent—than the men, They do 
nothing by nalves. Be the matter the con- 
struction of ashortcake, the making of a crazy 
quilt, or the poisoning of a rival, woman de- 
votes all her time, knowledge, - and talent to 
what she has in view. 

Then, again, a woman has less chance of 
formation than a man. The latter can go 
to a strange or distant place, raise whiskers 
or shave those he had, assume a different 
name, and commence life anew. He can gen- 
erally find employment; but with tne women 
it is more difticuit. Disguise is not 80 easy, 
and if she goes to a different place some one 
i» liable to recognize her. 

“A strange woman is always lpoked upon 
with suspicion, as it is presumed that she 
would prefer tolive in the town where she 
wus brought up and where her old acquaint- 
ances are. A man gets credit for his enter- 
prise if he goes to a new country and engages 
in business for himself, but such is not the 
case with a woinan. If she is once discuvered 
her own sex are the first to point their fingers 
at her, turn up their ooses, and refuse to asso- 
ciate with her, the result of which is that she 
becomes hardened and calioug; and is again 
driven to crime. 

“It isso easy to forever ruin a woman. 
Listen to the sturies of sume of our demi- 
monde, women who at the beginning had 
fumilies, friends, and social stunding- The 
tempter comes, ruin follows, then fruitless 
efforts to hide their disgrace. Society dis- 
cards them, shame forces them to seek places 
where they are unknown. Want follows, and 
finally, almost inevitably, a life of pubiic and 
brazen shame.“ 


THE WORLD’S ANNUAL COAL OUTPUT. 


The Planetary Cellars Are Not Altogether 
Inexhaustible, | 

Age of Steel: The coal pit is not inexhaust- 

ible. The bottom may not be in sight, nor its 

future cleaning up be of any immediate con- 

cern, but its eventuality is none the less a pre- 


determined fact. It may or may not be of 


any appreciable concern when its last con- 
tribution to human service is dumped in a 
coal bin, as in the unseen process of its manu- 
facture and storage it has evidenced a creative 
design, in which the provision of fuel for 
man's use was not limited to an exhaustive 
article. ‘lhe formation of fuel was not ar- 
rested when anthracite and bituminous coal 
became a mineral fact, nor was the process of 
formulation stopped when what is known as 
the creative week had its Saturday night. 
This may qualify, but it does not annul 

fact of a limit to future coal wpm. 

The world's annual output of coal has, it is 
estimated, reached a total of 485,000,000 tons, 
and the countries contributing to that enor- 
mous total were as follows, together with the 
amounts they produced in 1890: Great Britain 
and Ireland, 128,000,000 tons; America, United 
States (estimated for 1891), 141,000,000 tons; 
Germany, 90,000,000 tons; France, 28,000,000 
tons: Belgium, 20,000,000 tons; Austria, 9,000,- 
000 tons; Russia (1888), 6,000,000 tons; others, 
9,000,000 tons. During the last twenty years 
there has been a marked increase in the con- 
sumption of coal, which was, no doubt, com- 
mensurate with increased industrial activity. 
Thus, comparing European countries alone, 
the average annual output for the period of 
1881-90 was upward of 62,000,000 tons greater 
than during the previous decade, and that rate 
of increase bade fair to be maintained, so 
that the world’s consumption of cdl would 
soon reach 500,000,000 tons per annum, if it 
had not already done so. 

In an investigation made bya royal com- 
missioner as to the ascertainable sources of 
coal in Great Britain it was ascertained that 
not more than 146,773,000,000 tons were avail- 
able at depths not exceeding 4,000 feet from 
the service, a reserve which, at the present 
rate of increase of population and of coal 
ng nas a would be practically exhausted 
in less than 300 years. 

The law of limit in this, as in all other min- 
eral products is, of course, without exception. 
It is simply a difference in tonnage. Indus- 
trial activity, to which under present condi- 
tions the use of coal is indispensable for 
steam and power purposes, is not «nly multi- 
plying the demands of consumption, but has 
a widening area of use, to Which the map of 
the two hemispheres is the only limit. 

We cannot add a pound of coal to nature’s 
dep sits or build an addition to the planetary 
celler, but it is possible toeconomize a product 
in the use of which civilization has been ig- 
norantly wasteful.

Servants in England, 

The eight-houra-day proposition for domestic 
servants and various other schemes for getting 
Parliament to interfere between servants and em- 
ployers, which have been urged by the London 
Domestic Servants’ Union, have failed to make 
even a favorable impression in a critical ex a- 
tion before the Royal Labor Commission. 
commission gave a long hearing to a representa- 
tive of the union, but the case fell to pieces 
under questioni The impfacticability of 
the eight-hour idea applied to domestic 
servants was very clearly demonstrated. 
It also appeared the union itself 
was very weak, and that the vast majority of 
domestic servants seemed to be well treat-d and 
quite content. The investigation showed ti 
servant is far better off in regard to facilities for 
legal redress than is the employer. The union 
had a proposition to substitute a system of pay- 
ing servants in kind,” but its representative was 
not quite prepared to suggest a system to 
the place of money wages.’ The conclusions ar- 
rived at by the commission so far are that the re- 
lations between employer and domestic servant 
must be of a give-and-take character, and any in- 
terference by the Legisiature would do more 
harm than good.

Mem- 
bership can held only by insurance agents, 
brokers, solicitors, of real-estate agents as insur- 
ance brokers. Each of the last-named class is 
obliged. to deposit $250. Regular agents and 
brokers deposit $100. These sums are to insure 

faith of members, who further pledge 
agreemeut to collect 

on every policy ob- 

full amount of the premium. 

The agents besides bind themselves not to re- 
turn to the assured, directly or indirectly, any 
art of such premiums, and not to ask or receive 
rom any agency or company a greater commis 
sion than that allowed by the Pacific Union; and, 
too, not to pay to any employer, or to any person 
not a member of the association or of the Pacific 
Union, any commission or rebate. A member's 
deposit is to be forfeited to the associauon for 
the first violation of any of these rules and his 
membership sfispended. He may be reinstated 
by recommendation of the Executive committee 
and on ‘making a second deposit. For a second 
violation the deposit is forfeited as before and 


the suspension of the member becomes permanent. E.

The following letter was sent to the mem- 
bers of the local board yesterday by the Presi- 
dent of the Underwriters’ Association. It shows 
the vigorous policy that will be carried out by 
that organization to enforce its rules in the new 
territory assumed by the association : 

Lou are hereby expressly notified that the 
rules and rates of this association apply in all the 
territory comprised within the present corporate 
limits of the City of Chicago. In that portion of 
the city lying south of Thirty-ninth street, west 
of Western avenue, and north of Fuiler- 
ton avenue the rates made by the Cook 
County compact prior to Nov. 15, 1892, 
apply, save only in cases where said rates 
have been changed by the Superintendent 
of Surveys, T. A. Bowden, who alone has authority 
to make rates for this association. Rates made 
by any other person have no binding force or 
effect. The question has been asked whether 
members can méet competition in said outside 
territory in case general or local agents not mem- 
bers of this association offer to write at less than 
board rates or divide commissions with the as- 
surec. The answor is decidedly not if such ac 
tion involves practices in contravention of the 
board rules, nor will such an excuse exempt mem- 
bers from the penalties provided by the rules of 
the association.” 


No commercial interest is so little given to 
litigation as insurance, according tothe Coaat 
Review. In 1891 the American companies report- 
ing to the New York department dealt with 
losses amounting to $7,369,078 Of this sum onl 
$789,799 was set down as resisted or dispute 
This makes 1.37 r cent of the whole amount. 
But even this small percentage is misleading, be- 
cause all resisted ‘losses of previons years are 
carried along until the final settlement, which is 
on an average about four years after the fire. The 
Insurance Law Journal for 1891 shows that 57 
per cent of the cases decided had been on for 
three or four years, some even dragging along 
eight, nine, and ten years. Thus if proper al- 
lowance be made for the length of cases the 
actual percentage of current losses resisted would 
be less titan one-third of l percent. Thus insur- 
ance companies pay $99.66 of each $100 claimed 
and fight the remaining 34 cents only.

Any decadence of the Social Democratic party 
in Germany, so ardently desired by the Emperor 
and the great men of the country, does not seem 
apparent in the list of party organs recently pub- 
lished. According to that list there appear in Ger- 
many seventy-two Social Democratic political jour- 
nals, one illustrated paper, two comic pavers and 
tifty-five trad» journals. Thirty of the political 
papers are issued daily, six semi-weekly, ten 
weekly, and twenty-six three time a week. Since 
last year there has been an increase of three in 
the number of daily papers. The trade journals 
for the most part are issued weekly and fort- 
nightly. With few exceptions the papers are 
controlled by the Executive committees of the 
Social Democratic party, the profits flowing into 
the common treasury. As a rule they are self- 
supporting. The political journals are said to 
have 254,000 subscribers and the trade journals 
200.000.

ABOR NO 1. 


Trains of Loaded Cars Successfally Trans- 
ported Across Lake Michigan from Ke- 
waunee to Frankfort, a Distance of 
Sixty Miles—The Vessel Runs Ashore in 
the Thick Weather of Tuesday Night 
Off Ahnapee—The Stranded Boat in Ap- 
parently Good Shape Wednesday. 

The large car-ferry steamer Ann Arbor No. 
1, built to transport railroad cars across Lake 
Michigan for the Toledo, Ann Arbor and 
Northern railroad, made its first trip from 
Kewaunee to Frankfort Nov. 27, successfully 
carrying a train of loaded cars sixty miles 
across the rough waters of the lake. The ves- 
sel was built at Craig’s shipyards, Toledo, O. 
‘he keel was laid last June and the boat 
launched Sept. 29. 

The Ann Arbor No, 1 is as strong and pow- 
erful as oak, iron, and the workmanship of 
man can make. The vessel is 267 feet long on 
deck, 54 feet beam, and 18 feet hold depth. It 
draws twelve fect of water when loaded and 


has a displacement of 2,550 tons at that draft.

A Canadian Speaker Declares That His

Place for Burning the Garbage. 

CHC AGO, Dec. 3.— [Editor of The Tribune. 
In view of the discussion relative to cleaning the 
city, I notice the committees are inclined to throw 
ali the blame on the city Health Department, or 
such department as has the clearing away of the 
refuse. 

The fact is that there is nocity in the word 
that makes as much refuse. And at least as muth 
as one-third of such refuse is of a nature that 
should be burnt at bome. It should not be put 
in the street at all, excevt as ashes. 

The average tenement 1 seems to be- 
lieve that wrapping paver, nes, and potato 
peelings won't burn. 


The boat is built of oak, with a solid frame up 
to two feet above the loaded line and a belt 
of iron six fem wide to protect the planking 
from ice. Extra deck beams are placed at 
the load lines to prevent crushing in if the 
vessel should be nipped in heavy ice. 

The boat is strengthened longitudinally by a 
steel cord, with diagonal steel ties every four 
feet running to the keel. The keelson 1s 
strengthened with a steel plate two feet wide 
and three-quarters of an inch thick, The ves- 
selisso modeled asto ride over and crush 
down ice rather than cut it through. 

There are twin screws in the stern and a 
single screw in the bow, which are worked by 
three horizontal double compound condens- 
ing engines of 20 and 40 inch diameter and 36 
inch stroke. They are 1,000 horse-power each. 
There are four steel b ilers, two 14 and two 15 
teet in length, and 78 and 120 inches in diame- 
ter, respectively, calculated for 125 pounds 
pressure. The vessel is equipped with the 
latest appliances, such as steam steering-gear, 
steam windlasses, electric lighting, and an 
electric search light to insure safety in night 
navigation. 

The cars are loaded at the stern and the en- 
tire boat is decked, which rises twenty-five feet 


above the load line. 
The cars are secured by a method different 


from any heretofore practiced. There are 
| four tracks, and posts on each side of each car, 


| between which posts the care are wedged by 4 


keys. These posts are connected longitudi- 

nally by heavy stringers, and diagonal tie ruds 

are put in place between each two cars. 
| These tie rods are provided with turnouckles 

to properly adjust their length. The cars are 
held to the deck by four chains attached to 
the trucks, each with a turnbuckle. 

The Ann Arbor No, 1 went ashore two miles 
north of Ahnapee in thick weather last Tues- 
day night. All day Wednesday huge waves 

broke over the stranded boat and five tugs 
sent from Sturgeon Bay to the wreck were 
| driveu away by the northeast gale. The life- 
saving crew from Sturgeon Bay was on hand 
to take off the crew of the steamer in case 

their position became dangerous throughout 
the night. 

The stranded boat rests on sandy bottom 
and Wednesday the boat was in apparent 
good shape. q 


IMPORTANT STOCK DECISION. 


Verdict in a Case in Maryland of Great 
Interest to Brokers. 

BLT MOR, Md., Dec. 3.— [Special.] The 
verdict of the jury at Westminster in favor of 
Smith & Bride, the stock brokers, against Dr. 
Charles Billingslea in the suit to recover for 
margins in stock operations is of great im- 
portance to dil brokers doing business for 
Maryland people. The instructions of the 
court to the jury were in substance that if the 
jury believed that the contract between the 
plaintiffs and the defendant was tne purchase 
and delivery of stocks and not upon the rise 
and fall of the market price of 
such stock, then the verdiet 
should be for the plaintiffs, but 
if che jury found that the dealings between 
the plaintifis and defendant were upon the 
rise and fall of the market prices of stocks 
then the verdict sh: uld be for the defendant. 
The court granted a prayer of the plaintiffs 
to the effect that the purchase and sale of 
stocks on margins was valid in this State, 
provided a delivery of the stocks was agreed 
upon. The verdiet of the jury was for the 
plaintiffs for the full amount of their claim, 
with interest. The decision in this case will 
affect a dozen other cases pending in the sev- 
eral County Courts and sets up a precedent 
for its legal protection of the brokers,

I’ve just come in from a trip to Yuma, A. T., 
and I van tell you that the ride between Beau- 
mont and Yuma—170 miles—in the hot season 
is a trip you will not soon forget. Remember

more water cars. This is absolutely neces- 
sary in more than one sense. 

“Any traveler can signal any train going 
either way on this strip of track and ask and 
receive from the water tanks a supply of 
water, This is the rule of the company, and 
I pity the engineer who would disobey the 
rules and not stop at the signal. I don’t mean 
to say there is a man who would refuse to do 
this even if it wasn’t the rule. I can tell you 
of more than one case where the getting of a 
water supply from the train was the preserva- 
tion of the lives of travelers. 

Let me tell you something of the heat. 
When I was in Indialast the thermometer 
stood at 116° in the shade at 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon. It did not fall much, if any, be- 
low the 100° notch during the night. The air 
is pure and dry, and the people sleep in 
the open air.

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CHANGES IN WEAPONS FOR WARFARE. 


The Advances Which Have Been Made in 
the Science of Producing Death. 
Boston Journal: Enfield rifles—an Ea- 
glush weapon-—it seems were what some of the 
Massachusetts soldiers fought with at Ball’s 


call for volunteers there was 
great verplexity as to how to arm them. 
Traitors in high places at Washington had de- 
pleted Northern arsenals and shipped thous- 
ands of the best muskets to the South. In 
this extremity agents were hurriedly sent to 
scour Europe, and soon a motley collection 
of weapons of all types and calibers, some 
really good and serviceable but most of them 


obsolete, was at the disposal of our govern- 
ment. As soon as practicable these foreign 
arms were replaced by others of American 
manufacture. But for months the diversity 
of weapons in the hands of our. troo 

the necessity of providing so many kinds of 
amtounition, seriously emb our army 
authorities, and no doubt. contributed to the 
ill success of so many of the early operations, 

In time the Springfield rifle musket became 
the standard weapon of the Union army. It 
was a good weapon for a single-shot muzzle- 
loader—no better anywhere existed—and our 
veteran regiments became wonderfully ex- 
ay in ite use and wonderfully proud of it. 

te deadly leaden missiles now strew 

whole Southern country from the Potomav 
clear to the Gulf coast. But there have been 
some tremendous changes in the art of war- 
fare since the early sixties, and the famous 
arm of which our Yankee soldiers boasted 
has become almost as antiquated as the old 
flintlock of Queen Anne. Breech-loading 
rifles were little used in the Rebellion. Some 
regiments were armed with repeaters, but 
they were relatively few. Officers’ and cavalry 
revulvers were of the new type which had just 
begun to be introduced. Breech-loading can- 
non were practically unknown. The ordinary 
fleld piece was the smooth-bore brass or iron 
six ay twelve-pounder of substantially the pat- 
tern which had figured in tne Revolution and 
the campaigus in Mexico. Rifled guns had 
begun to show their superiority. The mitrail- 
leuse or Gatling appeared only in the form of 
a few crude experiments. 

The extraordinary mortality which charac- 
terized most of the battles uf our Civil War as 
compared with later wars in Europe was 
clearly not attributable to any extraordinary 
weapons of destruction. It was due to the 
courage and determination of the combat- 
ants. The best soldiers in our best Massa- 
chusetts regiments w find themselves 
sadly at a losa with one of the new rapid-fire 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles in their hands, or at the 
breech of one of the long, shining field guns 
whi k off men with the skill of the old 
sh ters.

PROGRAM FOR THE OOLUMBIAN oon. 


The “Social Question” as Outlined by the 
Pope Will Be Considered and Practical 
Suggestions for Reform Are Expected to 
Be Adduced—Other Subjects Are “ Cath- 
olic Education” and “ Independence of 
the Holy See "Eminent Men Will Far- 
ticipate in the Deliberations.

M. Capus will give his attention to experi- 
ments and observations in the lines of physics, 
animal and vegetable physiology, meteorology, 
astronomy, and spectrum anaiysis, He will 
have entirely unequaled facilities for his 
work as well as the favoring conditions of a 
transparent .and rarefied atmosphere. 
observations will be made between the first of 
May and the last of November. 

A series of experiments that will be of un- 
usual interest to the scientifie world, and un- 
doubtedly fascinating to the experimenter 
himeelf, will show the effects of rarefied air 
in different degrees upon the organs of differ. 
ent animals, as the cat, dog, rabbit, carrier 
pigeon, etc. It is said that the scientist has 
expressed a regret that he cannot accommo- 
date a whole Noah’s ark collection in 
his aerial laboratory. It has already been 
learned that the cat is one of the most sensi- 
tive of all animals to cald and thin air, and it 
will be difficult to keep one for any length of 
time in such an altitude. A cat which was 
carried into the mountains a short time ago 
by an enthusiastic and over-devoted tourist 
soon peris

Tun glacial theory of Gen. Drhyson, 
sketchea in another column, is singularly sug- 
gestive in connection with the Mosaic account 
of the expulsion from Paradise.

A NEEDED D REFORM IN MUNICIPAL MAN- 
AGEMENT. 

The special Council committee, which is 
preparing a new building ordinance, set out 
to insert in it a provision giving the Commis- 
sioner of Buildings a five years’ term. The 
committeemen abandoned the idea when they 
learned that the charter limited his term to 
two years. The members of the committee 
were wiser than the law. They knew that the 
department would be more efficient if there 
were at the head of it a man with some per- 
manency of tenure. They knew.that while it 
is not easy to get a first-class man for such a 
position under the best of circumstances it is 
impossible to get one if the appointee can be 
sure of only a two years' term no matter how 
well he may behave himself. 

What is true of this 1s true of other city 
offices. Men like the Commissioner of Public 
Works and the heads of the bureaus which 
make up his department, the Health Commis- 
sioner, and some other city officers, ought to 
have about the same permgnency of tenure 
that they have in English cities, With com- 
petent men at the head of the departments it 
would not make as much difference who was 
Mayor as it does now. Secretaries come and 
go at Washington, but the efficiency of - the 
departments is not affected, for the force of 
subordinates remains unchanged. The re- 
moval of a competent letter-carrier in Chicago* 
may cause far more trouble than the substitu- 
tion of one Post master-General for another. 

There is no present prospect, however, of 
permanency of office so far as concerns city 
employés. The working politicians will not 
have it, and the rest of the community do not 
take any interest in the matter. They seem 
to be contented with the present state of 
affairs, although they are the ones who suffer 
from it. The grip of the spoilsmen of the 
local offices is stronger than ever before. In 
the past political bosses used to -ask the in- 


ambent of an offiee to share with them the 


disposal of the places which be had to give. 
Now they lay claim to, his entire patronage. 
and the percentage of inefficiency among 
their selections is very great. ’ 

The City of Chicago should have at the 
head of its different departments men of high 
ability—such men, for instance, as Mr. 
Chesbdrough, whose invaluable services it en- 
joyed so long. It is economy to get them 
and pay salaries high enough to keep them. 
If the city had had a few years ago an en- 
gineer as competent as Mr. Chesbrough the 
new lake tunnel would not have cost the un- 
necessary sum it did. A dollar of city taxes 
goes only half as far as it should because its 
expenditure is intrusted to incompetent hands. 

The better system will not be adopted until 
the voters demand it. When they get sick of 
costly inefficiency and want to substitute for 
it cheap efficiency the change will be made, 
and not until then. As long as they submit to 
the running of every department of the mu- 
nicipal government by the professional poli- 
ticians so long will the latter remain in power 
and give to saloon bummers and bosses of 
primaries and officers of ward clubs the places 
which should be given to faithful and com- 
petent men. 


HOTEL CHARGES NEAT YEAR. 

The New York Tribune relates with evident 
gusto the points in an interview reported to 
have been held by two prominent Chicago 
men with an Eastern railroad President. It 
says they asked for a reduction of passenger 
rates to u half fare basis during the Exhibi- 
tion, and were stumped by the question if the 
dry goods merchant would sell his wares any 
cheaper or the hotelkeeper would reduce his 
charges for bed and board in order to attract 
visitors to the Fair. Then it takes up the old, 
old story,” originally made up but of whole 
cloth by a New York paper openly inimical to 

the Fair, to the effect that the hotel men of 
this city are seriously contemplating an ad- 
vance in rates, in view of the expected enor- 
maus rush of visitors, and proceeds to deliver 
a short lecture to the people of this city, as if 
it took for granted the truth of the allegations 
referred to. It says: It is well for them to 
remember that any manifestations of greed, 
or of a disposition to require from others sac- 
rifices which they are unwilling to make 
themselves, will not only imperil success but 
involve dishonor and disgrace. 

All this reads well, but is not necessary, nor 
pertinent. Noone here has manifested any 
such disposition as that chatged. The exer- 
cises of Dedication week brought out no in- 
stances of the kind. The people who came 
here from other places may, some of them, 
have found it difficult to get just the accom- 
modation they wished, because it had been 
taken up by others who applied earlier. But 
neither the one nor the other was asked more 
for hotel rcom or fare, carriage hire, or any 
other accommodation than has been demanded 
for the same service any day for many months 
past. Some correspondents of Eastern papers 
were so mean as to write statements about 
overcharges being made., but they made mere 
reckless assertions, having no other founda- 
tion than the wish which was father to the 
thought. Probably the pressure then was 
fully as great, in proportion to the facilities 
provided, as it will be on any day during the 
holding of the Fair, with perhaps one or two 
exceptions, and if extortion was not attempted 
then it is not just to assume it will be tried 
next summer. 

The New York paper affects to hope the 
Fair will be a success, and that failure will 
not result from the people exhibitmg greed, 
etc. It calls the place in which those people 
live a town,“ as if unwillmg to concede to 
them the dignity of residing a city, and 
otherwise assumes the patronizing air, as if 
people hereabouts do not knew what is good 
for them but require to be instructed by one 
from afar. The probability is that such ad- 


vice is not needed, that some few men will be 


mean enough to want to extort from visitors 
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that visitors will not be limited to 

this or that hotel or dry goods store, but can 
stay or shop where they please, finding oppor- 
tunity therefor in one place if not in another. 


And if the hotel people find they do not get 


enough patronage at the regular scale of 
charges they can reduce, which is what the 
railroads will have to do, if the experience of 
other fairs may be taken asa guide. This is 
what Tun Tun has tried to impress upon 
the attention of the railroad managers, and if 
those gentlemen will not con the lesson now 
it is exceedingly probable it will be deeply 
graven on their memories next summer. 


OUR FILTHY - STREETS AND ALLEYS. 
The fact that the streets of this city have for 
some weeks past been even dirtier than usual 


is explained by the statement that there is no 
money available for the purpose of cleaning | 


them. ‘The terribly filthy state of the alleys, 
which are reeking with garbage long un- 
touched by the scavengers, must be set down 
to the (dis)credit of those gentlemen of leis- 
ure who draw pay for services not rendered. 
For the streets Supt. Burke will ask 
the Council Monday night to appropriate 
$100,000 to enable him to keep his force at 
work during the winter. If it be true that the 
payment of an overdraft by a former admin- 
i istration leaves his department $70,000 short 
of the amount intended by the Council to pay 
for work done during this municipal year that 
defect should be remedied. 

We ought to have clean thoroughfares, and 
it would be idle to expect them to be cleaned 
for nothing. The cleaning process involves 
labor that must be paid for. It is not impos- 
sible that the city authorities are .at last alive 
to their duty in the matter. But if so it would 
do no harm to have a comprehensive watch 
by citizens on the workers employed by them; 
and, if not, a systematic scrutiny of conditions 
is absolutely necessary unless the people are 
willing to settle down into disgraceful filthi- 
ness as the normal state of things here. There 
should be an organization of observers for 
each ward and voting precinct who will note 
from day to day and month to month any and 
every gross breach of public cleanliness on 
the part of residents and lack of diligence by 
those employed to remove garbage and other 
kinds of filth from the streets and alleys. 
Such an organization has worked wonders in 
the City uf New York and could do so here. 
The success achieved in this respect on Man- 
hattan Island ought to be encouragement to 
the faint-hearted ones to go ahead in Chicago 
and rest not tillthe much-desired reform is 
accom plished. 


Possibly the failure thus far in this city is 


due to a defect in the plan of operations. If 
so it ought to be remedied, and that right 
away. There are many people here who would 
giadly join in a comprehensive effort if they 
were appealed to in the right manner. But it 
is a question if they are to be reached by the 
process of first asking the aid of a very few 
big men whose attention is fully occupied and 
then caliing on the people at large to attend a 


meeting. The general call is apt to be un- | 


heeded by the individuals who are wanted to 
attend, and so they do not go. Each one 
hangs back expecting that others will be more 
interested than himself. 

Doubtless it is desirable to have the sym- 
pathy of the few men whose names are often 
published in the newspapers in connection 
with large business operations, but they are 
not the kind of people who would do the 
work. Active coéperation must be locked for 
from those who rack much lower in the scale 
which is graduated by dollars. It is the de- 


‘cent, respectable citizens with but moderate 


incomes who would make the efficient mem- 
bers of an organization to look after the 
cleanliness of the streets and alleys in their 
respective neighborhoods. There ate thou- 
sands of these who would be glad to join, if 
asked personally to do so, with perhaps a lit- 
tle judicious pressing on the point that they 
owe it as a duty to themselves and families, 
as well as to the public, to do their share. 
Then why not ask them in person? Will not 
the few individuals already actively inter- 
ested in the proposed work of the Municipal 
Order League go out themselves or induce 
others to become city missionaries, making a 
personal canvass? Doubtless if they would 
do so they would soon gain recruits, not only 
as members to work after the ranks are full, 
but as active solicitors of others to join. 
Perhaps the solicitation could better be 
done in the evening than in the daytime. The 
residence is the place in which to talk to a 
man about the necessity of attending to the 
sanitary surroundings of his home, anda 
great many of those whom it is most desirable 
to reach have not the time or other opportu- 
nity during the business part of tne day to 
talk on the subject. Then, too, the appeals 
for workers in the cause should be made in 
those quarters of the city where sanitary re- 
forms are most urgently needed, and with the 
additional advantage that the codperation of 


Germans, Poles, Swedes, and people of other 


(former) nationalities could be gained 
as well as that of the people who 
seem hitherto to have been the exclusive 
objects of personal attention. This 
mode of going to work would be much 
more laborious and perhaps less pleasant for 
the time being than the one used thus far, but 
probably something like it will have to be re- 
sorted to if the gigantic evil of city tilth is to 
be got rid of. The process would be a slow 
one, apparently, but if not sure to succeed it 
would at least give certainty in the other di- 
rection—namely: in convincing the would-be 
reformers they were laboring under a mistake 
in supposing the people want to be reasona- 
bly clean in their surroundings. It is not well 
that such aconclusion be arrived at without 
taking the trouble to ascertain if it be correct. 


THE SUNDAY OPENING OF THE FAIR. 

The great popular movement for the open 
ing of the World’s Fair Sunday under such 
reasonable restrictjons as shall make it a rest 
Fair on that eb is making headway so rapid- 
ly that there is good reason to believe Con- 
gress will reconsider its action of last session 
and give its hearty consent to the opening of 
the gates and the ad mission of the people on 
the only day when the majority of them can 
afford to attend. 

The original action of Congress undoubted- 
ly was based upon a mistaken view of the sit- 
uation. The members had heard but one 
side. The rigid sabbatarians bestirred them- 
selves early and, making use of their organiza- 
tions, fluoded Congress with petitions against 
the opening. On the other hand, the 
of Sunday opening, not conceiving that any 
serious objgCtion would be made to a prop- 
osition reasonable and even necessary to 
the success of the Fair, had taken 
no steps towards presenting their zide of the 
case to Congress. That body, therefore, acted 
upon the question under the impression that 
public sentiment was adverse to the o open- 
ing of the Fair Sunday. The 
forced the friends of Sunday opening to take 
prompt and resolute action, and the result is 
of that nature which must convince Congress 
of its mistake. The directors of the Fair,

Bishop Potter of New York, one of the 
most prominent leaders of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, has made a vigorous ana 
convincing ment in favor of Sunday open- 
ing as pro by the World’s Fair officials. 
And now comes Cardinal Gibbons, the head in 
this country of the great Roman Catholic 
Church, declaring himself in favorof the open- 
mg. In arecent letter to a friend he says: 

A quiet opening of the Chicago Fair next year 
seems to be most desirable. There are many 
who would be otherwise deprived of beholding 
what promises to be the event of the century. 
The World's Fair will gather together the most 
wonderful productions of human skill and ingen- 
uity, the results of the evolutions and the prog- 
ress of ages. Noone should be prevented from 
seeing these works of man and every opportunity 
should be afforded. TheSunday closing of this 
spectacle would be very unfortunate for many of 
our countrymen, who would be tempted to spend 
the day in dissipation. In their name { would 
favor the opening of the Fair Sunday afternoons 
and evenings. with the provision that all ma- 
chinery should be stopped and all mechanical and 
laboring work that will not be urgently necessary 
should cease. In this 1 do not see any desecra- 
tion of the holiness of the day. On the contrary, 
those who will visit the Fair on those days will be 
surely inclined to raise their minds and hearts to 
him who inspired men to produce such marvelous 
things, 

With such an overwhelming array of popu- 
lar sentiment presented to its consideration it 
does not seem Congress can do otherwise than 
promptly reconsider its action. The Sunday- 
closing repeal movement should be presented 
by Congressman Durborow at once. There 
should be not a day’s unnecessary delay. 
Press the matter as soon as Congress ig ready 
for business. The sooner it is settled the bet- 
ter it will be for the Fair. It is the will of the 
vast majority of the people of this country 
that the Fair should be opened Sunday asa

ARCTIC EXPLORATION. 

It now seems possible if not probable that 
the dream of Arctic exploration will be real- 
ized, and that, too, before the close of the 
present century. Lieut. Peary will soon set 
out again, and proceed this time with the ben- 
efit of a recent valuable experience among the 
icy fastnesses of the far north, and he is to have 
a formidable rival in Dr. Fridjof Nansen, a 
sturdy Norwegian, who will attack the prob- 
lem onanew plan with improved accoutre- 
ments and in the light of the latest scientitip 
knowledge of polar currents and ice-drift. 
The latter intends to set out next June with 
twelve men, provisioned for five years, in a 
vessel so construct ad that it will rise from bo- 
tween the ice sheets in case of pressure in- 
stead of being crushed by them. 

Dr. Nansen wiil proceed from Norway to 
Nova Zembla, and thence eastward to the 
mouth of the Lena, which is approximately in 
opposite longitude to that of Greenland. 
Thence he will sail northward till the pack ice 
renders further ation impossible in spite 
of thé most strehu 
through the ice. The plan is to run the vessel 
as far as may be into the ice and let it stick 
there for the winter, or perhaps forever. The 
party will then move on in a northerly direc- 
tion in the boats on the ice, the expectation 
being it will be assisted by nature instead of 
fighting against her. The theory is that the 
explorers will be taken by the drifting of the 
ice floes right across the polar region down 
into the East Greenland Sea between Spitzber- 


gen and Greenland, having in this way reached 


and passed the pole. 

Two of the seven boats are capable of hold- 
ing the entire crew, with provisions for sever- 
al months and warm tents, in case the ship 
has to be abandoned. The vessel is rigged as 
a three master, but has engines of 170 horse- 
power and will carry a bailoon to be held 
eaptive for purposes of observation. The 
lighting will be done by electricity. The ex- 
pedition will be undertaken under the most 
favorable auspices. King Oscar has taken 
great interest in the project and was the first 
contributor to the fund. Two-thirds of the 
expenses will be paid by the Norwegian G ov- 
ernment and the rest has deen subscribed 
privately, the Royal Geographical Society 
having also shown its sympathy by making a 
grant towards defraying the cost of the trip. 

The chief of the expedition talks confidently 
of success. He does not know how long he 
will be absent. He says he may be away only 
two years, but feels certain he will be back by 
the end of five years, and come home by the 
opposite route to that taken at departure. His 
confidence is based on the now established 
fact that, besides minor currents which flow 
southward in the Arctic Archipelago of North 
America, an immense volume of water flows 
southward between Greenland and Spitzber- 
gern, much of which is believed to come from 
the rivors of Siberia and Alaska, and as these 
waters have a comparatively high tempera- 
ture the danger from ice may not be so great 
as is generally supposed. Evidences of the 
existence of this current are numerous. Drift- 
wood, both Siberian and American, is found 
every year on the coasts of Greenland and 
Spitzbergen. Pumics stone picked up on the 
shores of Norway has an undoubted Siberian 
origin, and so have the dust and wood which 
have been gathered from ice floes between 
Spitzbergen and Greenland. After narrating 
these facts in a recent lecture at the London 
University Dr. Nansen stated it as his con- 
clusion that The natural way of crossing the 
unknown region is to take a ticket with floe 
ice, enter the current somewhere near the 
New Siberian Islands, and let it carry us 
straight across.” 

By next August or September the explorers 
will have reached the northern limit of open 
water north from those islands, and entered 
upon the region of ice, shut out from the rest 
ot the world, and with no hope of return save 
in the currents which their leader believes to 
run right across the polar area. If he be mis- 
taken they may never come back, If the the- 
ory on which he is working be correct, and no 
unprovided for occurrences prevent it, the 
party will come out on the other side after 
having mastered the problem which it has cost 
many lives and much money in the effort to 


solve. Many people may be of the opinion 


that the discovery, if made, will not be worth 
has cost, bat we cannot be too sure 
. for some of the grandest practical 
resulta have flowa from ‘discoveries that 
at first seemed to be unimportant. There 
thay be no legiti nate ground for hope that a 
colony can be planted at or near the pole, or 
even that the new route will ever be commer- 
cially practicabie, but the achievement may

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A BRIEF CRUSADE AGAINST IMMORALITY. 

There are in Pittsburg, as in other cities, a 
large number of those houses where, as Judge 
Douglas said once in debate with Charles 
Sumnet, “ladies do not go dnd gentlemen do 
not talk Latin.“ As is usual elsewhere they 
are nearly all in one neighborhood. They 
exist in violation of the city ordinances, which 
have str.ngent provisiong for their suppres- 


‘sion, Some weeks ago the United Presby- 


terian Ministerial Association adopted resolu- 
tions calling on the city authorities to enforce 
the laws for the suppression of the “ social 
evil” and censurmg them for their past 
neglect of duty. In reply to these resolu 
tions the Mayor asked those who presented 
them to him what would become of these 
women were they evicted, and whether they 
were ready to take care of them? If the 
ministers would tell him what to do with them 
he would help them. 

Their reply was: 

“And we pledge you our Christian character 
that our churches and homes shall be open to all 
penitent barlots and libertines who accept and 
trust the same pardoning and purifying grace on 
which we rely, and that all who wish to return to 
virtuous lives shall have a home and all that we 
can furnish.” 

They also said that for those who didn’t pro- 
pose to reform but preferred to continue crim- 
inal lives, the law provided proper places, such 
as the penitentiary, jail, workhouse, and reform 
school, 

Thereupon the Mayor ordered the Chief of 
the Department of Public Safety to *‘ enforee 
the law. The latter passed on the order to 
the Chief of Police, and he, who probably had 
no sympathy with this movement, directed all 
the inmates to clear out that very night. 
This order was countermanded by the Mayor, 
who said the time was too short, and they 
were given two days’ grace. Thereupon the 
exodus began. Some women who had money 
went to other cities, mostly those in the imme- 
diate neighborhood. A number found their way 
to Chicago, It isnot known that any availed 
themselves of the offer made by the United 
Presbyterian ministers to those who were 
„ penitent nor of the invitation extended by 
the Roman Catholic Bishop to all who wished 
to forsake their evil ways of life to enter Mag- 
dalen asylums. Nor does it appear that any 
of them were sent to the proper places pro- 
vided by law, the penitentiary, jail, work- 
house, and reform school.“ Had they been 
sent there the capacity of those institutions 
might have been severely taxed. 

The majority remained in the vity, chang- 
ing their quarters in some instances, waiting 
for the storm to blow over. They did not 
have to wait long. The Mayor issued his 
order on the 29th of last month. Day before 
yesterday orders were given by the head of 
the Department of Public Safety that the dis- 
reputable houses should be let alone until the 
Mayor had indicated definitely the date at 
which he wished his closing order to go into 
force. That individual must now assume the 
entire responsibility. Inasmuch as he stated 
in his letter to the Chief of the Department of 
Public Safety that he feared the closing of the 
houses of ill-fame would not cure the “ social 
evil,“ and inasmuch as it is evident the in- 
mates will not go into reformatory institu- 
tions, but that most of them will stay in the 
city, changing their habitations but not their 
habita, it is quite likely that he will refuse to 
enforce the ordinances. 

While one cannot avoid sympathizing with 
the feelings of the Pittsburg ministers, and 
while there is no question that they believe 
that a rigid enforcement of the laws would do 
away with that evil whose existence they de- 
plore, yet the experience of the past shows 
that their remedy would be ineffectual. At- 
tempts have been made at different times in 
various cities to break up those aggregations 
of immorality which made certain districts so 
offensive. These efforts were sometimes suc- 
cessful, but they merely scattered over the 
whole city an evil which had previousiy been 
limited to one locality. The cause of morality 
was not bettered thereby. 

The answer of the Pittsburg ministers will 
be that the laws were enforced only spasmod- 
ically and unwillingly, and that had the 
crusade been kept up it would be effectual. 
Nothing will convince them to the contrary 
until they themselves have tried the experi- 
ment. It would be well for some reasons if 
the Mayor, Chief of Police, and other 
municipal officers of Pittsburg were members 
of the United Presbyterian Association. Then 
it would not take them so very long to find 
out that it is not as easy to enforce morality 
by law as they now think itis. They would 
discover before many months had passed by 
that problems which men have striven 
unavailingly for centuries to answer cannot 
be aolved by city ordinances. 


NEW LIGHT ON GLACIAL EPOCHS. 

An article in the latest number of Science 
states some remarkable results of scientific 
investigations in regard to the movements of 
the earth in space, and their practical bearing 
upon the conditions of life on the surface of 
our planet. The chief portions of the article 
are published in another column. Maj.- 
Gen. Drayson, formerly Professor of As- 
tronomy at the Royal Military Academy at 
Woolwich (England), has been working on 
the problem for many years, and he is no 
mean authority. He announces the discovery 
of a second rotation of the earth, which causes 
the half axes of daily rotation to trace cones 
during a period of about 31,700 years. In this 
time the pole of the heavens describes a circle 
round a point which is about six degrees dis- 
tant from the pole of the ecliptic and an 
angular distance of nearly 29° from the 
pole of the equator, its right ascension being 
nearly the same as that of the sun on the 
shortest day in the Northern Hemisphere. As 
a result of this the obliquity of the ecliptic 
varies from a minimum of 23° 25' 47 toa 
maximum of 35° 25 47° in a cyclical period of 
81,682 years, instead of having a much smaller 
variation in a period of about 26,000 years, as 
is taught in the astronomical text books. The 
precession of the equinoxes also is ascertained 
to be a result of this second rotation and of 
no other cause whatever, and its rate for any 
time can be ascertained by a simple multipli- 
cation of a constant quantity into the sine of 
the obliquity for the date taken. 

This may seem to be entirely speculative, 
but the matter becomes one of great interést 
when it is shown to be intimately connected 
with the recurrence of glacial visitations on 
our globe, and to point to them unerringly 
for date, extent, and duration. The obliquity 
is now near its minimum, and fixes the 
present positions of the tropical aad arctic 
circles at about 23° 273¢’ from the equator and 
pole, It will attain its least value 403 years 
hence, when the poles of the three movements 
of the earth are in the same colure, and then 
the least possible differences in temperature 
between winter and summer will be experi- 

enced, The epochs of greatest obliquity, 
greatest widening of the tropical zone and the 
polar caps, and therefore greatest inequality of 
the seasons, with maximum severity of 
glacial visitation, occur 7,920 years each way 
from that date. Under such circumstances 
the human mind fails to conceive the vast- 
ness of the changes that must be brought 
about every six moaths from an alteruation of 
the mighty floods caused by the intense sum- 
mer heat with the intense cold of the arctic 
winter, But it is to such changes of tempera- 
ture that we must look for the fact of finding 
the remains of arctic and tropical animals im- 
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migrations which those vast changes of tem- 
perature do manded, and man must have corre- 
spondingly moved in accordance with the 
necessities of the time and their consequences, 

Gen. Drayson estimates that the period of 
mild seasens in each cycle of nearly 82,000 
years is limited to about 12,000. The other 
20,000 are devoted to glacial conditions, the 
most intense phase of which occurs near the 
middle of that time. Similarly, dividing the

C. and 8,000 A. D. as the limits of time within 
which comparatively settled conditions on the 
earth’s surface are possible.

sphere ended not more than 7,000 years ago. 


The harmony of fact and theory for the sec- 
ond date must be left to men and women of 
the far distant future to write about, but the 
deduction must be admitted to be full of sci- 
entific interest, and as suggesting the possi- 
bility of radical changes in our ideas of results 
of planetary perturbation in the heavens and 
climatic changes on the earth. A more start- 
ling departure has not been outlined within 
the present generation, and even if not sus- 
tained it will set men to thinking over the 
whole ground with the probable consequence 
of an important modification of accepted the- 
ories in regard to mass motion.

A DEMOCRATIC POET WANTS A POST-. 


OFFICE: 

A woman of Arkansas, Mrs. Sue L. James, 
is an applicant for the postoffice at Hot 
Springs, and is one of the first to file ner ap- 
plication. She evidently is one of the punc- 
tual kind of women, a not overlarge class, 
who believe in doing right off what they have 
todo. There is nothing specially remarkable 
in the fact that she is a woman and wants an 
office: Woman is coming to the front as an 
officeseeker, and once the fashion becomes 
general she will make it very lively for the 
male sex, as she has greater ability in setting 
‘forth her claims and greater persistence in 
maintaining them and in wanting to know if 
not, why not, than the male being. There 
have been women Postmasters and women 
pension agents, and women Mayors and 
women District Attorneys, and that remarka- 
ble Mrs. Lease has aimed as high as the 
United States Senatorship from that ex- 
traordinarily crank-ridden State, Kansas. 

There. is a wide difference, however, 
between the methods of the average woman 
seeking office and those of Mrs. Sue L. 
James. The former invariably have been 
prosaic and matter of fact in their style of 
application. Mrs. Sue L. James is flying 
for the Hot Springs Postoffice upon a very 
alert though somewhat wobdbly-winged 
Pegasus. For the first time she has set forth 
her claims to the office in verse and has for- 
warded to the Prophet of Buzzard’s Bay and 
Hog Island a poem of seven stanzas, which 
he can study, a stanza at. a time, when snipe 
and butterballs are not occupying his attention 
too closely. Five of the seven stanzas are in the 
nature of acomplaint against male Democrats 
who are trying to capture everything in sight 
and who have rushed to the trough in such 
crowds as to drive the Prophet to the signifi- 
cantly named island and elicit from hima 
rebuke for their indecent haste.

These stanzas may not have the passion of 
Sappho, the fire of Mrs. Browning, or the 
mellifluous flow of Jean Ingelow, but “ they 
get tnere just the same.“ For simplicity, 
directness, and pertinency they vie with any- 
thing the Sweet Singer of Michigan has pro- 
duced. Mrs. James strikes right out from the 
shoulder. No Arkansas Bourbon can present 
a stronger claim than Mrs. James. As will 
be seen by her bill of particulars she has been 
a Democrat ever since she toddled at her 
mother’s knee and a stanch one at that. 
She has taught its principles and subserved 
its interests all her life, and probably strongly 
approves of the Arkansas method. Notwith- 
standing her long service this is the first time 
she has asked for an office and she naively 
adds that but for the fact the tide has turned 
so strong towards her favorite Democracy 
from “the Nation’s leading sons” she “would 
not now a petitioner be for the U. S. P. O.”

The lodging- 
houses of Chicago never, even in their worst 
days, attained to the degradation and filth of 
those which disgraced New York, London, 
Liverpool, and many. of the cities of Conti- 
nental Burope. 

Chicago never had anything like the “‘two- 
penny rope which Dickens described, where 
the unfortunste inmates, male and female, 
paid four cents a night for the wretched 
privilege of hanging by their arms in a half- 
resting position Over an outstretched rope run- 
ning across a long room. Such an apology 
for a shelter existed not many years since in 
New York, the charge being three cents a 
night. Neither did Chicago ever find a place 
for the Rateéliffe Highway and Whitecha 
„ dossing Kens,” where the so-called blanket 
was suspetided from a rope, which was 
drawn up in the morning, leaving every 
man as as born. At such places 
to guard against the predatory instincts of the 
inmates the blankets were marked Stop 
thief, while a more individualistic house- 
keeper whom Dickens visited stamped his 
ragged bed-covers with the legend, Stolen 
fr m Bark's.“ Recent legislation has greatly 
improved thé@*tondition of the English lodg- 
ing-houses, and @ certain amount of cubic 
feet of air is provided for every inmate and 
its supply is enforced by law. Chicago lodg- 
ing-houses art under no sanitary control, but 
have never fällen quite so low as those of the 
Old World cities. Still there is in many cases 
considerable room for improvement. 

The cheap ledging-houses of Chicago are 
principally situated on the West Side, in the 
immediate vicinity of the Union Railroad 
Depot. They are plentiful on West Madison, 
Randolph, Canal, Clinton, Jefferson, Des- 

laines, and other streets in this vicinity. 
Moat of them are ill-fitted for the purpose for 
which they are used. The stairways are nar- 
row, the rooms are small and crowded, there 
18 little or no chance of escape in case of fire, 
the beds are old, matted, and filthy, the rooms 
dark and dingy, and the entire surroundings 
cheerless and miserable. Above all and con- 
spicuous over everything is dirt—dirt en- 
grimed into the very walls and imbedded 
in the floors and ceilings. Of the insect ts

Hotel is occupied by the laundry, barber shop 
bath-rooms, billiard and pool rooms, and 
other accessories. ‘The, ground floor is taken 
up by the office general sitting room, and 
here in the evenings hundreds of the lodgers 
gather around the cheerful stoves. No games 
of chance are allowed and no intoxicating 
liquor of any kind is permitted on the prem- 
isea, but rooms ate set apart for ay ts, ener, 
checkers, and dominoes, and there is a library 
of over 1,000 volumes .at the service of 
lodgers without charge, 7 

The six stories above the office are reached 
by wide stairways and the elevators run until 
midnight. The illustration shows the general 
arrangement of one of the floors, which is 
typical of all. On the two lower floors the 
rooms are a trifle larger than those above, 
and these rent for 26 cente a night. Above 
these are the 20-cent rooms and on the upper 
floors those in which for 15 cents a man may 


obtain shelter, comfort, warmth, and .. 


for a night. Permanent guests pay $1, $1. 
and $1.50 per week, according to the grade o 
rooms, and there ate many inmates who have 


occupied their apartments ever since the place 


was opened, rather more than a year ago. 

The building extends over two full lots, and 
except for “the supporting pillars and the 
stairways the whole of each floor is devoted to 
bedrooms. These are grouped in quadrangles 
containing twelve rooms each, which with the 
smaller divisions along the walls make some 
ninety rooms on each r. the total capacity 
of the building .being 568 beds. Each room 
is about 6 feet by 5in dimensions. The parti- 
trons are solid b ions 8 feet in height, 
and the rooms epen attop. The ceilings 
being lofty and almost the entire wall space 
devoted to windows, the supply of light and 
air is ample. ides this every floor is fitted 
with a dosen ventilators, each 12 by 18 inches, 
and operated on an improved princi Steam 
heat is supplied on every floor the light- 
ing is by gas jets from the ceiling. place 
being primatily designed for sleeping pur- 

and there being ample accom modauions 
down-stairs for social converse, candles and 
lamps are not allowed, while the rules of the 
Board of Underwriters in respect to smokwg 
are strictly enforced. 

On every floor lavatories and water-closets 
are provided, 
water, blacking brushes, and other toilet ac- 
cessories are furnisned free. The bath-room 
in the basement is free to all, and if, as occa- 
sionally happens a. man stands in need of a 
bath he has to take one before hecan get a 
room. key. Any.one, offending against de- 
cency or disturbing the quiet of a sleeping- 
room gets his money bace« and is told not 
to come there. again. As a matter 
of fact the guests are well-behaved and take 
pride in assisting the management to main- 
tain order and clean! On every floor 
there are appliances for extinguishing fire, 
while permanent fire-escapes are in place on 
the front and side of the building. 

For the protection af the property of guests 
a clever device is used in the dormitories. 
Along every partition runsa stout copper 
wire communicating with an electric bell in 
the office and with the watchman’s room. 
Any attempt to scale a partition with a 
view to reachmg a neighbor’s pockets 
would be promptly notified, for the moment 
the hand rests on thetop of the partition the 
bell rings. There isa watchman on each floor, 
but his services are Beldom required, the rule 
forbidding the admission of any intoxicated 
person being strictly enforced. 

‘Such 1s briefly, the story of an attempt to 
improve the condition of lodging-houses, car- 
“ied on as a pure business transaction and af- 
fording the most satisfactory results. It is 
gratifying to learn that spite of all the extra 
expense entailed the speculation proved a 
pecuniary success.

As for the utterly destitute who have not 
even the dime necessary for the poorest shel- 
ter there is nothing left but the police sta- 
tions.

At each place twenty or thirty people ask for 
a lodging most nights, and as cold weather 
comes.on the number will increase. When 
these stations become crowded the applicants

HISTORY SLIGHTS IT. 


HOME OF GEORGE WASHINGTON’S AN- 
OBSTORS IN ENGLAND. 
Unmistakable Traces of the Distinguished 

Family to Be Found in the Village of 
Wickamford, Near Stratford-on-Avon 
rave of Penelope, Daughter of Col.

Probably there is no subject on which the 
leading encyclopedias are more at fault than 
in regard to the origia of the family of which 
George Washington was tie most illustrious 
member.

nect it with two different counties in England 
(both wrong), and then gives it up as if in

' vestigation. Both admit that the family was 


of English origin, however, aud there is no 
room for doubt in regard t the precise spot 
in England where theaneestors of the Father 
of His Country lived Gad Ged, ‘The topic is 
naturally one of great interest, all the more 
go as the places oceupied by the Washington 
family in the old country are near the spot 
where Shakspeare was born and where his re- 
mains are buried. 

There are two points that beyond dispute 
were occupied by members of the Washington 
family. They may be described as situated at 
the extremities of a curved line less than 
thirty-five miles long, near the middie of 
which Stratford is situated, The shorter sec- 
tion of about fourteen miles lies in the valley 
of the Avon, the river that has been immortal- 
ized by association with the great English 
bard. Its source is a spring in a garden at 
Naseby, 697 feet above the séa level, the place 
where was fought, June 14, 1645, one of 
the great battles between Charles I. 
and the Parliamentary forces. From 
that point the Avon runs southwest 
across Warwickshire to the birthplace 
of Shakspeare, thence to Evesham, little more 
than twelve miles if measured on a straight 
line, and on to Tewkesbury where it falls into 
the Severn. The terminal points of the Avon 
lie in Northampton and Worzester shires, and 
the whole course of the stream is dotted with 
points of historic interest. Aug. 14, 1266, 
Evesham was the scene of a military massa- 
cre, which the historians have dignified by the 
name of a battle, won by the man who subse- 
2 occupied the throne df England as 

ward I. Less thau three miles from this 
point repose the remains of some distinguished 
members of the Washington family in the vil- 
lage of Wickamford, near the old stage road 
from Evesham to Oxford, 
The other site is Sulgrave. It is situated 
just over the Northamptonshire border, near 
the town of Northampton, and twenty-two 
miles nearly due east from Stratford. This 
was the home of the family for several genera- 
tions. It has been described as such sparingly, 
perhaps the best account being in J. Tom 
Burgess’ Historie Warwickshire.’’ The 
Worcestershire site has hitherto escaped 
notice, being in an out of the way place, fully 
a quarter ot a mile from the main turnpike 
road above referred to, and three miles dis- 
tant from the nearest railroad station on one 
of the newer lines in the United Kingdom, 
which is but little po by Americans.

Washington of Wharton in Lancashire left

Barsting a Balloon. 


A balloon made of paraffined paper was in- 
flated first with oxygen then with hydrogen in 
the proportions in which they combine to form 
water.

The rain that fell was a mere sprinkling, the 
rain-gauge at the hotel indicating one-hun- 
dredth of an inch, At the weather office in 
the city the rain-gauge indicated four times 
that amount. Hence it looks as if concussion 
did not pulidown the rain in the right place. 

The trial of Friday was a crucial test, and 
resulted not only in demonstrating whatevery 
person who has any sound knowledge of 
physics knows that it is impossible to produce 
rain by thaking a great noise, but also that 
even the explos‘on of atwelve-foot balloon in. 
side a black rain eigud does not bring down 
a shower. The General did not like con- 
ditions of the experiment, and I understand 
that he is to be allowed another trial under 
conditions of his own choosing. These are to 
start with a clear sky and to keep up the 
racket until the rain comes. Starting with a 
clear sky any rain that comes, even a week or 
fortnight after the beginning of the opera- 
tions, must be due to them, but should rain 
fail to come ere the ammunition gives out the 
failure can be explained by saying that the 
conditions were too adverse.

that the water contained in the fis- 
sures was strongly impregnated with 
copper in solution, 86 much 80 that 
iron cages, cara, and tools of all 
kinds were quickly destroyed by the affinity 
of the copper for the iron.

These were regarded 
as Curiosities by all who saw them; but 
presently they attracted the attention of 
a man who saw à little further than most 

ple. His name was Miller, and 
e began to experiment and found 
that old cans and iron juak thrown into the 
water were soon destroyed, and in their stead 
was a rich deposit of copper. He had an idea 
that it would pay to extract the copper from 
the water by this process, and immediately 
purchased the exclusive right to the water for a 
small sum of money. Then he put in a series 
of reservoirs and tanks along the ‘little gully 
where the water ran. These he filled with all 
the old refuse metal to be had in the town, in- 
cluding barrel hoops. In the course of about 
six months he made a ciean-up, and found 
that the old junk waa totally destroyed, but in 
its place was a sedimentary deposit in the 
bottom of the reservoirs and tanks assaying 
80 per cent copper. He then enlarged his 
plant somewhat, and is now deriving a hand- 
some revenue from his peculiar mine. His 
annual income is estimated at from $10,000 to

iven there. He was born in Steinburg. Holstein. 

r and at an 2 age entered the musical 
school of Prof. Abel, at Greifswald. After receiv- 
ing a musical education he was engaged to play 
in Gungl’s Orchestra in Berlin. In 1543 he joined 
an orchestral organization known as the Steyer- 
mark - Musik - Geselischaft. This orchestra 
consisted of twenty-five musicians, who rendered 
in an excellent manner ail the symphonies and 
classical works of the day without the assistance 
of a conductor. For a number of years they 
traveledthrough Europe. In 1548 they came to 
America, landing at Boston. The orchestra met 
with great success in all the large“ cities, es- 
pecially in Baltimore and Boston. After a tour 
through the th they disbanded. Prof. Jung- 
nickel then went to Boston and associated himself 
with Carl Hause, the pianist, now in London, and 
Cari Gartner, violinist, now in Philadelphia. The 
trio gaye chamber concerts for several years 
through New England. He was connected with 
the Peabody Symphony Orchestra and the Haydn 
Association from their start. He was also a mem- 


ver of the Philharmonic and Baltimore Symphony 


Orchestra. He leaves a widow and one son, 
Jungnickel, director of the Baltimore Symphony 
Orchestra. 


DATE OF THE LAST GLACIAL EPOCH. 


It Terminated 6,000 Years Ago—When the 
2 Next Will Be Due. 

Maj.-Gen. I. C. Cowell. Windsor, England, 

in Science: Now that the untiring labors and 
vast research of such men as Profs. Wright, 
Prestwich, and Emerson, Dr. Andrews, and 
Messrs. Gilbert and D. Mackintosh have re- 
sulted in such remarkable coincidences as to 
the period of the termination of the last 
glacial epoch, England, as America, may well 
be congratulated upon such achievements by 
their men of sciente in that intensely interest- 
ing field of inquiry; but our satisfaction would 
be far from complete if we did not find con- 
firmation of these results in those of astron- 
omical discevery, which give evidence of that 
perfect. harmony which has so long been 
sought forin vain by astronomers and ge- 
ologists and by all those who have awaited the 
revelation which unquestioned facts have at 
last disclosed. These are to be found in the 
beautiful discovery of Maj.-Gen. Drayson of 
the Royal — 1 (formerly professor of as- 
tronomy at the yal Military Academy at 
Woolwich) of the second rotation of the earth, 
whose works, entitled 30,000 Years of the 
Earth’s Past History and “ Untrodden 
Ground in Astronomy and A * a 
lished by 3 pres & Hall and by Paul Trib- 
ner & Co. of London), afford the most strik- 
ing testimony to the accuracy of the calcula- 
tions of the geutlemen referred to. 
In so short a notice as this it is only possi- 
ble to give a general outline of the discovery, 
which has occupied nearly thirty years for its 
full development, resulting in the discovery 
that the glacial period, or, more properly 
speaking, periods, occupy about 20,000 years, 
whilst the last terminated about 6,000 years 
ago. This, however, is but one of the results 
of the discovery. 

The earth has three principal movements, 
the first being its daily rotation, the second 
the annual revolution of the earth around the 
sun, and the third a slow second rotation of 
the earth which causes the half axes of daily 


rotation to trace cones during a period of 


about 31,600 years. 

The second rotation, more accurately de- 
fined, consists of the pole of the heavens de- 
scribing a circle round a point which is ascer- 
tained to be situated six degrees distant from 
the pole of the ecliptic, having a right ascen- 
sion of 270°, and at an angular distance from 
the pole of the heavens of 29° 25 47", this an- 
gle depending upon the position of the center 
of gravity of the earth, the earth being 
considered a8 a gyrating sphere, and so follow- 
ing the ordin aws of gyration. 

The two semi-axes of the earth by this move- 
ment describe cones, having their apices at 
the center of gravity, which in the case of the 
earth nearly corresponds to the center ot the 
sphere. From the knowledge of this la, and 
from these data, the polar distance of a star 
can be at once ted for more than a 
hundred years from one observation only, and 
to the decimal of a second of arc, a result 


which hitherto could only be attained by con- | 


stant observation and laborious calculations 
by the method adopted by astronomers in ig 
norance of the properties of this rotation.

Some of the Feate That Have Been Accom- 
plished in That Line. 

Boston Transcript: The long-distance ride 
between Berlin and Vienna has not ceased yet 
to be a topic of. discussion in military circles 
in Europe and America, There is a growing 
impression that, while in many respects it was 
a wonderful performance, it proves nothing 
from the point of view of actual service. Gen. 
von Rosenberg, a distinguished German 
officer, writing of the ride in a professional 
journal, remarks that there is one objection 
that disposes. of ite value as an object 
lesson. That objection is that in war 
it is seldom Pe gees to use the great 
thoroughfares & country for any con- 
siderable distance, as the defense would nat- 
urally hold them in force, and the invaders 
would have to resort to side roads but little 
used and consequehtiy not in as good condi- 
tion, or even make their way across fields and 
over very rough grounds, Gen. von Rosen- 
berg speaks as a German, and his observations 
are based on the topography he is most famil- 
iar with. What can be accomplished in the 
way of moving bodies of cavairy great dis- 
tances in the shortest possible time and for 
actual service is set forth by a writer in the 
Army and Navy Journal from the perform- 
ance of our own treopers, 

In 1873 Col, Mackenzie rode his command 
into Mexico after Lepan and Kickapoo In- 
dians, beat them in a sharp fight, and returned 
across the border, making 145 miles in twen- 
ty-eight hours. In 1874 he again rode his 
cominand into Mexico after horse thieves, 
making there and back eighty-five miles in 
fifteen nours. In 1880 Capt. Wood with eight 
men rode after an Orderly Sergeant who had 
decamped with the company fund 140 miles 
in thirty-one hours. Men and horses were 
taken from the roster, not specially se- 
lected. Not a horse was injured. Five men 
with dispatches rede from Fort Harney to 
Fort Warren, 140 miles, in twenty-two hours, 
and so little used up were their horses 
they went back to Fort Harney in two days. 
In 1879 Capt. Dodge, with hir troop, rode 
eighty miles in sixteen hours, and Lieut. 
Wood, with his troop, rode seventy miles in 
twelve hours: Capt. Fechet, with two troops, 
rode éighty-five miles in fourteen hours; Col. 
Henry, with four troops, rode 108 miles in 
thirty-three hours, being in the saddle twenty- 
two hours. 

One horse dropped dead at the end of the 
march, but there was not a sofe-backed horse 
in the regiment, and they started out again 
after a rest of twenty-four hours. ‘lhe same 
command made a night’s march of fifty miles 
in ten hours, Our troop horses are simply 
troop horses, nothing more, and they carry 
rider, equipments, etc., about 248 pounds 
weight. In every instance records and all 
performances not so attested have been ex- 
cluded. ‘The conclusion reached by the 
writer of the article in questicn is that 
the American horse has a greater 
vitality than the European, more en- 
durance, more of what is called the 
* get-up-and-get”’ quality, The horses used 
in the military ride between Vienna and Ber- 
lin were officers’ ehargers, or private owned 
steeds, selected carefuliy and trained for tne 
occasion. Count Stahremberg. the winner, 
covered the distance, about miles, in a 
few minutes Jess than three days, but his 
horse was so used up that it died in forty-eight 
hours. Our troop horses, it will be seen from 
this record, moving over rough country de- 
void often of any semblance of a road, are 
good not only for the feats recorded, but are 
in a condition for use in a skirmish, or at 
least retain a very high degree of effective- 


ness. 

Col. Guy V. Henry, an eminent authority 
and one of the most distinguished cavalry 
officers in our service. speaking of hardening 
the men and horses of a command bya 
month’s drills at from fifteen to twenty miles 
at rapid gaits, aptly says: A cavalry com- 
mand thus hardened and with increased feeds 
ought to be able to make fifty to sixty miles a 
day as long as required, and to such a com- 
mand 100 miles in twenty-four hours ought to 
be easy. The horse, like the athlete, needs 
training, and when this is done his endurance 
is limited only by that of his rider. 

If speed, endurance, and the preservation of 
effectiveness after long distance marching be

Choice South Side Corner Bought Outright 
for $125,000. 

Waiter H. Wilson has just closed the sale of 
the northwest corner of Michigan avenue and 
Eldridge court for C. L. Willoughby for $125,- 
000. It is purchased by the University of 
Chicago, which was represented in the trans- 
action by H. H. Kohisaat. The property has 
a Michigan avenue frontage of forty feet and 
a south frontage of 160 feet on Eldridge court. 
It isimproved witha fine brownstone structure, 
built seven years ago at a cost of $50,000. Thie 
is not considered of value in the transaction, 
as it will have to be torn down to be replaced 
with a building of more income bearing ca 
pacity. The purchaso by the university ot 
this corner is somewhat unusual, inasmuch as 
the policy of the trustees has been to purchase 
fees instead of properties in fee simple. It is 
.the intention of the trustees to convert this 
investment into a fee as soon as possible, ana 
the cornér has been placed in the hands of Mr. 
Wilson to find a long term lessee. The price

Opinions Differ Regarding the Desirability 
of a State Street Corner Recently Sold. 
Under the headline “ Inflated Prices for 

Realty” the Economist takes occasion to criti- 

cise the judgment of the purchaser of the cor- 

ner of State and Quincy streets at $87 a square 
foot. The article in question is quoted as 


follows: 
The remarkable success that many people have 
had who bought down-town real estate some 
ears ago has stimulated mauy people during the 
— t year or so to make purchases which are cer- 
tainly questionable, and unless we have in the 
future prices for real estate in Chicago for which 
there is no precedent in all history a number of 
these investments 1 * prove losing veatures. The 
recent purchase by Levy Mayer the southwest 
corner of State ond Quincy streets, 42x100 feet, is 
one of the most notable in the annals of Chi- 
cago realty. It may be pronounced rela- 
highest price ever paid for 
Chicago, althbugh other 
pieces in more advantageous locations have 
ch hands at absolutely higher figures. Here 
is A p of property too small to be the site of a 
lofty modern building and having on its long 
frontuge one of the most obscure streets in the 
city, yet the price paid for it is . 700 per front 
foot and $87 per square foot, these figures being 
2 to tlie’ 1 ever established on property 
in Chiéago by actual sale. It is given out that a 
higher figure has been bid for the property since 
Mr. Mayer acquired it, but these reports almost 
always follow large transactions, and, generally 
aking, — they are true, for there are 
pe Se of people willi to pay a little 
more after a property has been taken up by 
somebody who had the courage to buy it in the 
first place. But this proves nothing, It is well 
known to a number of 1 that some of our 
best judges of property » ced appraisals on this 
lot very much below the price paid for it by Mr. 
Mayer shortly before the purchase was made. It 
ae announced when the transaction was given to 
ublic that a lease had been taken of the build- 
ing 1 twenty years at a rental of $20,000 per 
ear, but the lessee in this case was a house which 
has made a specialty for many months past of

and speculating on it. How long such speculation 
can be profitably carried on no one can tell. It is 
risky business.

The value 
N transaction was about $101 per 
n= web but the corner is one of the most 
famous i — e city and is at the junction of the 
most important north and south and the most 
important east and west streets. Furthermore 
the lot is large enough for the construction ofa 
building of sixteen stories. It has frequently 
been ,remarked since the State and Quincy 
property changed hands that if that property 
was worth $87 per square foot the fhorthwest 
corner of State and Madison was worth $150 per 
square foot.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Operations of October Compared with Those 
of the Same Month in 1891. 

Statistics of building operations for October 
show an increase in frontage over the corre- 
sponding month of last year of 2,575 feet, an 
equal number of buildings, and a decrease in

Caves of Southern France Yield Proofs of 
_geores of Murders That Took Place in 
Remote Antiquity — Skulls of Women 
Westify to Foul Play on the Part of Pre- 
Historie Man—Evidence That Cannibal- 
‘ism Prevailed — Ornaments, Tools, and 

Weapons of the Cave Dwellers. 
„Murder will out,” so itissaid. This state- 

$18 not wholly true, inasmuch as slayers 
of men do in a large proportion of instances 
escape unpunished and undetected. But how 
strange it seems that the science of the present 
day, acting the detective’s part, should un- 
earth positive evidence of murders committed 
on individuals who died, perhaps, not less 
u 100,000 years ago. ere 
ho caves of Southern France, which once 
were oocupied as dwellings by primeval man, 
yield proofs of scores of murders in most re- 
mote antiquity. Those guilty of these crimes 
doubtless indifferent to detection, inas- 
as in the early stages of human develop- 
ment there was no law save physical strength. 
in that epoch men gave way to their brutal 
passions unrestrained. Women must have 
suffered then more than at any subsequent 
owing to their muscular inferiority. 
That this is true is proved by evidence which 
has survived hundreds of centuries, for in the 
very caves referred to are discovered the re- 
mains of many murdered women, testifying 
to the fact. 

In the famous cave at Cro-Magnon was 
found a woman’s skull, with a cut in tho fore- 
bead three inches long, evidently made by u 

flint’ hatehet, according to the Washington 
Star. The weapon penetrated the frontal 
bone and caused death, but the victim did not 
die immediately from the wound. She 
lingered for some.weeks, at all events, as is 
shown by the fact that partial healing took 
Ina cave at Sordes, among many 
human bones beating sears, was dug up the 
skollofa woman witha gaping hole in it. 
be must have been instantly killed, A sim- 
flar skull of a woman was found ina cave at 
Challes; in Savoy, with a fracture that was 
unquestionably made by a flint instrument. 
Of nineteen skulis obtained from a primeval 
gepuicher at Vaureal, two show traces of 
wounds inflicted by-human hands. One, that 
of woman, has. three fractures. Unques- 
tionably they were not all inflicted at the 


same ti inasmuch as two of them exhibit 

ing. The unfortunate recovered 
from only to succumb to a third 
biow. : 


Traces of Battles. 


Unmistakably these women were murdered. 
But for their sex it might be supposed that 
they perished in fight, as did so many of the 
men who lived in those times. The struggle 
fof existence among.human beings then must 
have been fierce and bloody. They were 
hardly more than wild animals provided with 
artificial weapons and cunning of a superior 
order. Doubtless their contentions were most 
frequently for the possession of the females of 
their kind, who were the prize of battle and 
the.property of the strongest. primeval 


of thirty men, all of them strongly made, 
piled closely. Together withthe bones were 
seventy-three —— 2 — 1 ——— 
which, presumably, were sticking in the bodies 
when they were interred. Thees must have 
‘een warriors who perished in some battle. 
Another cave at Gourvan has yielded a num- 
ber of crania and jaws, which were broken by 
blunt weapons. un of other skeletons 
of the 2 of antiquity have been 
@pearthéd iu a‘similar condition, the bones, 
in many cases, being transfixed by weapons of 
flint. In one instance a skull contained three 
arrowheads, à fourth arrow being lodged 
between the vertebre. 

In tact, these caves are filled with evidence 
ot homicidal struggles among the distant an- 
cestors of the human beings of today. From 
the same sources proofs are supplied that can- 
Gibalism prevailed in that distant epoch. 
Seattered about the ancient hearths, where 
‘meals were cooked uncounted thousands 
of years ago, are ever so man; bones of men, 
‘women, and children, bearing not only traces 
of fire, but the marks of instruments em- 
Bloyed to split them lengthwise for the pur-

Animals and Ornaments.

— twice the size of modern Bengal tigers 
' proportionately ferocious wore numerous. 
Mammoths, rhinoceroses, and hippopotami 
— abroad. More terrible, perhaps, than 
any of these was the great cave bear, double 
She size of the grizzly. With these bears, as 
well as with the migbty tigers and fierce hye- 
Bas, the people of that early period were com- 
d ‘to diepute possession of the caves. 
at ‘they did se successfully there is no 
as is proved by the thousands of 
@nawed bones of bears and giant cats discov- 
ere in the caves. Mingled with the same 
sort of kitchen refuse are numerous shelis of 
lusks and bones of carp, trout, chub, 
th, and other fishes of species which now 
te the rivers and lakes of the same re- 
Fish-hooks were made from bears’ 
. boars’ tusks, and flint. 
cave man probably went stark na- 
ed in warm weather.

The Pennsylvania Museum exhibits in Me- 
morial Hall, Philadelphia, the collection of pot- 
tery and porcelain made by Mr. E. A. Barber, the 
new Honorary Curator of the Department of 
American Pottery and Porcelain. This collection 
is now the property of the museum, It includes 
many rare early specimens of American work, 
especially Pennsylvania and New Jerséy pottery, 
made during the century from 1750 to 1850. 
Modern manufacturers bave sent specimens of 
their work, and the museum now claims, it is 
provable with truth, that it owns the most com- 
plete collection in the country. 

The Town of Nottingham, Eng., has had on 
loan and exhibition in its museum a superb col- 
lection of Wedgewood ware, valued at $50,000, 
which was collected by Mr. Felix Joseph. and is 
said to be the most complete extant. This collec- 
tion has now become a permanent exhivit, Mr. 
Joseph's will having left it to the Castle Museum. 
Derby and other towns receive gifts under the 
same will. 


The attempts to reconstruct the Venus of 
Milo have been many and daring and quaint. 
The latest is from the brain of Mr, J. Bell of 
Doura place, London, who holds that she stood 
in the amphitheater of Melos, the accepted site 
for the holding of high public festivals, and for 
the bestowal of honors for public service and the 
arts. Starting from this theory he invests her. 
in his attempt at restoration, with the charac- 
ter of a great goddess conferring honors. Her 
right arm and hand are advanced in the act of be- 
stowing a wreath of glory, and the left hand 
holds others in reserve. Mr. Bell calls his at- 
tempt at restoration a Venus Donatrix.

SUSPENDED IN A MINING SHAFT. 


Remarkable Coolness Saves the Life of a 
Mine Superintendent. 

San Francisco Chronicle: Amador County 
owns the nerviest man among mining super- 
intendents in the person of Trescott, who has 
charge of the Kennedy shaft and quartz lode. 
Trescott is not much of a talker, and 
among the boys between shifts or 
when the works are closed down for 
repairs is simply a good sort of fel- 
low, but when such an emergency arises as 
that of a few days ago .he develops a very con- 
siderable amount of grit. The shaft of the 
Kennedy mine is 1,700 feet deep, and practi- 
cally a clear drop from the mouth to the low- 
est drift nearly a third of a mile down in the 
earth. 

Every day for months it has been Supt. 
Trescott's habit to inspect the timbering of 
the mine by going down in the cage, which 
is merely a platform hung toa drum at the 
mouth of the shaft by a wire rope. The cage 
is at best a frail affair in appearance, 
but is really strong enough to carry 
a ton or more of gold bearing quartz and 
does so many times every day. ast week 
Trescott, at the lunch hour, decided to 
look over the mine and jumped on to the 
cage and signaled to the engineer to lower 
away slowly. The cage dropped foot by 
foot down the dark shaft dripping with 
„ mine sweat, and every little way Trescott 
pulled the signal rope and stopped the ele- 
vator so that he might closely examine tim- 
bers that seemed to be rotting or note partic- 
ularly any tendency to swelling of the walls 
of the shaft, which might, if not at once 
stopped by new timbering, result in a cave-in 
that would bury a hundred men. 

Trescott had gone down about 400 feet and 
found the shaft in good condition, and after a 
stop had signaled the engineer to continue the 
descent when the Superintendent felt him- 
self held by the catching of his jumper 
on a projecting spike, and the cage 
dropped away from him. There was no way 
in which to reach the signal rope from 
wrere Trescott hung on the side of the 
shaft. The lumbering cage rattled its way 
down and the noise reverberated in the shaft. 
Trescott knew nothing of the strength of the 
spike which had caught his canvas jumper.“ 
and could not tell at what instant he would 
be compelled to follow the cage and reach the 
bottom a mass of flesh and broken bones. 
The frightful uncertainty as to how long he 
might hang was unendurable. 

rescott decided that any death was prefer- 
able to — suspension under the conditions, 
and decided to break away from his hold and 
attempt to grasp some of the cross-timbers on 
the opposite side of the shaft. He gathered 
his strength, and, by a superhuman effort, tore 
his jumper from the spike and leaped with 
extended hands weg 4 to grip anything that 
might stay the fall.

THEY ARE MADE AND LOST BY IN- 
FATUATED OOLLEOTORS. 


Men to Whom the Postage Laws Intro- 
duced in Eugland in 1837 Have Meant 
Money and Reputation—Literary and

Ii was highly 

u imzteresting, ‘for stam 

ena asstinack: collecting is no —— 

the appanage of the 

schoolboy, and albums 

are nowadays. to be found outside of the 

young student’s desk, where, some thirty or 

forty years ago, most albums were confined in 

close proximity to paint brushes, silk worms, 

and a forbidden novel or two. Stamp collect- 

ing at first was an amusement for boys; it 

taught them a little geography. But now 

grown-up people are smitten with the passion, 

and mien and women who occupy high posi- 

tions in the worlds of science, letters, and art 

are fond of collecting stanips and proud of 
their albums. 

Everybody knows the origin and history of 
postage stamps. And of course stamp col- 
lectors are indebted to postage stamps for 
their existence. As to postal arrangements 
some say that they started in the time of the 
deluge with the doves from Noah’s ark, and 
that in the fifteenth century Turkish messen- 
gers were deprived of their spleen so that they 
could run faster, but 1837 is far enough to 
look back, and the Paris exposition had no 
other stamps in its buildings than those bear- 
ing even a later date, For it was in 1837 that 
Rowland Hill, traveling in the North of En- 
gland, met with a postman who demanded the 
sum of two shillings before - delivering an 
epistie addressed to a fair creature in the 
district. Rowland Hill, it appears, was gallant 
enough to offer to pay the 50 cents, but the 
woman refused. Rowland Hill eventually 
solved the mystery. The letter was from the 
lady’s brother, and brother and sister corre- 
sponded by means of certain signs traced on 
the envelope which was thus sent back and 
forth. The upshot of the whole affair was the 
establishment of the penny postage stamp in 
England. N 


FIRST ENGLISH STAMP. 
1 


Universally Adopted. 

All the countries of the world svon followed 
the exarnple set by England, and as usual 
Turkey was the last country in.Europe to sub- 
mit to the innovation. Postage stamps in 
Turkey only date from 1868. In France the 
first stamps bearing the effigy of the republic 
appeared in 1849. As figures generally speak 
for themselves it may be mentioned that the 
Paris mint delivers annually at a fixed rate 
12,000,000 sheets of 150 stamps each, making 
a total of 1,800 millions of postage stamps of 
different prices. In this number is not in- 
cluded the list of forged stamps, for it appears 
that there are fo stampmakers just as 
there are counterfeit money makers. 

Before speaking of fo stamps, however, 
it is but fair to say a few words on the subject 
of deals and exchanges in the legitimate ob- 
ject. As far back as 1860 stores were opened 
for the sale and exchange of postage stamps. 
The first dealer of any prominence was a man 
named Laplante, w _a celebrity in 
his time and made a large ne. He lived 
at No. 2 in the Rue Christine. At the present 
day there are about 200 commercial houses in 
Paris whose stock in trade consists of nothing 
but postage stamps. The great specialists 
of the French capital are Arthur — Van 
den Heuvel, Charles Roussin, and Bailliere. 
The greatest European connoisseur resides in 
Brussels and his name is J. B. Moens. The 
names 6f these business-men and many others 
are, of course, to be found in the Paris direc- 
tory; and among them one particularly 
„smart“ man who appears to have changed 
his name and made it begin with Aa so that 
it appears at the head of the list, all names 
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being placed in alphabetical order, as the law 
demands. Such is the amour propre of stamp 
dealers. 

Sales Are Large. 

One of these merchants, probably the one 
doing the largest amount of business, sells as 
many as 2,000,000 stamps and 30,000 albums 
perannum. His business quarters are laid 
out on a very grand scale, and on entering the 
premises one thinks himself ia the interior of 
one of the largest banks of the city, as every- 
thing is arranged and classified with- the ut- 
most order. Furthermore, the house owns a 
newspaper, an official organ for its ideas, and 
in no way despises the power of the press. 
Special writers are at hand to inform the pub- 
lic of all that takes place in the world of 
stamp dealers and collectors. Stamp dealers, 
in short, have their books, their magazines, 
their reviews, and their newspapers, 

How do these merchants procure the hun- 
dreds of thousands of stamps they trade in? 
The network is as complicated and as 
difficult to unravel as the plot of a 
novel by Gaboriau. Exchanges are — 
made at all hours of night and day the worl 
over. Costly telegrams are dispatched from 
one country to another and the amount of 
correspondence brought into requisition 18 
fabulous. When a stamp collector of any 
standing wants a stamp nothing will prevent 
him from utilizing every means in his power 
to procure it.

wholesale houses send out 
to the retailers packets with their private 
mark affixed thereto. These packets contain 
a certain number of dozens of stamps, some 
common, some rare, all the packets are soid 
at prices ranging from two cents to thousands 
of dollars. A couple of hundred dollars a 
day by mail is a very ordinary amount for 
the leading Paris houses to receive. The vis- 
itors to these shops are also numerous and of 
ail nationalities. When the dealer has not 
the desired stamp in hand he promises to ob- 
tain it before a certain date. The price is

Actors and 
actresses are said to be most eager collectors, 
but it appears that no painter of any celebrity 
ever started an album. 

England Originated the Fad. 

England was the first — start the 
„rage. A resident of the City of don, wisb- 
ing to give his son a Collection, put a very 
attractive advertisement in the Times, with the 
result that he obtained letters from all parte 
of the world and was able to set up his nephew 
with a very fair collection. But the stratagem, 
however ingenious it may have been years 
ago, is decidedly stale now, and the same 
trick repeated in Paris was treated 
iu a different manner by the French courts. 
The advertiser was fined for swindling. One 
of the finest schemes within the memory of 
collectors was operated before the I 
Union had been proclaimed. The dealer and 
hero of the day simply bought ail the stamps 
of the minor States, such as Modena, Tus- 
cany, Naples, and the State of the Church, 
and, as nobody could procure any more of the 
stamps of these plaves, they rose to an enor- 
mous price on the market and the dealer 
made a fortune. :

is easily worth $200. Among French stamps 
the one franc orange color, 1849 emission, is 
listed at $40 if new and $12 if worn. Spanish 
1851, red, two reals, is worth $50 if new and 
$20 if worn, and so on. 

A Spanish Incident. 

An amusing anecdote happened in 1873 
when Don Carlos was fighting for the throne 
of Spain. He gomsidered the Provinces of 
Biscay, Na . Catalonia as conquered, 
and he had the of creating for the prov- 
inces a series of postage stamps bearing his 
effigy. on which were inscribed the following 
words: Imposto de guerra (war tax). He 
forbade under penalty of death any inhab- 
itant of the three provinces to make use of 
any other postage stamp. Unfortunately for 
Don Carlos Alphonse XIL, King of Spain, 
heard of the proclamation and dec the 
same thing in regard tostamps with his effigy. 
So the poor inhabitants being menaced on 
both sides very wisely decided not to write at 
all. Such things only happen in Spain! 

An amateur has always to be on his guard 
against forgeries. It appears that forged 
stamps are more numerousthan genuine ones, 
and some say that a collection of these apoc- 
ryphalk stamps would prove to be more inter- 
esting than an ordinary collection. One fact 
is certain, in all countries the demand is 
greater than the supply, the consequence be- 
ing that many dealers fabricate goods to sat- 
isfy the mania of the novice. Belgium manu- 
factures a greater number of stam 
than any other country. N enoug 
there exist a great number of experts in 
age stamps. In Germany, where the collec- 
tion fever is at its height, many experts earn 
their $10 a day at thistrade. The great expert 
in Paris is M. Arthur Maury. 


A WONQERFUL TOWER LN CHINA. 


It Is Situated at Nankin and Is Finished 
in Porcelain at a Cost of $4,000,000, 

Philadelphia Press: China, the land of tow- 
ers, pagodas, and gigantic images has nothing 
in the way of artificial curiosities that excites 
the wonder and admiration of the traveler 
more than does the ruins of the famous Por- 
celain Tower of Nankin.” 

This oddest of architectural wonders was 
finished in the year 1430, after an expenditure 
of nineteen yearsof labor and a sum of 
money equal to 000,000 in United States 
currency, and s for nearly four and a 
quarter centuries, until 1856, the most marvel- 
ous building ever erected by human hands. 

It was octagonal in form, 260 feet high, di- 
vided into nine stories, each of which vas 

— with a curnice above and a gallery 
ow. 

The name “Porcelain Tower was ap- 
plied to this unique structure on account of 
the fact of the outside of the entire work hav- 
ing been finished with porcelain slabs of vari- 
ous sizes, shapes, and colors. 

At every one of the nine stories the project- 
ing roof of the galleries was covered with 
green tiles, each of the eight projecting cor- 
ners being provided with a large bell, making 
a grand total of eighty-one corner bells, 

ther bells on top and inside the structure 
ran the number up to 152, the smallest of 
which is said to have weig 800 pounds, 
and the larger size about an even 1,000 
pounds. 

Ranged in rows between the bells were 128 
bronze and silver lamps, which were regularly 
lighted every night in the year. 

The apex of the tower was a 1 ine- 
apple, whose base started at a foot level 
and extended upward for ten — this in 
turn being surmounted by a copper globe two 
feet in diameter. 

A spiral ‘stairway of over three hundred 
steps from base to summit, and was wholly 
constructed. of polished marble, brass, and 
porcelain. The building was originally con- 
structed as a gift to an Empress, and on that 
account was always kept in repair at govern- 
ment expense. 


In 1801 lightning struck and tore off the

ward, and the building would doubtless have

Above the master’s station in the east of the 
temple is a circular chart called the “trestle 
board,“ on which are movable representations 
of the planets which are —_ from day to day 
exactly corresponding to ir prototypes in 
the heavens. The work of the temple is laid 
out from the position of the planets; even as 
the mathematical work was laid out upon the 
trestle boards in the temple of King Solomon. 
The illustration shows the trestle board with 
the planets as arranged on the day of the visit. 

In the center of the temple is a large altar, 
and it would appear that upon tbis altar most 
important work and wysteries are performed. 
The top 1s embroidered in silk, and it is said 
that the symbols used upon this altar have 
been found engraved upon stone dug from the 
ruins of temples in Egypt, Persia, and other 
mystic lands. four sides are covered with 
velvet, which is also embroidered with mystic 
emblems consisting of pyramids, obelisks, and 
rising suns.

One 
may pass through bloody scenes withou 1 
ring or vegetate in country villages without 

; rant with passion or lie folded in 
a drawer in lavender; writhe with anguish, 
clap handsin glee, or sullenly do neither. 
There are all kinds of moods and 
states af one’s call if one . bub 
choose to give himself up to them in 
turn, From grave to gay, from lively to 
severe the reader may pass, and with only 
such fatigue as a brisk walk in the open air or 
a nap may cure. Those who have no partion- 
lar hopes and fears of their own may thus 
enjoy and suffer vicariously without injury ; 
and those who possess such commodities may 
lay them by for a tine and exchange one set 
of annoying cares for another. Thus is the 
destiny of books fulfilled. 

Two tremendous contrasts in books 
have brought about these observations.

It was a case of mistaken 
identity every time when they came to know 
each other well.

The most important 
matters will be the action upon proposed legisia- 
tion for the purpose of having State supervision 
over building and loan associations, imposing 


duties upon outside associations, and reguiri 
others to furnis 


all national associations and 
complete statenents of receipts and expenditures. 

I notice with interest the articles you are 

ublishing in your Sunday TRisune relative to 
building and loan associations. I inclose here- 
with our fifteenth quarterly statement, which we 
believe will compare fayorably with most any 
association in the country. 

This statement indicates receipts and ex- 
penditures of $87,802 during three months. 
The largest item of outlay is $29,775 for loans. 
The association Dec. 1 had resources of $200,- 
248, of which only $1,126 was represented in 
real estate. The association is represented by 
thirteen Assistant Secretaries located in as 
many different towns of Northern Michigan. 

The Club Loan aud Homestead Association 
has elected N. W. T. Belfield, M. D., and Dr. 
J. W. Sloanaker directors to fill vacancies 
caused by resignations. This association is 
commencing on its third seriesand has $10,000 
out in loans. 

The seventy-fourth quarterly statement of 
the People’s Building and Loan Association 
shows receipts of $124,978. Loans amounting 
to $36,548 have been placed and withdrawals 
of $20,123 were paid. 

The Joliet building and homestead associa- 
tions are involved to some extent both in the 
suspension of the Stone City Bank and in the 
failure of the Enterprise Manufacturing com- 
pany. Rumors are conflicting as to the 
amount deposited in the Fish Bros.’ Bank by 
the associations and the loss on building en- 
terprises at Rockland, where the Enterprise 
works are located, will depend on the prompt- 
ness with which the affairs of the com y are 
adjusted and work at the plant again — 

Three Systems Compared. 

The three plans of operat building and 
loan associations were outlined in a paper by 
A. L. Gutheil, delivered before Indiana 
State League. The terininating, serial, and 
perpetual plans were described as follows: 


In the terminati plan the entire issue of 
stock bears the same date, runs from the be- 
ginning of the association to the maturity of the 
shares, when the association winds up ite basi- 
ness. 

There are many objections to this plan, even if 
the stock is all subscribed for when the associa- 
tion commences business. At first there would be 
many borrowers, and not much money on hand, 
and asthe association grew older there would 
be plenty of money, for which there are no bor- 
rowers, thus causing a serious loss in the way of

iladelphia. and is at present in extensive use 
throughout the country, and more especially in 
the Eastern States is it the most popular. 

T plan some of the objectionable features 
of the terminating plan are remedied. A new 
series of stock is issued every few months, either 
annually, semi-annually, or quenteny, as the 
case may demand, each series being practically a 
terminating association of itself, and a person 
can join at any time. and is only required to pay 
back dues to the date of the last series in which 
he starts. The money in the older series can be 
loaned tothe members in the latter series, thus 
preventing any large amount of monéy to accu- 
mulate, and the non-borrowers are then enabled 
to remain until their series mature in the particu- 
lar series to which they belong. 

On the perpetual plan members are allowed 
to om an association at any time and his stock 
will date from the first payment, or, in other 
words, each member’s shares are treated as a 
separate series.
